Economy That Does Not Economize 


In their anxiety to retrench—to save in the cost of 
running the Government's business for the coming 
fiscal year—many Senators and Congressmen zeal- 
ously overstep the mark. Some of the suggestions 
they make, and some of the decisions they arrive at, 
are out of all proportion to the requirements. E:con- 
omy is a virtue, of course; but when it is carried to 
ridiculous extremes it becomes a vice 


The latest example of misguided effort in the in- 
terest of so-called economy is disclosed in connection 
with the request of the Department of Commerce 
for $1,658,000 to enable it to carry on its work of 
promoting foreign trade for the benefit of American 
manufacturers. The legislative, judicial and execu- 
tive bill reported out by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee on February 20 cuts this down to $490,000, 
which is only half of the appropriation that is now 
being used. 

Economy in the running of the Government's 
business is vitally necessary. That is conceded. The 
people already are bearing a heavy burden, and 
any sane efforts made to lighten the load are deserv- 
ing of commendation. But there is a world of differ- 
ence between true economy and false economy. 

The Reporter ofttimes wonders at the mental 
Processes through which some of our lawmakers pass 
in arriving at their conclusions. In the case under 

iscussion, the Reporter would like to know if the 
members of the Appropriations Committee are even 
vaguely familiar with the splendid, constructive work 
that is being performed by the Department of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce? of the invaluable 
aid to American business men afforded by the De- 
partment’s commercial attaches? of the vast amount 
of foreign business information disseminated daily 
by the Department's district and co-operative offices 
in this country ? of the vital statistics and other valu- 
able data compiled by the Department's experts in 
every quarter of the globe and broadcast in the 
mmerce Reports for the benefit of American 
manufacturers > 
vidently not. For if these men were aware of 
all this, they could not consistently have put shackles 
fe an organization that long ago justified its reason

As reported, the bill aims to abolish the com- 
mercial attaches entirely. This branch of the service

utmost to perfect their trade-promoting machinery. 

The service now rendered by the commercial at- 
taches costs $165,000, an insignificant sum when it 
is considered that contracts obtained by American 
concerns through some of the offices run into mil- 
lions of dollars. 


If the bill is passed as it now stands, it will mean 
that twelve experienced commercial attaches now in 
embassies and legations in a dozen foreign capitals 
will within three months’ time be without positions. 
Their work of promoting American business interest 
abroad at this critical period will cease. 


It will mean that the number of trade commis- 
sioners will be greatly reduced. At least fifteen 
commissioners—trained and experienced in European 
economic affairs—will be recalled by May 1. 


It will mean that almost all the district and co- 
operative offices in this country will close. District 
offices at present are maintained at New York, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleans, San Fran- 
cisco and Seattle. Co-operative offices, maintained 
in conjunction with local chambers of commerce, are 
now located in Baltimore, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati, Dayton, Los Angeles and Portland, 
Oregon. 

It will mean the cutting down of the clerical force 
in the Department’s office in Washington, with all 
that this implies in decreased efficiency. 


It will mean, in brief, the demise of the greater 
part of an organization that has proved itself in- 
dispensable in the work of building up an American 
foreign trade. 

This is far from being economy as the Reporter 
understands it. It is a mistake that cannot be rectified 
too soon, else all plans for American competition in 
the markets of the world will suffer a serious if not 
fatal setback. Surely the Government cannot pro- 
pose to handicap American manufacturers by what 
practically amounts to a withdrawal of its help- 
ing hand! 

To throttle the work of the Department of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce at this time is crimi- 
nal. Economy by all means. But let our decisions 
to economize be tinctured by common sense.

Much water has passed under the mill wheels 
since that memorable convention of cottonseed 
crushers at Nashville on July 16 and 17, 1897. 
From confining itself solely to cottonseed and cotton- 
seed products; the Association has expanded until 
now it embraces within its membership those who 
handle and crush also peanuts, copra, soya beans and 
other oil seeds and nuts. The youngster that the 
Reporter started upon its travels almost three dec- 
ades ago now finds that it has outgrown its old 
garments. 


“The business and operations of the Association, 
in keeping with the industry itself, have long since 
outgrown not only its name, but its form of gov- 
ernment.” So reads the report of the reorganization 
committee. The old garments are no longer of serv- 
ice. They have come in for a good deal of stretch- 
ing during the past, but now they are of utility no 
longer. They must be discarded forever. Clothes 
that will prove neither irksome nor confining must 
be provided. 


To stand still in times like the present means to 
go backward. The Association shows the proper 
spirit, the spirit of progressiveness, when it admits 
that its old constitution and by-laws, which were 
admirably suited to conditions nearly thirty years 
ago, are now inadequate. The new form of organi- 
zation proposed is patterned somewhat after that of 
our Congress. It provides for a Board of Directors, 
the individual members of which are to be elected by 
separate groups ot members in each of the separate 
States or combinations of States. The Executive 
Committee, which corresponds in part to the Senate 
and in part to the Cabinet, is to be selected from 
each of the greater divisions of the entire country. 

As the Edible Oil Millers’ Association of Ameri- 
ica, it is the hearfelt wish of the Reporter that the 
old Association start with right foot forward on the 
second leg of its journey. Under its new appeliation 
there will surely be opportunity for further growth 
and expansion, as the edible oil industry has flour- 
ished phenomenally within the last quarter of a 
century. 

The experience, knowledge and wisdom gained by 
the Association while on the first stage of its travels 
will help it safely over any rough or dangerous 
places that may be encountered in the future. And 
in this connection, tribute must be paid to those ster- 
ling men of broad vision and lofty ideals who guided 
the destinies of the Association in the pioneer days.

Regulating the Narcotic 
and Prohibition Acts 


The House Committee on Appropriations has 
recommended the consolidation of the amounts that 
have been requested for the purpose of enforcing the 
National Prohibition Act and the Harrison Narcotic 
Act, and as part of the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill has fixed the total sum at 
$4,500,000. 

Surely these are great days for Reporter indus- 
tries! In the whirlpool of legislation that gyrates 
violently at the capital, Reporter trades are con- 
spicuous, thus in a measure bespeaking their im- 
portance. 

Of the $4,500,000 appropriation, the bill stipu- 
lates that not to exceed $49,500 be expended for 
the rental of quarters in the District of Columbia, 
and that not more than $750,000 be expended for 


enforcing the provisions of the narcotic act. This 
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leaves approximately $3,700,500 to be devoted to 
the enforcement of national prohibition. 

Included in the bill as reported is an appropriation 
of $12,000,000 to be used for refunding internal 
revenue taxes that have been collected illegally, an- 
other of $4,288,000 to cover miscellaneous ex- 
penses incurred in collecting internal revenue taxes, 
and a third of $21,000,000 for assessing and col- 
lecting internal revenue taxes as provided for in the 
act of 1918. Thus it is assured that the Internal 
Revenue Bureau will be supplied with the necessary 
administrative machinery for enforcing the respective 
laws and seeing to it that they are obeyed to 
the letter. 

So far as narcotics are concerned, it means that 
every person, in order to lawfully “import, manu- 
facture, produce, compound, sell, deal in, dispense or 
give away opium or coca leaves, or any compound, 
manufacture, salt, derivative or preparation thereof,” 
must register with the Bureau and pay one or more 
of the several taxes imposed by the law. Persons who 
deal in narcotics without registration are liable to be 
fined not more than $2,000, or imprisoned for not 
more than five years, or both. 

The promiscuous trafficking in drugs is a danger 
to the health and morals of the community. Too 
many unscrupulous persons have pandered to the

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NITRATE HEARINGS BRING DENIALS 


DYE BILL UNMERCIFULLY FLAYED 
BY OPPOSING MEMBERS IN SENATE 


Will Probably Not Come Up Again Until Treaty Is Out of Way— 


Objections Galore to Protective Tariff—Issues Arouse 








Acrimonious Debate 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28, 1920. 
The fate of the dyestuff protection bill 


at present in doubt, as a result of de- 
elopments in the Senate when the bill 
; called up by Senator Watson of In- 


diina and taken up for consideration, tem- 
porarily, on his motion. The peace treaty 


came up again and will be kept before 
Senate until acted upon, according 
the present plan of Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, the Republican leader. 
Hardly had Senator Watson called up 
the bill when the opposition appeared. 


Senator Poindexter of Washington, a can- 


didate for the Republican nomination for 
the Presidency, asked whether the pur- 
pose was to press it to early passage, 
remarking in that connection that Senator 
Sherman of Illinois was absent and 
wanted to be heard on the bill. 


“How long will the Senator from Tlli- 


nois be absent?” asked Senator Thomas 
of Colorado, Democrat, adding that he 
could “give assurance that the bill will 


not pass for eight or ten days.” 


Declares Bill Most Unusual 


Senator Kenyon of Iowa said that he 
had not had time to consider the bill, 
which he characterized as “most un- 
usual.” He added that it would strain 
the application of the theory of the pro- 
tective tariff and that he was surprised 
at Democrats supporting the measure in 
view of the fact that high tariff men in 
the House had said that it went far be- 
yond anything they had ever suggested. 

Senator Watson replied that the sub- 
Committee on Finance had carefully con- 
sidered the bill for weeks and that it had 
been hoped that it could be passed in a 
day, but he added that he had become 
convinced that this would not be the case. 
He went on to say that the treaty would 
displace the bill. Senator King of U*ah, 
Democrat, suggested that discussion of 
the bill, even though it could not be 
acted upon promptly, might serve to call 
attention to some of its provisions. Sen- 
ator Nugent of Idaho is understood to 
have been selected to present the Demo- 
cratic view in support of the bill. 

The roll call showed only 11 votes 
against considering the bill, but several 
Senators explained that they voted to take 
it up on the theory that it would have to 
be disposed of some way, and said they 
had open minds on the subject. Senator 
Watson explained the bill and the rea- 
sons for the necessity of its enactment. 
He stated that it is an emergency meas- 
ure and provides for an embargo. 


Chemical Glassware Discussed 


Senator Poindexter declared that dis- 
crimination and favoritism should not be 
practiced in the protection of American 
industries. Senator Frelinghuysen said 
that he was especially interested in the 
chemical glassware bill and hoped for 
early and favorable action on it; he would 
not oppose the dye bill. He said that 
the American industries in chemical glass- 
ware and surgical instruments are in 
danger of severe German and Japanese 
competition. 

Senator Poindexter referred to the mys- 
tery surrounding the case of the other 
tariff bills He wanted to know what 
were the influences and reasons behind the 
holding up of the reports on the bills. If 
some Republican Senators are afraid to 
apply to the dyestuff bill. He claimed 
go to the country on a high tariff on the 
other bills, he said the same reason should 
was not opposed to the latter, but in- 
sisted that early opportunity should be 
siven to get action on the other tariff 
bills, especially magnesite. 

Senator Smoot said that he had never 
shied at the word “protection,” but that 
he would have preferred to have the dye 
bill a straight protective measure pro- 
viding for stated rates of duty. Indicat- 
ing his dissatisfaction with the dyestuff 
bill, Mr. Smoot said that no vat dye in- 
dustry can be established in this country 
within the three years to which the bill 
is limited that could supply the American 
demand for vat dyes. He refused to 
answer Senator Poindexter’s questions as 
to his course in the sub-committee and 
in the Finance Committee with regard to 
the dyestuff or other tariff bills. 


Objects to High Tariff Policies 


_ Senator King, Democrat, from Utah, 
Joined in the debate to warn the coun- 
try, as he said, that the Republican party 
leaders planned to revise the tariff up- 
ward and restore the reign of predatory 
wealth, special privilege and Payne- 
Aldrichism. Senator Watson _ retorted 
that the dyestuff bill had been reported 
unanimously from the Finance Committee 
and that the President recommended dye- 
Stuffs protective legislation. Senator King 
replied that there was nothing in the 
President’s recommendation that was in 
line with the high tariff policies and plans 
of the Republican party After reviewing 
the tariff situation generally, Senator 
King declared that central Europe will 
not be in condition for years to become 
a formidable competitor of the American 
people. 

Remarking that he did not wish to ap- 
pear odd, but would discuss the dyestuff 
bill, which was before the Senate, Sena- 
tor Knox of Pennsylvania dwelt briefly 
upon the importance of nthetic chemis- 
try, and particularly coal-tar products. 

Senator Watson again addressed the 
Senate, but the bill lost its privileged 
Status as a result of the discussion. It 
cannot come up again in the Senate with- 
out vote of that body to’bring it up. 


Senator Thomas Denies Competition 


Senator Thomas of Colorado denies 
that he would filibuster, against the dye- 
Stuffs bill, although. he said:—“If there 
Was ever 'a bill that justified a filibuster 
that bill does.” Asked for his reasons 


for opposition to the bill, Senator 


Thomas said :— 


I am opposed to the bill because we gave 
the dye industry in the tariff act of 1016 all 
the tariff protection it demanded. At that 
time it gave assurances that its demands were 
sufficient to establish and continue the indus- 
try. 

The dye people now demand an embargo 
upon competitive products except under very 
extraordinary circumstances for three years 
I question the wisdom of setting such a prece 
dent, and particularly when there is no reason 
for it, since the German peace treaty will pre 
vent the competition of the German dyestuffs 
industry for an indefinite period in the future 
Hence there is no emergency for this extraor 
dinary legislation. 

Senator Thomas was .reminded that 
the Finance Subcommittee had received 
a lot of testimony that there is danger 


of German competition in the dyestuffs 
market of this country, despite the treaty 
and the present tariff and license law. 
He said that he knew that, but that he 
did not see how anybody could read an- 
nexes 5 and 6 of part 8 of the treaty 
and still retain that view. 


Why Germany Cannot Compete 


He said that under one of 
nexes Germany must deliver about half 
of her coal to France, Belgium, Italy 
and Luxemburg for some years and that 
great quantities of coal are required to 
run the German dye and chemical plants. 

Under the treaty provisions referred 
to by Senator Thomas, Germany must 
also deliver to France for three years 
35,000 tons of benzol, 50,000 tons of coal

tar or its products or distillates, and 
30,000 tons sulphate of ammonia. The 
prices of these substances to be deliv- 


ered as well as the prices of coal to be 
delivered are fixed under the treaty or 
the Reparations Commission is author- 
ized to fix the prices, which shall be 
based on the prices charged to the Ger- 
mans in their home market. 

Likewise the prices to be charged for 
reparation dyestuffs and chemical drugs 
to be furnished by Germany on the 
basis of 50 per cent. of her stocks on 
the date the treaty became effective and 
25 per cent. of her production annually 
from January 1 last until 1925, are sub- 
ject to fixation by the Reparations Com- 
mission. Holding the price fixing power 
and controlling the distribution of the 
supply and the coal available for mak- 
ing dyes, Senator Thomas says he does 
not see how the allied and associated 
powers need fear German competition in 
the dyestuffs industry. 

Continuing his criticism of the Long- 
worth bill. Senator Thomas said :— 

The bill would recreate the Tariff Commis- 
sion into an executive bureau and would 
clothe it with judicial power to determine when 
to impose the embargo on dye importations 
The commission would cease to function for 
the objects for which it was created when 
administrative duties such as contemplated 
under this bill are imposed upon it. 


Other Developments 


Side by side with the fight in the Sen- 
ate over the dyestuffs bill there are oc- 
curring other developments of _ interest 
in connection with the dyestuffs situa- 
tion. Not the least of these was a re- 
cent hearing given by the War Trade 
3oard section of the State Department 
to Kutroff, Pickhardt & Co. in connection 
with the negotiations of that concern 
with German interests, as brought out 
in testimony before the Senate Finance 
Dyestuffs Subcommittee some time ago. 

Mr. Pickhardt, Jr., appeared for the 
company, as did Mr. Nathan, attorney 
for the company, and member of the law 
firm of Nathan, Strauss & Co. Besides 
St. John Perrett, of the War Trade 
Board, representatives of the Department 
of Justice, Alien Property Custodian, 
Federal Trade Commission and Tariff 
Commission are understood to have at- 
tended the hearing, which continued 
during several days. 


Pickhardt on Grill 


The hearing was based on Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian Garvan’s charge that 
Kutroff, Pickhardt & Co. had been ne- 
gotiating with a view to business with 
German dye concerns and the admission 
of young Mr. Pickhardt that he had se- 
cured the sales agency for the Badische 
Co. Some government officials have in- 
dicated that they regard these activi- 
ties of Kutroff. Pickhardt Co. as inter- 
fering with the efforts of this govern- 
ment to obtain dyestuffs from Germany. 
It is claimed that the War Trade Board 
could withdraw its license granted to 
the company or refuse to grant them a 
license in future for the importation of 
dyestuffs and other coal-tar products. 

Other developments in connection with 
the dyestuffs situation include a_con- 
ference between the War Trade Board 
and representatives of the drug trades 
over the matter of importing, handling 
and disposing of America’s share of the 
reparation dyes and chemical drugs from 
Germany, assuming that the Senate rat- 
ifies the treaty, and the expression by 
Dr. Noyes. president of the American 
Chemical Society, of doubt whether Ger- 


man reparation dyestuffs should be 
brought into the United States on ac- 
count of the effect such importation 


might have upon the home industry. Mr. 
Noyes also expressed the opinion that 
the Longworth bill would be effective in 
protecting the industry, and the further 
opinion that the views of the chemical 
society as well as the views of the drug 
trades should be sought on the questions 
appertaining to the reparation dyestuffs.

It was pointed out by M. V. O’Daniels, 
treasurer of the corporation, and J. '. 
Fetherston, its vice-president, that almost 
all of the charges were based entirely on 
generalities, few specific instances being 
mentioned, Mr. Fetherston gave a gen- 
eral account of the economical use of 
labor and materials. Contrary to allega- 
tions he said that both of these situations 
were much better than could have reason- 
ably been expected on a job of such mag- 
nitude He declared that at the wind-up 
of the corporation’s work at Mussel Shoals 
there was but 1.61 per cent. of the ma- 
terial unaccounted for. 


Facts Concerning Ammonium Nitrate 


Chairman Graham asked both of these 
witnesses for data and information con- 
cerning the production and potential pro- 
duction of ammonium nitrate, but they 
begged to be excused from discussing such 
technical matters Whereupon Frank 
Washburn, president of the American 
Cyanamid Co. and Air Nitrates Corpora- 
tion, offered a few remarks on the sub- 
ject He said that the production cost 
per ton for the finished product was $638 
in November, 1918; about $308 in De- 
cember, 1918, and slightly over $200 in 
January, 1919. He explained that the 
cost at that time was necessarily high 
because of the necessity of tuning up, 
etce., and putting the various units into 
operation, and could not be regarded as 
even an approximation at such time as 
normal production of the entire plant was 
being obtained. 


Replying to Congressman Jefferis’ ques- 
tion as to how many months would be 
required for this tuning up, Mr. Wash- 
burn said that it was difficult to say be- 
cause the different units at Mussel Shoals 
were being put into operation at different 
times. The cost per unit, he said, was 
hard to determine until the number of 
units was known. He said that at the 
American Cyanimid’s finished plants it 
took about six months with a trained 
crew of operatives to get a new exten- 
sion in full operation. An estimate, he 
continued, as to final cost of production, 
which was made by him shortly before 
the Mussel Shoals plant started opera- 
tion, was within 5 or 10 per cent. of a 
forecast of normal production cost made 
by Colonel Burns of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, based upon consideration of the 
various factors at the various stages. 


Plant Greatest Ever Built 


Dr. W. S. Landis, chief technologist of 
the American Cyanimid Co., who has de- 
voted many years to study of the nitrogen 
situation all over the world, declared that 
the Mussel Shoals plant represented the 
greatest achievement ever accomplished 
in its line. He showed that the British 
Nitrogen Products Commission had re- 
cently estimated that it would require 
eighteen months to construct a plant of 
one-seventh the capacity of nitrate plant 
No. 2, and that the American Cyanamid 
Co. had required nine months to plan and 
a year to build in peace times a_ plant 
one-third the capacity of the Mussel 
Shoals enterprise 

W. P. Sturtevant, head of the claims 
department of the Air Nitrates Corpora- 
tion, testified that his department had 
saved $1,000,000 through the system of 
insurance devised and operated by the 
corporation at Mussel Shoals. Chairman 
Graham said the record was highly 
creditable. 

Figures showing that the Air Nitrates 
Corporation not only did not make any- 
thing out of its contract to construct and 
operate the Mussel Shoals nitrate plant 
No. 2, but actually lost money, were sub- 
mitted by the president, the vice-president 
and the treasurer of the corporation. 

Denial of unnecessary waste, extrava- 
gance, graft and inefficiency, such as was 
recently charged before the committee by 
other witnesses, was also made by J. R. 
Murray, former secret agent of the De- 
partment of Justice, in charge of the dis- 
trict in which Mussel Shoals was located. 
Other ofiicers of the company answered in 
detail charges made by Colonel Wagner, 
once ordnance officer in charge of the 


plant, and Mark Evans, special investi- 
gator for the Military Intelligence De- 
partment. 


Whole Operation Will Show Deficit

Senate Committee Investigating 
Commission’s Activities Given 
Favorable Testimony by 


Some Concerns 


WASHINGTON, Feb 27, 1920. 


Concerns in the paint and varnish trade 
approve of the activities of the Federal 
Trade Commission, which have been di 
rected against so-called “commercial 
bribery” and other practices in the trade, 
it appears from a letter read by Senator 
Walsh of Montana in the Senate the 
other day during a discussion started by 
him criticising some aspects of the pro- 
cedure followed by the special Senate 
Sub-committee on Interstate Commerce 
that is investigating the trade commis 
sion on charges of Senator Watson of 
Indiana that the commission is consorting 
with reds and anarchists. ‘The letter re- 
ferred to was addressed to Senator Town- 
send of Michigan, chairman of the sub- 
committee, and is from the Louisville 
Varnish Co. It is as follows :—

Dear Sir:—Your letter of January 30, regard- 
ing the work of the Federal Trade Commission 
was received a few days ago. 

It gives us a great deal of pleasure to state 
that the manner in which the complaint against 
our company was handled by the Federal 
Trade Commission was most satisfactory in 
every respect, and without their assistance we 
would never have been able to change the 
questionable customs which had existed in our 

rade for so many years. 
sy idea that every one of the fifty-odd 
defendants who were joined with us in this 
complaint are of the same _ opinion. _ Yours, 
very truly, P. H. CALLAHAN, President. 

Senator Walsh had previously brought 
out that the sub-committee sent a ques- 
tionnaire to concerns which were respond- 
ents or defendants in proceedings insti- 
tuted by the commission. One paragraph 
in the questionnaire to which Mr. Walsh 


directed special attention was as fol- 
lows :— 
If a ‘consent’? order was entered, did it 


actually effect your acts or was it entered 
“to save the face of the commission’’? 

Senator Townsend admitted that he had 
not seen that paragraph in the question- 
naire, although it bore his_ signature. 
He added that he did not think that par- 
ticular language should have been used. 
He said that he had also sent question- 
naires to trede and commercial organiza- 
tions and that he was receiving hundreds 
of replies to his circulars, many of the 
replies being favorable to the commis- 
sion. He asserted that the sub-committee 
is not prosecuting the commission and 
that in fact the commission is co-operat- 
ing in the investigation. The sub-com- 
mittee, Mr. Townsend said, had not yet 
sent questionnaires to complainants in 
proceedings before the commission. He 
pointed out that the investigation under- 
taken not only covers the Watson charges 
but also the following :— 

“The committee is further directed to 
inquire generally into the work of the 
commission, the procedure it has adopted, 
the authority it has exercised, its atti- 
tude toward the business of the country, 
and make report respecting the value of 
the commission as a governmental 
agency.” 





Krude Oils Up 25 Cents a Barrel. 


DALLAS, Tex., Feb. 27, 1920. 

An increase of 25 cents a barrel in mid- 
continent crude oil was announced today 
by the Sinclair Oil & Refining Co and the 
Gulf Refining Co., while a similar increase 
in North Texas crude was announced by 
several other companies, including the 
Texas Co. and the Prairie Oil & Gas Co. 

Appearances indicate that the crude oil 
market is fast reaching what might be 
termed the runaway stage. The short- 
age of petroleum is inviting increasingly 
high prices and yesterday another advance 
in Pennsylvania crude was announced. 
The Joseph Seep Purchasing Agency, 
which is aligned with the Standard Oil 
interests, is now paying $5.80 a barrel for 
Pennsylvania crude and the premium of- 
fered by the independents of about 25 
cents a barrel brings the price above $6. 
Not a few refineries are feeling the crude 
shortage, and the Standard of New Jer- 
sey has laid off some 500 men at its Bay 
Way plant. In the long run there will 
probably be an increase of imports from 
ae and this may help the situation 
nere.

Vat Dye Consignment From Ger- 
many Arrives—First Under 
Reparation Commission 
Arrangements 
‘The steamer Maasdyk, from Rot- 
terdam, arrived during the week and 
brought the first of the Reparation 
Commission’s vat dyes from Ger- 
many. The consignment consists of 
forty-one casks of colors. It comes 
directly to the Textile Alliance for 
distribution among the consumers 
who have allocation certificates.

VANADIUM IN 
DAMAGE. SUIT 


L. & E. Frenkel Obtain Permis- 
sion to Serve Notice by Publi- 


cation on Verecchi, of Milan 


In a suit for the recovery of damages 
growing out of the alleged misrepresent- 
ation of the quality of vanadium on two 
large orders, L. & E. Frenkel, Inc., has 
obtained permission from Justice Bijur 
of the Supreme Court to serve notice of 
the action by publication upon the de- 
fendant, G. Verecchi of Milan, Italy. 

Under a contract executed on October 
6, 1919, the plaintiffs agreed to buy 22 


tons of American brand ferro-vanadium, 
which was to contain not less than 35 
to 40 per cent. vanadium. The price 


was $5 per pound and deliveries c. i. f. 

In November, 1919, the seller shipped 
o barrels represented to contain a gross 
weight of 44,800 pounds.’ Following this the 
defendant presented shipping documents to the 
trust company and made a demand for more 
than $90,000, claiming that the shipment 
showed in analysis a percentage of 37.35, 
aggregating on the whole 16,746.24 
pounds of vanadium. 

Thereupon the plaintiffs | caused an 
analysis to be made which it asserts re- 
vealed that the entire shipment contained 
only 36.67 per cent. vanadium, or a total 
of 16,428.16 pounds instead as_ repre- 
sented by the defendant and demanded 
a rebate on 318.08 pounds, amounting to 
$1,590.40. : 

In a second cause of action based 
upon another contract for 36 tons_ of 
American brand ferro-vanadium at $5.75 
per pound, the plaintiff sues for damages 
of $5,412.25. It is alleged that the seller 
shipped in November, 1919, the above 
amount of merchandise, representing 
that 111 barrels of 242 consigned con- 
tained 11,698.3 kilos of 37.23 percentage 
of ferro-vanadium; 81 barrels contain- 
ing 9,032.4 kilos of 41.65 per cent. vana- 
dium, and 36 barrels containing 4,128.8 
kilos of 39.139 per cent. of ferro-vana- 
dium. An analysis of the merchandise, 
according to the plaintiff, showed that 
there was a discrepancy of 941.26 pounds 
of vanadium in the shipment. . 

Because of the misrepresentations the 


plaintiffs assert they have been dam- 
aged to the extent of $13,456.67 and sue 
for that amount.

Henry H. Wood Case Against Vul-

That there exists an agreement 
as asserted by the plaintiff is not denied 
by the defendant, which contends, how- 
ever, that it was understood all pay- 
ments were to be deferred until the 
California corporation remitted commis- 
sions which the defendant is entitled to 
as broker. 


Wright Chemical Corporation Files 
Answer in Suit Brought by N. Y. 
Overseas Co. 


An answer has been filed 
pPreme Court by the 
Corporation denying the allegations of 
the New York Overseas Co. that thirty 
tons of dinitrophenal sold to the plaintiff 
failed to meet the specifications of the 
contract, which is the basis for a claim 
for damages of $12,142.26.

Norwegian-American Trading Co. 
Files Answer in Oxalic Acid Suit 
Brought by Klipstein 


The Norwegian-American Trading Co. 
has filed a general answer to the suit 
for damages of $5,456.64 brought in the 
Supreme Court by A. Klipstein & Co., on 
an order for fifteen tons of German oxalic 
acid contracted for on November 25, 
1919, with shipment to be made on Jan- 
uary 16, 1920. Admitting the contract, 
the defendants refer to a clause which 
absolves it from liability in the event of 
contingencies arising, beyond its control, 


which would prevent deliveries. The de- 
fendant. asserts that it was impossible 
to obtain the acid in Germany and that 


therefore it was unable to fulfil the order. 
The acid was to be shipped from abroad 
and the agreed price was 24 cents per 
pound. 





Marden, Orth & Hastings Deny Break- 


ing Paraffine Wax Contract 
With Eurenjy 


That a contract for the sale of four 
hundred tons of refined parafline wax 
was cancelled by mutual consent and not 
repudiated by the seller, as alleged, was 
asserted in an answer filed by Marden, 
Orth & Hastings, to a suit brought by 
Kegham H. Eurenjy for damages of 
$67,200. 

Two contracts were entered into, ac- 
cording to the papers, and dated Decem- 
ber 30, 1919, and the second on January 
2, 1920. They were made by the plain- 
tiff with the American General Trading 
Co. Each was for 200 tons and each as- 
serted by the plaintiff to have been 
repudiated on the day of execution. 

It was asserted by the defendants that 
the contracts were based upon a letter 
addressed to the plaintiff by a person 
named Hunnell, whose authority is de- 
nied.

Half a dozen or more sections of a 
proposed rule which is known as No. 9 
were adopted before the unapproved sec- 


tion known as No. 14 was submitted for 
adoption and thereupon encountered a 
snag. There was an attendance of about 


30. M. B. Snevily presided. The rules 
adopted in meetings of this kind become 
the basis for trading by members of the 
exchange. 


Sections and Alterations

Seller shall have the option of de- 
livering against contracts merchandise of a 
higher grade than sold, provided it is of sub- 
stantially the same components as the mer- 
chandise contracted for, and has not been 
manipulated or modified in such manner as to 
interfere with its use in place of the contracted 
goods. 

See. 7. When oils are sold on the basis of 
moisture and impurities not foreign to the oil, 
a full allowance shall be made on contract 
price for such moisture and impurities in ex- 
cess of contract stipulations. 

Sec. 8. When oils are sold on the basis of 
free fatty acids, such acids are to be cal- 
culated as oleic and allowance shall be made 
at the rate of one-half of 1 per cent. on con- 
tract prices for each 1 per cent. or fraction 
thereof in excess of contract stipulations, un- 
less otherwise specified in the following rules:—

Meyers Bros. Drug Co. Sued by

Alleging breach of contract, Lewis 'T. 
Apple and Julius R. Van Raalte, of Apple, 
Van Raalte & Co., brokers, filed suit 
February 19 against the Meyer Bros. 
Drug Co. for $35,000. 

The plaintiffs allege that in January 
they contracted with the Meyer Co. for 
the purchase of 100 tons of carbolic acid 
erystals at 13 cents per pound. The 
crystals were to be packed in 240-pound 





drums and delivered to the plaintiffs in 
St. Louis. It is alleged that the com- 


pany failed to uphold its part of the con- 
tract, although Apple & Van Raalte stood 
ready to receive the consignment of 
crystals in accordance with the agree- 
ment. 


John T. Milliken Estate Sued for More 
Than Half a Million Dollars

Suits to recover more than a half mil- 
lion dollars from the estate of the late 
John T. Milliken were filed Tuesday. A 
claim was presented in the Probate Court

Co., and Walter O Snelling, a chemist, 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., brought suit in the 
Circuit Court for $75,000.

Section 14 and a substitute sponsored

The substitute:—Fair average quality 
of crude soya bean oil—shall be fair 
average quality of the season’s production 
of the country of origin and shall be ob- 
tained by pressure and not by extraction, 
provided that if amy oil exceeds 2 per 
cent. free fatty acid or % of 1 per cent. 
of moisture and impurities based on the 
quality of oil received in the United 
States during the years 1916 to 1919 in- 
clusive, and is merchantable, seller shall 
make allowance to the buyer at the rate 
of 1 per cent. of invoice price, each 1 per 
cent. f. f. a. in excess of 2 percent.

pigments this week caused by the 
movement forward of pig lead showed 
that plans “aft gang aglee,’’ as Robert 
purns said. The corroders had hoped 
to stabilize prices at the figures pre- 
yailing last week, but they were un- 
able to resist the pressure of 9c. lead. 
It is useless to say definitely now that 
there will be no further advances, for 


pig lead is too uncertain a quantity. 
On the face of things the bull move- 
ment should be almost over. The 
warmer season when pig lead will be 


produced more easily is coming and 
the knowledge of this should tend to 
steady the pig lead market. But pres- 
ent needs are very great and present 
pig lead stocks are small, so there is 
no telling What will happen. 

In other commodities the 
movement is bearish, because many 
other commodities are largely depend- 


many 


ent on the export demand for their 
prices and the export demand has been 
greatly Weakened by the falling of ex- 
change. Lut the lead pigment market 
i¢ a home affair, almost all together. 
The home market alone is so much 
bigger than the capacity of corroders 
that the ire practically uninfluenced 
by what happening in other lands 
The only thing likely to ease lead pig 
ment prices is increased pig lead pro- 
duction, nd this cannot come till 
warm weather. 

Zine oxide prices are holding very 
firmly because of the very active de- 
mand from users such as the automo- 
pile trade, and it is not generally be- 
lieved that any recessions will occur 


for a good while, though a gradual eas- 
ing of spelter prices is expected. 

Lithopone producers are still trying 
to hold prices to present levels, but say 
that the insistence of customers may 
force price advances. They say that 
they are not anxious to make such ad- 
vances now because they have little 
actual goods available for new busi- 
ness so little gain would occur, but that 
if there is no other way to relieve the 
pressure from consumers they will take 
that step. Output is booked months 
ahead already. 

Dry colors are very strong, and while 
little actual change was recorded this 
week the market may be said to be in 
a bullish condition. It is believed that 
ultramarines and iron blues will ad- 
vance, and green chromes and some of 
the reds, likewise. Producers are re- 
fusing contracts now, and booking only 
for prompt delivery. 

Varnish gums are very scarce and 
consequently prices are very firmly 
held. In some lines prices are almost 
nominal, particularly in the kauri 
gums. There is little imported stuff 
of any kind available and the situation 
is growing worse. Consumers are 
turning more and more to substitutes 
for relief.

PIG LEAD AND SPELTER 


PIG LEAD.—Shortage of labor and 
of cars has so hampered production 
that holders ceased this week to make 
offerings as former figures. The lead- 
ing producer is now asking 9c. a 
pound for New York and 87%c. for East 
St. Louis and the outside market 


is 
demanding a quarter of a cent more. 


Offerings are absorbed as rapidly as 
rapidly as they are made. On _ the 
Metal Exchange 9%c. is asked for 


spot, February and March, New York, 
and 8.9214c. for East St. Louis. 
SPELTER.—The spelter market is 
quiet now because of the lack of ex- 
ports due to fallen exchange. But the 
price keeps up fairly well anyhow.

ORANGE MINERAL.—Orange min- 
eral prices are up another half cent, 
standing now at 154% @16'c. a pound. 
Demand is very active and more than 
sufficient to absorb all stocks that 
come into sight. It is hard to see how 
prices can go much higher, but there 
is no telling what bullish situations pig 
lead may not force. 


LITHOPONE.—If lithopone produ- 
cers are not given some relief from the 
incessant demands of customers, they 
may be forced to make additional ad- 
vances for the sake of loosening the 
pressure. No more contracts have 
been taken for more than_ three 
months, and the small margins of 
stocks available for prompt delivery 
are only a fraction of what is asked 
by customers. Prices of 74%@7%c. a 
pound are now ruling with most produ- 
cers, though some are asking a frac- 
tion more. 

ZINC OXIDE.—It was thought that 
the falling of exchange would weaken 
spelter prices considerably and there- 
fore cause easier quotations in the zinc 
oxide market, but prices are remain- 
ing unchanged. The strong demand 
from the automobile trade and from 
other industries using zinc oxide are 
preventing any recessions. The quoted

Notwithstanding the advance in zinc oxide, 
as reported last week, there is no let-up in 
the demand. It continues excellent, but the 
various concerns continue to make prompt 
shipments. Prices now quoted are as fol- 
lows:—Lead free, 9%@10c.; 5 per cent. leaded, 
g@04c.; 20 per cent., 8%4@9K%c.; 20 per cent. 
leaded, 8%@9c.; 35 per cent. leaded, 8%@8%c. 


DRY COLORS 


The dry color market is showing 
great strength, though no _ price 
changes were announced this week. It 
is predicted that the higher ultra- 
marine grades will advance 5 to 10 
per cent. very soon, but no general ad- 
vance in dry colors is looked for, 
though slight increases in iron blues, 
green and yellow chromes may be ex- 
pected. The recent advance in browns 
will cover the cost situation for some 
time, though dealers say that the con- 
ditions in Europe are so uncertain that 
no assurances can be given the trade 
on this point. Changes in vermilions 
are expected shortly because of the 
stronger position of quicksilver. 


Blacks 


Black prices are holding very strongly 
at the figures that have prevailed for 
months. Some producers are ranging 
a little above the standard quotations 
in a couple of grades, but the market 
in general is showing remarkable 
steadiness. Prices are still as fol- 
lows:—Bone powdered is quoted at 
5%@12c.; carbon gas at 12@265c.; 
charcoal at 6@7c.; drop at 5%@l5ic.; 
ivory at 16@30c.; lampblack at 15@ 
45c., and mineral blacks at $35@40 a 


ton. 
Blues 


Iron blues are very strong at 90c. a 
pound and there is pretty general talk 
that higher prices will come in the 
near future. It is not believed that 
outside prices will range much above 
a dollar, but that figure is looked for. 
Ultramarines are in greater demand 
than they have been for months. The 
comparative inactivity in the higher 
grades has given away to a good de- 
mand, and price advances are expected 
there. Quotations now are from 15c. 
to 50c. a pound. 


Browns 


The demand for siennas and um- 
bers seems unaffected by the recent 
price advances. Dealers say that 
still higher figures could be fixed 
without repudiation by the _ trade. 
But little talk is heard of further ad- 
vances at present, or till the costs on 
the other side go up again. The 
prices are as follows:—Sienna, Ital- 
ian, burnt and powdered, 8@lé6c.; 
burnt, lump, 8@l6c.; powdered, 9@ 
14c.; raw, lump, 7@12c.; American, 
burnt and powdered, 3%@6c.; raw, 
2%@3c.; Spanish browns, high grade, 
$24; low grade, $16; Turkey, umber, 
burnt, powdered, 5% @7c.; burnt, 
lump, 5% @7c.; American, burnt, pow- 
dered, 5@5%c.; raw, 5c.; Vandyke 
browns, 2%@3%c.; imported, 8@10c. 


Greens 


The demand for green chromes and 
the strength of the basic chemicals is 
holding up the prices and is causing 
some talk of further advances. Deal- 
ers say that the market has never 
been stronger. Paris green is very 
strong at 36c. a pound. Supplies are 
short. Quotations are as follows:— 
Light chrome green at 39@60c.: com- 
mercial is 7@15c.; grinders, 11@20c.; 
jobbers’, 9@14c., and paris green at 
36c. French verdigris is quoted at 


50@60c. 
Reds 


Though price changes were not 
made this week, the market on reds 
is very strong and one or two items 
may show advances next week. An 
early advance in vermilions is ex- 
pected. Para red toners are holding 
strongly and so are toludine toners. 
Producers are well behind with de- 
liveries in nearly all grades. Follow- 
ing are the quotations on reds:—

pound with demand strong at that 
figure. Dealers say that the trade 
takes up all offerings immediately. 
French ochers are very strong because 
of the shortage caused by the French 
labor situation and the bad railroad 
service which causes producers to de- 
pend largely on motor  freighting. 
Prices of ochers still hold at 4%@ 
5%e. for the first quality, 2%c. for 
domestic strong, and $30@40 a ton for 
medium; 4%@8%c. for golden im- 
ported and 2%c. for domestic high. 


COLORS IN OIL 


Colors in oil are in good demand 
and supplies come into sight rapidly 
enough to permit the filling of orders 


with reasonable promptness. The do- 
mestic demand is the bulwark of the 
market now, for the bad exchange 
situation has greatly weakened ex- 
port business. 


MINOR PAINT MATERIALS 


There is some bullish talk in the 
market for minor paint materials, but 
the trade as a whole is doubtful 
whether this talk will find expression 
in any large advances. The opinion 
generally prevails the probable stab- 
ilization of the costs of basic mate- 
rials will make advances less neces- 
sary than formerly, though the de- 
mand is strong enough to absorb 
slightly higher prices. Barytes ajre 
still unchanged, though the railroad 
car shortage is delaying deliveries in 
the most aggravating manner. 


BARYTES.—No changes in_ the 
contract prices for barytes were an- 
nounced this week, and producers say 
that great efforts will be made to hold 
prices down to present levels. The 
railroad car shortage is delaying de- 
liveries, and while contracts are be- 
ing met fairly well there is little sur- 
plus for new business and inquiries 
from consumers are not particularly 
sought for. Contract prices are still 
$23@25 and pure white sells at $34

St. Louis Barytes 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 26, 1920. 


The same conditions prevail in barytes as 
has been the case for some time. The demand 
is good and shipments are gotten out with 
reasonable promptness, it all depending on the 
weather and transportation facilities. 


BLANC FIXE.—The market is very 
strong at 5c. a pound, and dealers say 
that they are unable to fill all the or- 
ders that come in. So new business 
is not encouraged. Some talk of 
higher prices is heard, but it is not 
generally indulged in, although the 
ratio of demand to supply would per- 
mit it. Pulp is quoted at $50@60 a 
ton now. 

CASFIN.—The quotation of 16@18c. 
a pound still holds in the casein mar- 
ket, though dealers are not encourag- 
ing new business. They say that sup- 
plies are rather short now. because of 
insufficient importations from South 
America, and all are eagerly awaiting 
the onening of the spring production 
season. 

PUTTY.—Putty is in strong demand 
because of the large building move- 
ment, and dealers are not certain that 
present prices will continue without 
change. A saving feature is the sta- 
bilizing of raw materials which is now 
going on. Prices are as_ follows:-— 
Commercial in _ five-pound tins is 
auoted at $6 and in one-pound tins at 
$7.35 ner 100 nounds. Commercial in 
linseed oil is $10.10 in five-pound tins 
and $11.95 in one-pound tins. In tubs 
commercial is auoted at $3.50 ner 100 
pounds. Pure in tubs is quoted at $6 
and in linseed oil at $8.35. 

WHITING.—A _ slight improvement 
in deliveries is noted with the increase 
of chalk shinments. but the situation is 
still verv unsatisfactory. Commercia! 
is ouoted at $1.40: gilders’ bolted at 
$1.45: extra gilders’ holted at $1.55: 
English cliffstone at $2, and American 
paris white at $1.75. 


GLUES 


The supply situation just now is 
neither good nor bad. Demand is fair 
pnd just ahout keeps pace with pro- 
duction.

Eng.. points out that mica exnorts from Can- 


ada to Fneland show a gradual decline during 
recent vearsa. the fleures being as follows:— 
1913, 1.283 ewt.: 1914. 1.22% ewt.: 1915. 1,284 
ewt.: 1918, 879 ewt.: 1917, 444 ewt.: 1918, 480 
ewt.

Considerably to the surprise of many 
men in the trade the naval stores mar- 
ket became bullish this week, and tur- 
pentine prices are now only 5c. short 
of the highest recorded in the history 
of the trade, while rosins are again 
showing a great deal of strength, 
though relatively not so high as tur- 
pentine. Dealers for the most part say 
that the shortage of supplies is the 
pullish factor of most importance and 
this is due in part to delay in trans- 
mitting supplies from the South be- 
cause of congestion in Southern ports. 


The present bull prices are all the 
more remarkable in view of the cur- 
tailed export demand on which the 
trade has so largely depended hereto- 
fore. The turpentine forests of the 
Southern States produced for the 
world, not just for this country. A 
glance at exports of previous years 
shows the immense purchases made by 
England, Germany, Scandinavia and 
other European countries which have 
now dropped practically out of the 
market. Scandinavia resisted the dis- 
turbed financial condition longer than 
most of the other affected nations, but 
now, she too, is restricting purchases to 
an alarming extent. 


It is hard to see how prices can be 
maintained at present levels in view 
of the export situation, but the strength 
of the domestic paint market and the 
seantiness of supplies are ,counter 
tendencies that may perform the unex- 
pected. 

The rosin market is strongest com- 
paratively in regard to the lower 
grades which record advances this 
week up to 75 cents, whereas the two 
highest grades are stationary at 
former prices. 


TURPENTINE 


In the New York market turpentine 
is now quoted at $1.99 a gallon:— 

Last week’s bull movement has been 
arrested for the time being. The ex- 
planation given is that stocks are so 
light that dealers are unable to satisfy 
the demand which has been awakened 
by lower prices and the recognition of 
domestic consumers that they could 
not much longer defer filling their re- 
quirements. 


One reason for the short supply in 
New York has been the congestion of 
Southern ports where lack of labor 
and other difficulties are causing the 
slowing up of the movement of ships. 
But the fact also that supplies are 
coming in from the woods very meager- 
ly at this late post crop season is a big 
factor. There seems little chance that 
the supply situation will materially 
improve till the new crop begins to 
show itself. When that time comes 
prices recessions may easily be the 
order of the day, unless the export de- 
mand has regained more strength. This 
export demand is dependent almost 
entirely now on the purchasing of 
buyers in South America and the far 
East. Europe is practically out of the 
market’ and indications are that she 
will remain out for a good while. The 
United States is showing little actual 
willingness to make extended loans and 
the present exchange inequality is pre- 
venting much buying from financially 
weakened nations. 


The strength of the paint demand is 
the chief thing keeping up the turpen- 
tine demand. If the paint trade were 
on a normal basis the turpentine mar- 
ket would be dead, for this market has 
always depended on its export trade. 

Prices now are past all records in 
the history of the trade for fifty years, 
with the exception of those prevailing 
two weeks ago. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 25, 1920. 


The turpentine market closed today firm at 
$1.90, which is an advance of 2c, over this 
day a week ago; however, the market has 
shown some changes other than this, as it de- 
clined on the 20th to $1.81. On the next day 
it advanced 2c. and is now posted at $1.90, 
which puts the market in a firmer position 
than this day a week ago. It Is thought by 
some that the turpentine market suffered a 
ar movement, but on the other hand the 
foreign exchange market was very unfavor- 
able for exporting and it could be said that 
it was impossible to fill foreign orders at 
the higher prices. We believe now that buy- 
ers have orders for prompt shipment, and with 
omy very small receipts expected for the next 
®w weeks they are welling to pay higher 
prices for the daily offerings.

ROSINS 


The scarcity of stocks helped to re- 
verse the bearish movement which had 
been bringing prices down. This week 
saw an improvement in quotations in 
every grade of rosin but the two high- 
est which remained stationary. The 
largest increases occurred in the grades 
ranging from “D” to “I” which went up 
from 65 to 70 cents. 

Customers showed more interest in 
the market at the lower prices and 
began to satisfy their requirements so 
eagerly that the prices showed the bull- 
ish effect very speedily. And the sup- 
plies were so low that demand was 
soon much stronger than ability to 
meet it. 

Little help is coming from Europe 
which has almost ceased to buy since 
exchange took its disasterous fall. Un- 
less European purchasers are strength- 
ened by western assistance there is 
little chance that they will come back 
actively into the market for a good 
while. Steady purchasing from South 
America and from the Far East are 
giving material assistance to the mar- 
ket, though totaling much less than 
the former European purchases.

TAR AND PITCH.—A fair demand 
from domestic consumers of pitch is 
keeping the price up to $8.50 a barrel. 
Export trade is weak now as a result 
of the exchange situation. Tar is in 
gocd demand for both grades, but sup- 
plies of kiln burned tar are scanty, 
though a better situation prevails in 
regard to retort. Kiln burned sells at 
$15 and retort at $15.50. 

TAR, ROSIN AND PINE OILS.—A 
two and three cent recession occurred 
respectively in first and secon recti- 
fied rosin oils. The prices are as fol- 
lows:—First rectified, 90c., second, 
92c.; third, $1.12, and fourth, $1.16. Tar 
and pine oils remained unchanged with 
a fair demand balanced by supplies. 


INDIAN TURPENTINE 


And Rosin Production for Year Ended 
June 30, 1919 — Undersell 


American Shippers 
LONDON, Feb. 7, 1920. 

In the course of their review (just to 
hand) the progress report of the For- 
est Administration in the Punjaub (In- 
dia) far one year ended June 30, 1919, 
the local government states:—At the 
Jallo factory 28,778 maunds of rosin 
were distilled compared with 16,420 in 
the previous year. Excluding 2,632 
maunds distilled for the United Prov- 
inces the yield of rosin was 18,734 
maunds and of turpentine, 52,701 gal- 
lons. The average sale price of rosin 
was Rs.17-8-3 per maund compared with 
Rs.16-3-4 in 1917-18. 

The system now adopted for the mar- 
keting of Jallo factory rosin and turpen- 
tine which has taken some time to per- 
fect consists in the fortnightly fixing of 
prices on information received from 
agents at the chief ports, the basis of 
the price being the import rates of 
American rosins and turpentines, which 
are undersold. This system, in which 
the United Provinces’ factory cooperates, 
has worked so far without a hitch A 
geographical distribution of sale areas, 
including within its scope the export 
trade, between the Jallo distillery and 
the Bhowali distillery of the United 
Provinces, has also been introduced and 
an agreement exists between the two 
factories under which each can borrow 
the products of the other in case of need. 
This organization of sales is realizing 
excellent results and there is reason to 
believe that the home product is rapidly 
supplanting American imports. 

Attention is also being paid to the 
standardization of rosin and turpentine, 
while research has opened new prospects 
for the production of rosin oil, a com- 
modity for which a considerable commer- 
cial demand is reported to be probable. 

The net profits of the rosin industry 
rose from Rs,.2-11-562 to Rs.2-41-177, 
and the rate of interest earned over in- 
vested capital from 210 per cent. to 232 
per cent. These are remarkable results 
from an enterprise which was re-started 
on modern lines as recently as 1915. 

A second Ropar’s unit has been or- 
dered for the Jallo factory and the pros- 
pects not only of supplying the Indian 
demand, but also of building up some 
export business in the future are exceed- 
ingly bright. 


Kauri-Oil Works in New Zealand 
Commences Operations —Produces 


4,500 Gallons Weekly 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28, 1920. 

The first plant in New Zealand for the 
extraction of oil from kauri-gum peat, 
or “pukau” (which is part of the soil 
of the buried kauri forest saturated with 
the oil of the kauri), commenced opera- 
fon at Redhill this month reports Vice- 
onsul Charles 0. Winslow from Auck- 
land under date of December 2, 1919.

The supporters of this Redhill plant 
claim that the extracting of oil from 
pukau will become the most important 
industry in New Zealand, since there are 
thousands of acres of this swamp land 
in the North Auckland Province, and 
each acre contains many thousands of 
dollars’ worth of oil. 


PUMICE STONE 
Decision Made on Italian Shipment 
Establishes Precedent—Consular 


Invoice Disregarded 


An important decision of the board 
was handed down during the week in the 
case of shipments of pumice stone from 
Italy. The opinion of General Appraiser 
McClelland, which establishes a _ prece- 
dent, was as follows:- 


This is an importation of lump pumice 
stone from Italy. It was entered on a pro 
forma invoice at 50 lire per 1,000 kilograms, 
including values of bags, packing, and export 
duty. In appraising the merchandise the ap- 
praiser added 1 lire to the unit value of 50 lire 
per 1,000 kilos, noting opposite the item of 
¥ lire per ton for export duty the words ‘‘not 
included in appraised value."’ After entry for 
the merchandise had been made a consular in- 
voice was presented to the collector in which 
the unit value, including bags and export 
duty, was given as lire 6V per 1,000 kilos and 
request was made for leave to amend the entry 
accordingly. Leave to so amend was refused 
on the ground that prior to the application for 
leave so to do the merchandise had come be- 
fore the appraiser for action. It may have 
been merely a coincidence that the addition of 
1 lire per 1,000 kilos made to the unit value 
of 50 lire per 1,000 kilos (the export duty not 
having been included as above stated) just 
equaled the consudar invoice value of 60 lire 
per 1,000 kilos, which included the export duty 
of 9 lire per 1,000 kilos. However that may 
have been it appears that while the appraiser 
states that the export duty was not included 
in the appraised value, the net result of his 
action is an addition to the entered value to 
the exact value stated in the consular invoice, 
jess the export duty. 

Another remarkable feature of this record is 
that, notwithstanding the effort of the im- 
porters for permission to amend their entry 
to conform to the consular invoice, they have 
since sought to establish by affidavit that the 
value of 60 lire per 1,000 kilos was stated in 
error, such error resulting from the fact that 
their representative in Italy was in the Italian 
army and his wife, who made the invoice, in- 
serted 60 lire instead of 50 lire. The general 
appraiser below evidently disregarded the con- 
sular invoice and all question of export duty 
and found a value of 50 lire per 1,000 kilos, 
bags included, based doubtless upon the state- 
ment of the witness Roth that the merchandise 
cost 27 lire per 1,000 kilos and the bags 23 lire. 
It is against this value that the appeal comes 
to this board. 

We are satisfied from an examination of the 
record, all the evidence in which comes from 
the importers, that the consular invoice should 
be disregarded, and we think the only question 
to be determined is whether the value found 
by the general appraiser includes the export 
duty. We have before us two affidavits (exhib- 
its 2 and 6), in each of which it is set forth 
that the merchandise, including export duty 
and loading, costs 27 lire per 1,000 kilos and 
the bags 23 lire. These sworn statements, not 
being contradicted, must be accepted, and we 
therefore find the foreign market value of the 
merchandise to be 50 lire per 1,000 kilos, bags 
included, less the export duty of 9 lire per 
1,000 kilos.

Flaxseed is certainly in a _ bullish 
mood these days and is likely to con- 
tinue in that way so long as supplies 
are held up by the Argentine strike. 
This week nearly three-quarters of a 
million bushels cleared for the United 
States, but there is not likely to be 
so much action next week, for a strike 
is reported to be tying up nearly all 
the shipping in Buenos Aires, Rosario 
and other Argentine ports. Flaxseed 
men say that shipping strikes are to 
be expected in that country at this 
season, but it is feared that this strike 
may be one of the long ones. It will 
be remembered that a year ago there 
was a long drawn out strike, but the 
situation was not so aggravating then. 
The demand was weak because the 
paint market had not waked up. If 
such a strike should be repeated now 
when the crushers are in bad need of 
seed to prepare for the coming demand 
for oil, as well as to fill standing con- 
tracts, it will be almost disastrous. 
The American linseed oil industry so 
thoroughly depends on South American 
seed that trouble down there is re- 
flected quickly up here. 

Argentine seed has been so much in 
demand that more than eleven hundred 
thousand bushels left for North Ameri- 
ca, England and the Continent last 
week, and prices were forced up to 
$2.841%, a bushel one day. They eased 
off a little later in the week because 
customers decided to await shipping 
developments. Of the 148,000 bushels 
booked for the Continent, Holland is 
the chief recipient. The little Nether- 
lands nation has been buying much 
seed in the Buenos Aires market re- 
cently and has been able to crush the 
seed and sell the oil most profitably, 
some of the oil in the North American 
markets under the price here. 

Western seed continues to mount as 
crushers enter the market more deter- 
minedly for the small supplies avail- 
able. Futures are higher than cash, for 
it is realized that as the end of the 
present crop season approaches that 
stocks will be almost a minus quantity. 

It is conceded that the bull movement 
may grow considerably stronger if the 
Argentine tie-up is long continued. It 
is even possible that six dollar flax will 
be with us soon, if the Southern strike 
is not settled. 


But should the shipments of seed 
begin again freely a bear movement 
will probably follow, for there is pretty 
sure to be a large flaxseed crop in South 
America and sufficient to take care 
of the requirements of North America 
and other consumers. Everyone is 
watching the Buenos Aires situation 
carefully and nothing 2zan be guessed 
about future prices till the affair there 
is settled. 


The bullish seed situation is main- 
taining oil prices well and this week 
was responsible for a ten cent advance 
in futures. 


MINNEAPOLIS FLAXSEED 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 25, 1920. 

The flax market holds unchanged in charac- 
ter. For the moderate run of supplies reach- 
ing the market there is a fairly active crush- 
ing demand, and prices hold firm compared 
with the February future. Considerable sacked 
and bulkhead seed is coming in now, repre- 
senting clean-ups and the purchases of small 
amounts from farmers in different sections of 
the country. 

Offerings to arrive are very light, and quota- 
tions at 5@10c. under spot are merely nominal. 
To arrive lots of small size are offered occas- 
ionally. Receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis 
to date do not represent the estimated crop by 
guite a margin. 

There has been considerable Japanese seed 
received in the Minneapolis market of late, 
about twenty cars. This seed was brought 
here in sacked lots and sent to a local elevator 
for cleaning. Tests of the quality were poor. 
The seed runs low in oil. The supply was 
taken by outside crushers and none of the 
seed is being delivered to local crushers. 

During the past week quite a few cars of 
Canadian seed have been received on contracts, 
but fresh sales are scattering and unimportant. 
Some of the seed received during the past 
week was due on contract before, and owing 
to difficulty in securing equipment was delayed 
in movement. Fresh offerings are based on 
the possibility of getting cars that can be 
used for shipment to markets in thiS country. 
The exchange situation is very much in favor 
of trade, but the car situation is not. 

Futures were strong in tone, owing to strike 
news from Argentina, and if the news grows 
worse the market will go higher. Some of the 
selling in the Duluth market in recent weeks 
represented seed that the sellers had pur- 
chased in Argentina, and if there is any seri- 
ous delay in the movement short covering will 
have considerable effect on the trend of the 
market. 

Elevator stocks of seed in Minneapolis and 
Duluth are light, and would not go far toward 
closing contracts now open for May and July 
delivery. Besides, if the Argentine movement 
is delayed the crushers will be bidding strong 
for what domestic cash seed there is in sight. 
At the present moment the situation is not as 
bearish as it might be, and the shorts are a 
trifle nervous over the outlook. Any big ad- 
vance in prices will result in heavier domestic 
deliveries, as many farmers would be willing 
to sell now because of their disappointment 
on the last advance, when prices did not quite 
reach their ideas of value.

POTASH PROTECTION 





Failure of Congress to Aid American 
Producers Deplored by Rep. Kin- 
kaid of Nebraska 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 

The potash situation was the subject of 
a recent statement by Representative Kin- 
kaid of Nebraska, in which he deplored 
the failure to protect the potash produc 
tion in this country. He asked, why de- 
velop the kelp and other certain phases 
of the industry if it is not to be pro- 
tected 

“Why ascertain how to derive potash 
from the kelp plant,” Mr. Kinkaid asked, 
“if we are not going to actually develop 
and preserve against ruthless foreign com- 
petition, a potash industry when found 
feasible so to do? I regard this as a very 
pertinent question in view of the existing 
situation, which is that we already, as a 
result of the war, have developed a do- 
mestic potash industry, yet young, but 
exceedingly promising, barring only the 
menace of ruthless and ruinous competi- 
tion by importations from Germany of 
potash produced by low-priced labor. 
Why continue this experimentation for 
deriving potash from kelp in face of the 
fact that the Sixty-fifth Congress, after 
listening to the presentations and strong 
appeals made by the producers of potash 
from Nebraska and California saline lakes 

specifically, the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee—reached the conclusion, though 
with evident reluctance, that no protection 
could be afforded or the industry be other- 
wise safeguarded at least for the time 
being? It was then expected that Ger- 
many would soon resume making importa- 
tions of potash into the United States in 
quantities equal to the entire demand of 
our domestic consumers, and that this for- 
eign potash would be delivered at the 
places of consumption at prices so low as 
to render it impossible for American pro- 
ducers to compete. But the expectations 
or estimates of the amount of importa- 
tions of foreign potash were not and have 
not yet been fully realized, with the re- 
sult that there has been a shortness of 
the supply of potash for American con- 
sumption, including what has been pro- 
duced in America with what what has 
been imported from Germany. 

The status has been, and at present is, 
that potash is being sold at a somewhat 
higher price, and that cotton raisers in 
the South and potato raisers in localities 
where potash is required are having to 
pay higher prices for the potash they con- 
sume than would have been the case had 
legislation been passed by the Sixty-fifth 
Congress securing to domestic producers 
the preference over foreign producers in 
the American market to the extent of the 
domestic production, as provided by the 
bill introduced by Mr. Fordney, chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee, the 
bill embodying the license plan If this 
license scheme had been granted or Ameri- 
ean producers had been otherwise safe- 
ruarded, contracts could have been se- 
cured by fertilizer companies with our 
own producers for all the potash produced 
in America at not exceeding $2.50 per} 
unit, and this would naturally have fixed! 
the price of imported potash at as low a' 
figure, and thus a great saving to our 
American consumers would have been se-

CHICAGO OIL MARKET 
Vegetable Oils 


CHICAGO, Feb. 27, 1920. 


The ‘‘hicago market for vegetable oils was 
in very poor condition during the past week, 
showing, especially during the latter part of 
the trading period, an inclination to become 
unsettled, weak and generally unfirm. Deal- 
ers were very chary of offering quotations 
unless for immediate sale, and buyers were 
holding off. Prices generally were slightly 
lower. Reports were received on the market 
here that a shipment of 7,000,000 pounds of 
putter had reached the port of New York from 
Denmark and that additional shipments of 
putter and other greases were soon to arrive 
from Europe. It was also reported that Den- 
mark was shipping other large supplies of 
foodstuffs 

“For a long time they have been telling us 
that the people of Europe were passing away 
for the lack of greases over there, and it has 
been on the point to a great extent that prices 
have reached a level never before dreamed of,’’ 
a prominent dealer said in commenting on the 
report. ‘‘Now we hear, from apparently re- 
liable sources, that Europe is beginning to ship 
butter and greases to us to take advantage of 
our high prices, If the report is true it means 
the beginning of the end of exorbitant prices 
This factor, with hogs slumping every day and 
the price of greases following suit, in my 
opinion, will soon drive down the prices of 
oils. The manufacturer can’t afford to buy 
oils on the coast, ship them to Chicago, refine 
them and then use them in compounds It 
doesn’t pay.”’ ‘ 

Another report current, though not 80 well 
substantiated, was that England was buying 
crude oils, refining them, and then shipping 
them to this country and still realizing a big 
profit. 

CASTOR.—Castor oils were little changed in 
price on the market here. There was prac- 
tically no selling of the ofl and the market was 
strong. Oriental castor was offered and some 
sales reported at from 17 to 18¢ Castor, 
chemically pure, was listed at 20%@21c.; do- 
mestic No. 1 at 19%@20c. and domestic No. 3 
at 174@18c. 

CHINA WOOD.—China wood oil was un- 
changed in price and was again quotable at 
21@24%c. 

COCONUT.—Coconut oils all showed appre- 
ciable declines in price, due principally to a 
good supply offered and to a disinclination to 
buy at the prevailing high prices. Manila, in 
sellers’ tanks at the coast, was %c. lower, and 
gales were reported at 17@17%c., while the 
same oil in barrels at the coast was down to 
174@17%c. Cochin, New York, which last 
week was quotable at 19'%%4@20c., was listed at 
19@19'%c. Ceylon coconut oil at New York 
was fractionally lower and offered at 18%@ 
18%c. Refined deodorized was only slightly 
lower and listed at 21@21\%c. 

CORN.—There was practically nothing do- 
ing in corn oils on the market here and the 
price remained firm. Prime corn oil, in sellers’ 
tanks, was listed at around 164@16'%c., while 
the No. 2 grade was not even offered. 
COTTONSEED.—Buyers were passing up 
cottonseed oils and very few actual sales were 
reported. Dealers were showing a_ stubborn- 
ness, however, and were offering only slightly 
lower quotations, The generally accepted 
quotations were as follows:—Crude, 164c.: pure 
summer yellow, bleachable, in sellers’ tanks, 
nominally 20c.; summer yellow, soap, in sell- 
ers’ tanks, nominally 19c.; refined, deodorized, 
in barrels, 25c., 

LINSEED.—There was no change in the gen- 
erally accepted quotation for linseed oil and 
the sma!l number of sales recorded were at 
around $1.70 a gallon. 

OLIVE.—Olive oil and foots both took a 
slight tumble from their lofty prices, but there 
wag still a lack of trading. Olive oil per gal- 
lon for commercial uses was offeerd from 
$2.75 to $2.85 and some sales were reported at 
this figure. A nominal quotation of 18c. was 
given for foots, 

PALM.—There was no palm oil seen on the 
market here and the price remained unchanged 
at 164%@17\%c. No quotations were given for 
palm kernel oil, 

PEANUT.—Peanut oils were about ic, lower 
in price here, this applying to both Oriental 
and domestic grades. There was not much 
trading and a very small amount of the oil 
reached the market during the week. It was 
sufficient to fill all demands, however. The 
Oriental oil, In sellers’ tanks at coast, was being 
sold at from 2ic, to 22c., while the domestic 
grade, in buyers’ tanks at point of production, 
was being offered at around 2ic. Refined, de- 
odorized peanut oil was quotable at about tc. 
lower, 27@27%c. = 

RAPESEED.—Rapeseed oil was being offered 
a shade lower than for the past several weeks, 
but this failed to attract any considerable de- 
mand. The quotation was around 20c. 

SOYA BEAN.—There was little activity in 
the market for soya bean oils, and with the 
birthday of Washington being variously cele 
brated on Saturday, Sunday and Monday, the 
volume of trading was slight. Buyers were 
also holding off in the hope that the unsettled 
market condition would bring about some real 
price tumbles. Soya oil, in sellers’ tanks, f. 
0. b. coast, was little changed in price, and 
sales were reported at from 15% to 17c. The

INTERSTATE COTTONSEED 


Crushers to Reorganize and Change 
Name to Edible Oil Crushers’ 


Association of America 
MEMPHIS, Feb. 15, 1920. 


The reorganization committee ap- 
pointed by President DuBose of the In- 
terstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa- 


tion, in pursuance of the resolution unani- 
mously adopted at the last annual con- 
vention, held a special meeting at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., February 11 and 12. After 
considering the matter in all its phases 
and discussing the merits and demerits 
of many suggested plans, during an al- 
most continuous session covering the two 
days, it was decided to recommend for 
adoption at the next convention a plan 
of reorganization with a new constitu- 
tion and by-laws. 

Part of the plan suggested consists in 
changing the name to the Edible Oil 


Millers’ Association of America, and 
broadening the form under which the 
business of the association is now ad- 


ministered. The objects of the new body, 
according to the proposed constitution, 
are as follows :— 

(a) To secure co-operation among the edible 
oil millers of America in lawfully furthering 


and protecting the interests and general wel- 
fare of the industry. 

(b) To afford a means of co-operation with 
the Federal and State governments in all 
matters of general concern to the industry. 

..c) To promote and foster domestic and for- 
eign trade in edible ofl mill products. 

(d) To promote the mutual improvement of 
its members and the study of the arts and 
—- connected with the edible oil milling 
industry. 


(e) To inform and interest the American 


public as to the economic worth of the edible 
oil mill industry. 

(f) To encourage co-operation with growers, 
producers and distributors of edible oil mill 
products. 


The members of the association origi- 
nally dealt in cottonseed products only, 
and made rules only for those products. 
Latterly other oil seeds and nuts have 
come within the crushing operations of 
the mills, and it was to take care of these 
new acitvities that the change in name 
and organization was proposed.

Sanitary Turpentine Co. Ordered by 
Federal Trade Commission to 


Cease Certain Practices 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25, 1920. 


Upon an agreed statement of facts, the 
Federal Trade Commission has ruled that 
James Duffy (trading as the Sanitary 
Turpentine Co.), Chicago, Ill., respondent 
in formal complaint issued by the com- 
mission, refrain from unfair methods of 
competition in the manufacture and sale 
of linseed oil, turpentine and other prod- 
ucts. The company is required to dis- 
continue (1) selling or advertising lin- 
seed oil or turpentine when these products 
have been mixed with baser mineral oil 
or other ingredients unless the true char- 
acter of the product is made known to the 
purchaser, and (2) selling mixed products 
as pure products. 

The commission has dismissed its com- 
plaint of unfair competition against the 
Louisville Soap Company, Louisville, Ky., 
upon showing that the company has fre- 
tired from business and surrendered its 
charter.

Three Million Pounds for Sale by 
War Department—Used for 


Treating Burns 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28, 1920. 


The Director of Sales, War Department, an- 
nounces that the Chemical Warfare Service 
is offering for sale by informal bids approxi- 
mately 3,000,000 pounds of sag paste, located 
at the Edgewood Arsenal, bids for which will 
be received until 11 o’clock (Eastern time) 
on the morning of March 31, 1920, by the 
Materials’ Disposal Section, Edgewood Ar- 
senal, Edgewood, Md. This is a _ medical 
ointment used in the treatment of burns. 
Sag paste was purchased by the government 
principally for the treatment of gas burns 
and was prepared by a number of large manu- 
facturers. This paste is put up in collapsible 
metal tubes, similar to those used for tooth 
paste and other ointments, and in _ several 
sizes.

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WORK HAMPERED 


Cutting Down of Appropriations 


Will Disrupt Foreign Trade 
Service, Secretary Alex- 


ander Says 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28, 1920. 

“This is the most serious blow ever 
aimed from within at our foreign trade,” 
declared Secretary Alexander of the De- 
partment of Commerce when he learned 
that his estimates for promoting foreign 
trade were cut from $1,658.000 to $490,- 
000 by the legislative, judicial and exec- 
utive bill reported out by the Appropria- 
tions Committee on February 20 he 
sum allowed in the bill is only one-half 
of the appropriation now used. 


The bill as reported aims to abolish the 


commercial attaches entirely. Twelve 
commercial attaches—men trained and 
experienced in commercial and economic 


matters—who are at present attached to 
embassies and legations in a dozen for- 
eign capitals where they are charged 
specifically and solely with the promotion 
of American business interests at this 
critical period will be withdrawn peremp- 
torily within three months’ time and dis- 
missed. 

Not all of our trade commissioners are 
to be dismissed, but their number is to 
be greatly reduced. At least 15 trade

Austria, will have to be recalled by the 
first of May. The cut in the fund from 
which the European commissioners are 
paid means that this department, through 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, can pay no attention to the critical 
reconstruction developments in that _ part 
of the world. Please keep in mind the 
fact that these are not reductions from 
what we ask for next year, but from 
what we have had to keep the machinery 
running during a period when foreign 
trade was marking time. For promoting 
trade in the Far East the cut amounts to 
50 per cent. That means a great slack- 
ning of efforts. The great markets of the 
East will return a thousand fold every 
dollar this government spends there, 

“If this bill is passed as it stands,” 
states Secretary Alexander, “I shall have 
to close up almost all the district and 
co-operative offices in this country. We 
maintain district offices in New York, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleans, San 
Francisco and Seattle. In conjunction 
with the local chambers of commerce we 
have co-operative offices in Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Day- 
ton, Los Angeles and Portland, Ore. These 
offices are the only direct contact our 
trade-promoting agencies have with the 
business public. Next to our daily ‘Com- 
merce Reports’ they are our most efficient 
means of distribution. 


“The cutting off of help in the Wash- 
ington office means decreased efficiency all 
around. It means a smaller ‘Commerce 
Reports’ and delayed trade figures. 

“This is not economy. It is downing 
tools at the most critical stage of our 
commercial history. If this bill goes 
through it will cost ten times as much 
money to put the plant in running order 
when the grave error of shutting it down 
has been demonstrated. And it will be 
demonstrated in a very few months.”

ALCOHOL PERMITS 


Commissioner Roper Denies 2,000 
Were Issued in New York in 


Last Three Months 
WASHINGTON Feb. 28, 1920. 


Commissionet of Internal Revenue 
Roper has issued the following state 
ment 


“T have noticed the newspaper state- 
ment to the effect that more than 2,000 
permits for the use of non-beverage alco- 
hol have been approved by the bureau for 
New York city alone during the last three 
months This is evidently an exaggera 
tion because from the records of the bu 
reau and from information obtained from 
the collectors the number of such permits 
does not exceed one-half this number 

“The coming of Federal prohibition 
makes it necessary to more carefully 
supervise these permits Thus the mat- 
ter of the improper use of outstanding 
permits has, since the transfer of the en- 
forcement of prohibition to this bureau, 
been undergoing most vigorous investiga 
tion by proper agents in New York city 
Where the regulations for the use of such 
permits are found to be violated they are 
promptly revoked Under our prohibition 
enforcement plan a very careful investi- 
gation is made now in advance of the 
issuance of such permits 

‘Furthermore, we do not stop with the 
revoking of the permits in cases where 
wilful violations of the law are revealed, 
but are pursuing such violators through 
the regular machinery of this bureau and 
that of the Department of Justice, and 
demanding that the full penalties of the 
law be 

“Tt is unnecessary to say that it is re- 
quiring considerable care and time in 
which to thoroughly launch our prohibi 
tion enforcement work. but we are mov 
ing surely, and now speedily, and viola- 
tors of the law in any form will be vig- 
orously pursued.”

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Chairman Haywood Tells of Tests Made to Detect Adulterated and 
Misbranded Materials—Asks for Larger Appropriations 
to Carry on Its Endeavors 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 

Work of the Insecticide and Fungicide 
Board of the Department of Agriculture 
is described in a recent statement by 
Dr. J. K. Haywood, chairman of the 
board. The statement is in part as fol- 
lows 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1919, 
the inspectors of the Insecticide and Fungicide 
toard collected 904 official samples of insecti- 
cides and fungicides (including disinfectants) 
for subsequent analysis and test by the sclen- 
tists of the board to determine whether or not 


such samples were in conformity with the 
rovisions of the insecticide act of 1910. The 
aed reported to the solicitor of the depart- 
ment 104 cases presenting alleged violations of 
the insecticide act, with the recommendations 
that the facts be transmitted to the Attorney- 
General to institute criminal acion or seizure 
proceedings. Disposition was made of 129 
cases by correspondence with manufacturers. 
Action was taken to place in abeyance 621 
samples, which upon examination and test were 
shown to be in compliance with the provisions 
of the act or were from shipments of the same 
goods made prior to shipments for which the 
manufacturer been convicted and had after 
citation conformed to the requirements of the 
law. 


During the year forty-one official and un- 
official samples of import insecticides and 
fungicides were collect for examination and 
test, and disposition was made of forty-three 
such samples. Sixteen were found to be adul- 
terated or misbranded, or both, and appro- 
priate action was taken under the provisions 
of the act. Twenty-seven samples were found 
to be neither adulterated nor misbranded. 


Work is being performed in the South by 
Mr. Coad, of the Bureau of Entomology, to 
find means of combating the cotton boll weevil, 
Mr. Coad has found that the application of 
calcium arsenate under certain conditions 
gives quite efficient control, but it is very 
essential that the calclum arsenate be of a 
certain standard quality—that is, it must con- 
tain a certain amount of arsenic oxid to be 
effective against the weevil; it must not con- 
tain enough water soluble arsenic oxid to burn 
the plant, and it is highly desirable that it 
have a certain density, so as to make a satis- 
factory dust cloud. 


The board found that some manufacturers 
of pyrethrum insect powder were adulterating 
their product. Since the war pyrethrum insect 
powder has increased in value to a very large 
extent. This has caused manufacturers to 
adulterate, and they have been using field 
daisies as adulterants. Field daisies are inert, 
but they look like pyrethrum. Seizures were 
made and action taken against certain manu- 
facturers, with the result that this practice 
appears to have been materially reduced. 

The campaign against disinfectants has been 
extended. A campaign was also. started 
against Bordeaux mixture and other fungicides 
containing Bordeaux as one of the constituents, 
which shipments bore such faulty directions 
that if the directions were followed the prod- 
ucts would not control the diseases for which 
they were recommended to be used. By action 
under the law against manufacturers, by cor- 
respondence, and by the publication of correct 
data, a decided improvement was brought 
about In the labeling of this class of products. 


The Insecticide and .Fungicide Board has re- 
quested that its lump sum appropriation be in- 
creased by $17,970 to carry on its work suc- 
cessfully during the coming fiscal year. This 
sum will allow of the appointment of two 
additional chemists, one plant pathologist, one 
entomologist, one veterinarian, one chemist 
aid, and one inspector, and will provide for the 
expenses of these new assistants, and also 
allow $500 for the replacement of worn out 
apparatus. Our appropriation for controlling 
the insecticide industry has not kept. pace with 
its growth. 


While about 3,000,000 pounds were shipped 
last year, there will be much more—probably 
in the neighborhood of 10,000,000 pounds— 
shipped this year. We have found that many 
insecticide manufacturers who have not here- 
tofore engaged in the production of calcium 
arsenate are going into its manufacture. This 
will mean that much adulterated and mis- 
branded goods will come on the market, be- 
cause new manufacturers often go wrong in 
their processes and in labeling. In order to 
take care of that we will need more help. 

It is necessary in the enforcement of the 
insecticide act to make many tests of com- 
mercial insecticides and fungicides in other 
localities than Washington. This means that 
it is necessary to hire orchards and truck 
patches, buy fertilizers for the same, and 
employ labor to cultivate them. The cost for 
such labor and for other operating expenses 
has greatly increased during the past two 
years, so that extra money is needed for this 
purpose. 

Finally and possibly most important of all, 
it is especially important that the board make 
more use of the seizure section of the insecti- 
cide act, since such section allows us to with- 
draw from the market insecticides and fungi- 
cides which will not do what is claimed for 
them or will be injurious to vegetation. To 
make seizures requires, first of all, a large 
amount of inspection work, and, second, more 
chemical and testing work. To make effective 
use of the seizure section of the act we are 
of the opinion that it will be necessary to have 
the increased funds requested in the estimate.

Consolidated Agency Proposed to 
Buy Supplies for Entire Gov- 


ernment Service 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 

A centralized purchasing agency 
for the entire government service is 
to be created by Congress, accord- 
ing to report of the plans of the Re- 
publican steering committee of the 
House. It is said the agency will be 
made by consolidating the general 
supply committee, through which 
supplies are bought for the govern- 
ment departments in Washington, 
and purchasing bureaus ot the 
various departments, which have 
been buying for their several serv- 
ices outside of Washington, scat- 
tered all the way from the Rhine 
to Vladivostok, from Panama to 
Alaska and from Maine to the Phil- 
ippines. It is claimed the general 
supply committee has worked well, 
but in buying for government serv- 
ice outside of Washington, depart- 
ments not only have competed with 
each other, but different bureaus in 
the same department have done 
likewise. Much buying, it is said, 
has been done by untrained men. 
Under the proposed consolidated 
purchasing plan, Army buying 
would not compete with Navy buy- 
ing, and so on, it is claimed. 


and policies which in their effect are reason- 
ably calculated to inflict unjust injury upon 
the rightful commercial interests of another 
nation or other nations, including materially

Glass Manufacturer to Erect $2,000,- 
000 Plant for Sheet Glass at 
Kanawha City, W. Va. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 27, 1920. 
Construction has begun on enlarge- 
ments of the plant of the Libbey-Owens 
Sheet Glass Co. at Kanawha City, W. 
Va. The George A. Fuller Co., of New 
York, is doing the work. The structure 
will have equipment to provide for vari- 


ous classes of glass, the cost of the build- 
ing and machinery being estimated at 
not less than $2,000,000. It is said to be 
the only plant in the world to draw glass 
commercially in sheet form, but two 
others are being erected, one in Japan 
and another in England, under licenses 
from the Libbey-Owens Co. The prod- 
uct is sheet glass of all thicknesses, the 
present weekly output being 24,000 
boxes, with 250 men employed. This 
number will be doubled when the new 
addition is completed. The largest piece 
of glass ever drawn by the company, a 
sheet 208 by 58 inches, was turned out 
during the week of February 15.

Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce 
Protests Cutting Down of Foreign 


Trade Bureau Appropriation 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28, 1920. 
Officials of the Chamber of Commerce 

at a meeting on February 24 made for- 
mal protest against the action of the 
House appropriation committee in re- 
ducing the foreign trade item in the De- 
partment of Commerce from $1,658,000 
asked to $480,000. Telegrams were 
despatched to Senators and Congressmen 
asking that the reduction be opposed 
and an appeal for aid was made to the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, 
The proposed reduction, Chamber  offi- 
cials say, will mean the elimination of 
the commercial attaches system as part 
of the activities of the Foreign Trade 
Bureau which has rendered valuable aid 
to Philadelphia manufacturers.

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REPORTER TRADES 
URGE NOLAN BILL 


Representatives at Hearing Ad- 
vocate Measure to Reorganize 


and Expand Patent Office 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 


Representatives of the chemical indus- 
drug trade, chemical societies, oil 





try, ; : 
refining interests, engineering, technical 
and scientific societies, industrial and 


commercial organizations united Tuesday 
at a hearing before the House Committee 
on Rules in pleading that provision be 
made for prompt consideration by_ the 
House of Representatives of the Nolan 
pill for reorganization of the United States 
Patent Office, increasing the salaries of 
technical experts in that bureau and in- 


creasing the personnel of the patent 
office. There were probably fifty men 
representing various trades, industries, 
organizations, etc., who attended the 


hearing, and a number of speakers. 

The committee was told that the Patent 
Office force is demoralized as a result of 
the low salaries paid to its members, who 
are resigning to accept more lucrative 
employment. LHighty-one out of 400 men 
have resigned during the past year The 
force threatens to become so completely 
depleted, it was said, as to cause serious 
consequences to many American indus- 
tries, trades and professions. Inventors, 
manufacturers, engineers and _ scientists 
are seriously discommoded by long delay 
in .action on patent applications or by 
action not based on proper experience 
and knowledge. 

John I. Tierney, of Washington, repre- 
senting the Manufacturing Chemists’ As- 
sociation, said that its executive commit- 
tee unanimously voted endorsement of the 
Nolan bill. He said the association was 
behind the Longworth dyestuffs bill, 
which in its present form, he believed, 
would accomplish all the results aimed 
at by the license plan. However, said 
Mr. Tierney, the chemical industries of 
the country could not reap the fullest ben- 
efits of the Longworth bill unless the 
Nolan bill is passed. 


Important to Chemical Industry 


“The Patent Office is one of the. most 
important links in the chemical industry 
if it is to be maintained at a high degree 


of efficiency,” said Mr. Tierney. “Ger- 
many and France are speeding up the 
production of chemicals, dyestuffs, etc., 


and have developed new colors, dyes and 
drugs. They are ready to ship these 
products in and we should have all the 
protection possible from the patent sys- 
tem. We have accepted the challenge of 
Germany. Unless we can get prompt ac- 
tion at the Patent Office on our patents, 
foreign chemicals, etc., can come in with- 
out restriction up to a six months’ period, 
which would probably mean they would 
get a continuous market here. The 
American dye and chemical industries 
will be helpless without the Nolan bill.” 

W. A. Noyes, president of the American 
Chemical Society, made the point that 
under present conditions it is absolutely 
impossible to secure and maintain a staff 
of well trained men at the salaries em- 
ployes of the Patent Office have been re- 
ceiving. Eighty teachers of chemistry are 
at Illinois University, Dr. Noyes said, 
and he knew from experience in that con- 
nection that the situation is impossible 
at the Patent Office. The conditions are 
such that competent and ambitious young 
men leave the office and the less com- 
petent and inefficient men remain there. 
The situation is disastrous to the scien- 
tific staff of the office, Dr. Noyes said.

Representative Nolan Speaks 


The first speaker was Representative 
Nolan of California, author of the bill 
and chairman of the House Committee 
on Patents, which reported the bill.

TRADE-MARK BILL 
PASSES SENATE 


Carried Out American Participa- 
tion in Buenos Aires Inter- 


national Convention 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 


The Senate has passed the House bill 
relative to American participation in 
carrying out the trade-mark convention 
of Buenos Aires. The bill was explained 
by Senator Brandegee, of Connecticut, 
who said that the committees on patents 
of both houses of Congress were 
unanimously of opinion that it is a meri- 
torious measure. As passed by the Sen- 
ate, the bill contains two important 
amendments recommended by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Patents. One provides 
that the United States Commissioner of 
Patents shall keep a _ register of all 
marks not communicated to him by the 
International Trade-Mark Bureau to be 
maintained at Havana and _ elsewhere 
under the Buenos Aires convention, and 
which are “not registerable under the 
act of February 20, 1905. as amended, 
but which have been in bona fide use for 
not less than two years in interstate or 
foreign commerce, or commerce with 
Indian tribes by the proprietor thereof, 
upon or in connection with any goods of 
such proprietor upon which a fee of $10 
has been paid and such formalities as 
required by the commissioner of patents 
have been complied with.” 

The bill before its amendment by the 
Senate Committee provided for registra- 
tion of trade-marks communicated to the 
American Commissioner of Patents by 
the. international trade-mark bureaus 
referred to. The other amendment to 
the bill adopted by the Senate upon 
recommendation of its patent committee 
is substantially the bill of Representative 
Merritt, of Connecticut, which Chairman 
Nolan of the House Patent Committee 
suggested should be added to the trade- 
mark bill in the Senate. The amendment 
referred to added a new section to the 
House bill, reading as follows :— 

That section 5 of the trade-mark act of 
February 20, 1905, being Thirty-third Statutes 
at Large, page 725, as amended by Thirty- 
fourth Statutes at Large, page 1,251; Thirty- 
six Statutes at Large, page 918; Thirty-seventh 
Statutes at Large, page 649, is hereby amended 
by adding the following words thereto: ‘‘And 
if any person or corporation shall have so 
registered a mark upon the ground of said 
use of ten years preceding February 20, 1905, 
as to certain articles or classes of articles to 
which said mark shall have been applied for 
said period, and shall have thereafter and sub- 
sequently extended his business so as to in- 
clude other articles not manufactured by said 
applicant for ten years next preceding Febru- 
ary 20, 1905, nothing herein shall prevent the 
registration of said trade-mark in the addi- 
tional classes to which said new additional 
articles manufactured by said person or cor- 
poration shall apply, after said trade-mark has 
been used on said article in interstate or for- 
eign commerce or with the Indian tribes for 
at least one year.’’ 

Referring to the bill as a whole, Sen- 
ator Brandegee says :— 

This legislation has no effect on the domestic 
rights of anyone. It is simply for the pur- 
pose of enabling manufacturers to register 
their trade-marks in this country for the pur- 
pose of complying with legislation in foreign 
countries, which necessitates registration in 
the United States as a necessary preliminary 
for such foreign registration. As the law now 
stands, it enables trade-mark pirates in for- 
eign countries to register as trade-marks, the 
names and marks of the American manufac- 
turers, and thus levy blackmail upon them

TALC AND EMERY 
Production and Other Details Covered 


in Articles in Bureau of Mines 


Reports 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 

The use of tale in paint, its possible 
increase because of a shortage of barium 
sulphate, and general notes on the pres- 
ent talc and soapstone situation are dis- 
cussed by Raymond B. Ladoo in the 
Bureau of Mines reports of January in- 
vestigations. 

Another article by the same author 
goes into the matter of artificial and 
natural abrasives, particularly emery, and 
points out the fact that domestic produc- 
tion was greatly stimulated by the war- 
time decrease in imports from the Levant, 
the Greek Islands of Naxos, and the 
Turkish Province of Smyrna. The needs 
of Spain for abrasives are also dis- 
discussed. 

Referring to tale, Mr. Ladoo says in 
part :— 

The industry seems to have recovered from 
the temporary depression of the first half of 
1919 and many mills are running at capacity 
production with their entire output for 1920 
contracted for. The imports of tale for 1919 
were only slightly larger than in 1918 by 
weight and probably no more by value. This 
foreign competition has not begun to be seri- 
ously felt. 

An interesting phase of the present situation 
is the possibility of increased use of tale in 
paint. There is a shortage of barium sulphate 
used as a paint filler. Since, for some uses, 
tale is considered second only to BaSo, as a 
filler for paint, it is possible that part of the 
Sestegs could be relieved by an increased use 
of talc. 

Referring to emory, Mr. Ladoo says :— 

While it is very doubtful if artificial 
ubrasives can ever wholly replace certain types 
of the cheaper natural abrasives, such as 
silica, garnet, etc., ysed in sand paper, scour- 
ing soap and other articles, emery and corun- 
dum may in time be driven out.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 


A general survey of the arsenic situa- 
tion in the United States, Canada and 
South Africa, by F. E. Wormser, in the 
Bureau of Mines’ monthly report of in- 


vestigations, states that this nation’s re-

being but 6,328 short tons. Mr. Worm- 
ser says, in part:— 

Commercial arsenic is the white arsenious 


oxide (AsO). This is the form in which it is 
generally marketed, as the uses of arsenic 
usually demand its industrial application in 
this form. White arsenic is employed in a 
variety of manufacturing processes, chief of 
which is the manufacture of insecticides and 
sprays. Glass making consumes a large amount 
of arsenic, as it has been found to impart in- 
creased brilliancy to the glass. Arsenious oxide 
jis used also for preserving hides, while the 
disulphide, (As,S2), finds an application in de- 
hairing hides for the finest grade leather, as it 
least affects the product. Orpiment (As,)S3) is 
used in textile dyeing. Sodium arsenite is the 
principal poisonous ingredient of many cattle 
and sheep dips. Arsenic compounds are also 
used medicinally. 

A prominent use of arsenic in Australia is 
destroying the prickly-pear plant. ‘The ore is 
produced in the arsenic mine at Jibbinbar, 
which is operated by the State for the purpose 
of producing arsenic for agricultural purposes. 
Ten tons of arsenic is produced weekly at this 
local mine and distributed by the Department 
of Lands and sold to settlers at about $50 per 
ton plus the cost of transportation, with the 
understanding that the arsenic will be used 
for the destruction of the prickly-pear pest. 
The difference in the value of the arsenic will 
be made up to the producers by the Land De- 
partment out of appropriations. The reported 
price of arsenic in the London market has been 
between $290 to $340 per ton. 

It has been estimated that about 12 per cent. 
of all minerals known contain arsenic. In re- 
cent years the quantity of arsenic produced in 
the United States has been around 6,000 tons 
annually, but the product has greatly increased 
in value. 

Normally one-third of the domestic produc- 
tion of arsenic is consumed in glass manufac- 
turing, while insecticides consume a still 
larger amount. 

The largest quantity of arsenic imported inte 
this country comes from Canada, where it is 
derived as a by-product from the smelting of 
ores in the Cobalt district, a region noied for 
the variety of its minerals. Imports of arsenic 
compounds for the first eleven months of 1919 
totaled 321,706 pounds, against § 1,248,380 
pounds for a similar period in 1918. 

Agricultural requirements of arsenic’ in 
South Africa are being partly met by the pro- 
duction of arsenic in Rhodesia, where the 
material is produced commercially and shipped 
to the Union of South Africa for manufacture 
into arsenite of soda to be used in sheep dips. 


Chemists of ions Equal to Any 
Nationality, Says Dr. Smith, 
Provost of U. P. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 27, 1920. 


Dr. Edgar Fahs Smith, Provost of the 
University of Pennsylvania, speaking at 
the “Old Grad Day” luncheon of the 
Alumni Society, predicted that “be- 
fore long the four year college course 
will be made an entrance requirement to 
the Medical School, and it should be ex- 
tended to other departments.” 


“The chemist also should be required 
to take a college course,” said the Pro- 
vost, who is’ Blanchard professor of 
chemistry at the university. “The Ameri- 
can chemist must keep wide awake to 
down the reactionary movement. that 
seems to be setting in. The gray matter 
of the American chemist is just as good 
as that of the German, and there is no 
reason why America should not surpass 
all nationalities in chemistry.”

CHEMISTRY STUDENTS 


At West Point and Annapolis Hear 
Instructive Lectures by Noted 
Authorities 


At the request of Secretary of War 
Baker, Secretary of the Navy Daniels, 
the American Chemical Society designated 
certain of its members to address cadets 
of both the Army and Navy on matters 
relating to chemistry in warfare and 
chemical engineering. 

On February 6 Dr. William H. Nichols, 
ex-president of the American Chemical 
Society, delivered at Annapolis a lecture 
entitled “Sulphuric Acid—the Pig Iron of 
Chemistry.”” He showed how it was de- 
rived from sulphur and pyrites, as from 
the tap roots of a tree, and then explained 
the origin of the various branches of 
crude chemicals which were developed 
from this acid. Dr. Charles L. Reese, 
head of the research department of the 
KE. I. du Pont de Nemours Co., Wilming- 
ton, Del., appeared before the cadets at 
West Point. His discourse on the mak- 
ing of explosives was heard with deep 
attention by the students. 


Among those who have already ad- 
dressed the West Point cadets are Dr. 
William H. Walker, of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, on “The Manu- 
facturing Problems of Gas Warfare”; Dr. 
Charles L. Parsons, chief chemist of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, on “Ni- 
trogen Fixation and Its Relation to War- 
fare,’ and Dr. Henry Fay, of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, whose 
theme was “The Amorphous State in 
Metals.” 


Dr John Johnson, uu —~2le University, 
has addressed the students at Annapolis 
on “The Utilization of Research,” and Dr.

Business here continues of fair volume, In- 
quiry, in fact, is very good, but the difficulty 
is to fulfill the orders, so many of the articles 
being in short supply.

Citric acid and tartaric 
acid are very scarce and badly wanted. Cream 
of tartar is a hard market. Saltpeter has ad- 
vanced this week in sympathy with Bengal 
crude; contracts for refined will only be booked 
conditionally on each delivery being charged 
at price ruling on date of dispatch. Oxalic 
acid is a very strong market. Carbolic acid 
crystals continue to reflect the steadily ad- 
vancing crude market.

“BURMA CUTCH AND LAC 
Exports in 1918 to U. S. Largely 


Increased Over 191 7——Some 


Trade Statistics 


Cutch production is regulated by the 
local government presumably for the 
sake of supplementing in certain dis- 


tricts a rice or other crop failure, states 
a recent consular report from Ran- 
goon, British India. Under these re- 
strictions, production fluctuates consid- 
erably. In 1914 Burma cutch went prin- 
cipally to the United Kingdom, India, 
France, Netherlands, and voruantey. This 
product declined in price during the first 
year of the war, but in 1916 the demand 
was great and the price good, and ex- 
portation both in quantity and value 
reached record figures. During the next 
two years the market declined, owing to 
high freight rates and export and import 
restrictions. In 1918 the entire supply 
went to the United Kingdom, the United 
States, Japan, and British possessions, in 
the order named. Exports to the United 
States during the five-year period were

The exportation of lac has fluctuated 
greatly during the five years under con- 
sideration. The principal lac produced in 
Burma is stick-lac and the entire output 
goes to India. In 1914 nearly all the lac 
shipped from Burma to foreign countries 
was seed-lac. sent to the United States. 
There was already a decline in the mar- 
ket due to heavy stocks and low prices 
in the United States and Great Britain. 
The next year saw a still further decline 
of about 60 per cent. from these reduced 
figures. The entire export in that year 
consisted of 162 hundredweight of seed 
and shellac to the United States, and 648 
hundredweight of lac refuse to Germany. 
During the third and fourth year of this 
period there was practically no foreign 
exportation, the entire supply going to 
India; but prices rose during the fourth 
year and again about 50 per cent. durin 
1918, and a flourishing trade was carrie 
on with India. Foreign shipments dur- 
ing the latter year consisted of 1,912 
hundredweight of shellac to the United 
Kingdom. A great deal of Burma's 
supply of lac comes across the frontier 
from China and from the Shan States.

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CANADA MINERAL 
DEPOSITS TESTED 


Research Work Along Various 
Lines Being Conducted in 
British Columbia 


CHATHAM, Ont., Feb. 27, 1920. 


In addition to its extensive mining of 
coal, lead, copper, iron and the metallic 
minerals, a number of other mineral de- 
velopments of interest are reported in the 
province of British Columbia in 1919, in 
connection with the establishment o2 an 
iron and steel industry in the province, 
it is planned to test the possible utiliza- 
tion of extensive lignite deposits. The 
research work of the Canada Copper Cor- 
poration has shown that lignite is well 
adapted to the nodulizing of flotation con- 
centrate to make it acceptable io blast 
furnace smelting, and the lignite deposits 
at Princeton can consequently be used 
for this purpose. 


An effort is being made to use lignite 
for the manufacture of calcium carbide, 
and it is likely the proposed notrogen fixa- 
tion plant to be operated by power from 
Bridge River may use the Hat Creek lig- 
nite for this purpose, for which a high- 
grade coke has hitherto been employed. 
The lignite would have to be carbonized, 
but the experiments of the research coun- 
cil, which led to the establishment of the 
lignite carbonization plant at Estevan, 
Saskatchewan, show this process can be 
economically and effectively carried out. 
The lime deposits at Marble Canyon have 
been located as a source of lime supply 
for the fixation plant. 


There is renewed activity In brick and 
pottery work in the province. The Clay- 
burn Co. is branching into the manufac- 
ture of silica brick for refractory uses, 
and has ecquired a large deposit of silica 
at Shuswap Lake as a source of supply. 
Hitherto this mineral has been imported 
mainly from the United States. The com- 
pany intends to reopen and operate the 
— plant, in addition to that at Clay- 

urn. 

Sources of potash, salts, magnesite and 
mineral waters are being investigated by 
various companies and syndicates The 
Manitoba Gypsum Co. proposes to estab- 
lish a plaster mill at the gypsum deposits 
at Grande Prairie, tributary to the Okana- 
gan branch of the N. T. R. system. The 
Britannia mine has also large deposits of 
ee which could be commercially util- 
ze 


Two new minerals have been developed, 
manganese at Cowichan on Vancouver 
Island, from which shipments have been 
made to alloy manufacturers at Tacoma, 
and fluorspar at Lynch Creek. The lat- 
ter deposit is owned by the Trail smelter 
which uses the mineral for the manufac- 
ture of hydrofluoric acid employed in the 
lead refinery and ships its surplus prod- 
uct to the United States. A concentrating 
mill has been erected at Lynch Creek, 
and an important industry developed. 
Pwrites for the manufacture of sulphuric 
acid is shipped from the Sullivan mine in 
East Kootenay to the Trail smelter, which 
used about 5,000 tons a year; also from 
the Granby Co.’s Hidden Creek mine to 
the Nichols Chemical Co.’s works at Van- 


couver. The Granby Co.’s shipments in

Epsom salts and soda sulphate have 
been shipped from the Ashcroft district. 
A discovery of strontianite was made in 
the Similkameen district, but the devel- 
opment so far has proven disappointing. 
The production of platinum is reported to 
have increased 100 per cent. in the last 
few months. At Quesnel the Cariboo Gold- 
Platinum Co. is installing a plant to treat 
the black sands rejected in placer opera- 
tions for their platinum value, and the 
Quesnel Hydraulic Co. is working along 
similar lines. Platinum deposits at Leach 
River, Tulameen and alsewhere are being 
investigated. The Hedley Gold Mining 
Co. had a considerable revenue from the 
arsenic by-product of its Tacoma smelter. 


Manganese Deposits in Costa Rica and 
Panama Discussed in Geological 


Survey Bulletin 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 

Manganese in Costa Rica and Panama 
is the subject of a bulletin just published 
by the Geological Survey. It says such 
deposits have been known in Panama for 
many years, and some were extensively 
worked as early as 1871. None were 
recorded in Costa Rica, however, until 
1915, when American engineers found de- 
posits in western Costa Rica and, under 
the stimulus of the prevailing high prices, 
explored many of them. During 1916, 
1917, and 1918 about 18,000 tons of ore 
was exported from Costa Rica to the 
United States. In October, 1918, the 
United States Geological Survey. Depart- 
ment of the Interior, taking advantage 
of the presence in Costa Rica of an 
American geologist, J. D. Sears, had the 
deposits examined. Dr. Sears afterward 
visited several new deposits in Panama. 


Republic Chemical Co. Dissolution to 
Follow Absorption by Vulcan 
Detinning Co. 


The Vulcan Detinning Co, at a special 
meeting of stockholders on February 18. 
voted unanimously in favor of the plan 
submitted by the directors for a compro- 
mise settlement of the company’s suit 
against the Republic Chemical Co., and, 
in furtherance of this, for the increase 
of the capital stock of the company from 
$3,500,000 to $5,646,000. 

The next step to be taken in the plan 
is the dissolution of the Republic Co. 
and the acquisition of its assets and 
business by the Vulcan Co. These pro- 
ceedings will probably take six weeks. 
The stockholders also approved of the 
payment of 414 per cent. upon the pres- 
ent preferred stock on account of back 
dividends, contingent upon the plan being 
finally consummated.

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fraffie conditions as concerns New 


York city continued to clear up and 
deliveries in the drug trade improved 
to a very considerable extent. How- 
ever manufacturers stated that the sit- 
uation surrounding the railroad car 
shortage has become acute and that 
shipments from works have been and 
will continue to be delayed. This seri- 
ously affects ability of producers to 
maintain production at the point which 
would permit a steady improvement 
in the quantity of goods available. The 
situation has become so bad that ship- 
ping rooms in many instances are 
stored high with outgoing material 
and dams the forward movement of 
goods back in the works. 

Practically all the business in evi- 
dence during the past week was on 
domestic account. Export inquiries 
continued to come in but the prices in 
force — exchange considered — has 
caused actual volume of completed ex- 
port business to dwindle next to noth- 
ing. Foreign sources of consumption, 
which were looked upon as the media 
for supporting the high production in 
force during the war have become cried 
up under the shrinkage in foreign 
money values and there is said to be 
gradually gathering in this country a 
stock of goods which unless moved 
out of the country, will inevitably cause 
a reduction of production with all the 
unpleasant consequences sure to fol- 
low. While this condition may be 
slightly less sure in the drug trade than 
in others, it is a potent factor which 
gained considerable headway during the 
period. 

Crude drugs were generally unset- 
tled during the trading period. For 
the most part the downward trend of 
affairs during the past two or three 
weeks was continued. Foreign botan- 
icals as usual lead the list, but domes- 
tics were also affected to a measure- 
able degree. Export of goods has be- 
come almost nil and foreign factors are 
more interested in selling to the United 
States than in buying anything here. 
There is a growing custom of quoting 
for shipment in dollars instead of the 
currency of the country offering goods. 
It is thought that this may stabilize 
prices abroad. Here in New York such 
a development is not expected, as im- 
porters can for the most part stay out 
if prices are too high. At the present 
foreign countries want American dol- 
lars and according to the many cables 
offering foreign crude drugs during the 
past week prices abroad are attractive 
and bring buyers into the market 
whenever the chance is better than 
even that the goods will be salable at 
fair prices when they arrive in this 
country. Declines in crude drug prices 
exceeded udvances nearly two to one 
and for the most part took place in 
foreign crudes. 

Drugs and pharmaceutical chemicals 
were generally firm. The trade was 
more concerned with catching up with 
past orders, the deliveries of which had 
been delayed, than they were in new 
ventures. However, an element of 
considerable interest was the proposed 
revision in tariff duties on caffeine, 
chloral hydrate and camphor. Else- 
where in this issue of the Reporter will 
be found the amendment proposed to 
the dyestuff bill and under the mar- 
ket report of each of the three items 
will be tound discussion of the move. 
Camphor alone caused a stir. To apply 
an ad valorem duty to a commodity for 
suppfies of which the United States is 
solely dependent on a foreign power 
would, in the case of camphor, result 
in putting the material close to the 
luxury class and practically foreing 
on the consumer a scale of prices which 
would prove almost if not quite prohib- 
tive. At least this was the view of the 
celluloid makers and the American re- 
finers of camphor. Developments in 
other materials were few. Wood alco- 
hol and formaldehyde occupied the 
most prominent positions of the week. 
Prices moved sharply forward as con- 
suming orders came into the market. 
A great deal of this business is said 
to be for export to the Orient. The 
fact is that there is very little obtain- 
able except through second hands. 
Makers of both materials have been 
badly pressed for a long time and it 
is understood that prompt delivery on 
new business is impossible. Further, 
deliveries on old contracts is not up to 


the demand and letter of the instru- 
ments. 


Essential oils were for the most part 
more steady and subject to less fluc- 
tuation than during the previous pe- 
riod. Cabled advice from Sicily indi- 
cated that the Messina essences had 
again advanced and that shipment 
quotations were sharply higher. On 
the spot importers did not buy to any 
appreciable degree, as their recent pur- 
chases cover the requirements of the

BERGAMOT.—Cables received from 


the primary market showed prices to 
be fully maintained and tending high- 
er under speculative activity abroad.

This quotation is subject to 
confirmation, as changes come so rap- 
idly as to make assured prices almost 
impossible to obtain. 

CAMPHOR.—Japanese native oil has 
become scarce owing to the moderate 
shipments of the material to the United 
States of late. Prices here advanced 
to 40@45c. per pound and many held 
that the spot position was nominal and 
business could be done in the to arrive 
position alone. 


CITRONELLA.—Demand for Ceylon 
oil continued to absorb offerings and 
strengthened selling views on the spot. 
Many sellers held that 77c. per pound 
was inside on the material, but others 
claimed that in a limited way 75c. per 
pound could be done. Java oil was 
very firm and almost in nominal sup- 
ply at $1@1.10 per pound. 

CUBEB.—One concern offers the 
material at $8.25@8.50 per pound. 
Others in the trade asked up to $9 per 
pound. Quality of goods offered is said 
to vary and sellers generally have been 
advised to buy on sample. 

EUCALYPTUS.—Arrivals have been 
so heavy that the price broke again 
and at the close of the trading period 
competition between dealers had forced 
spot prices to a basis of 85@90c. per 
pound. In all likelihood this could be 
shaded by a firm bid in various quar- 
ters. 

LAVENDER.—AIll varieties hold 
strong. French oil of flowers has been 
in small supply for a long time past 
and prices nominally have held at $11 
@12 per pound. Demand for spike oil, 
both French and Spanish, has steadily 
increased and although not of heavy 
volume, still is sufficient to make sell- 
ers’ views tend higher. At the close 
of the period French spike stood at 
$3@3.25, while Spanish was advanced 
to $2.75@3 per pound, according to 
dealer and quantity. 

LEMON.—Higher in the primary 
market, according to cables received, 
but unchanged on the spot from $1.75 
@1.85 per pound, depending on seller 
and brand. Sellers generally were loath 
to offer owing to the constant fluctua- 
tion abroad which has created a mar- 
ket uneasy and uncertain. Apparently 
speculation has been rife abroad and, 
complicated with declines in Italian ex- 
change, has served to bring about the 
unsettled state of relations between the 
spot and primary markets.

Shipments from Calcutta during the 
month of Jamuary were said to have 
totaled 18,324 packages to the United 
States; 3375 packages to the United 
Kingdom, an@ 657 packages to all 
other countries.

Serum for Cure of Botulinous Poison- 


ing of Olives Discovered 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 


In connection with the wave of poison- 
ing that has spread here and _ there 
throughout the country because of spoiled 
olives being on the market, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has announced that 
in addition to the very thorough check its 
inspectors are making of olives shipped 
and received, the bureau of animal indus- 
try of the department has discovered a 
serum for the successful treatment and 
cure of this poison. Veterinary scientists 
of that bureau prepared a serum for ex- 
perimental purposes in treating forage 
poisoning of horses, and it was this 
serum, made from the blood of a sheep 
that had been immunized against bacillus 
botulinous, which recently saved the life 
of Lena Delbane of New York after the 
other six members of her family had died 
from eating poisonous olives. 


MEXICAN DRUGS 


Consular Agent Enumerates 233 Dis- 
tinct Species of Medicinal Plants— 
Some Are Listed 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28, 1920. 


There are a number of drugs native to 
Mexico, according to a report on Mexican 
medicinal plants received by the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce from 
Willys A. Myers, American vice-consul at 
Vera Cruz. In an official list of flora of 
the tropics of Mexico, he says, there are 
enumerated 233 distinct species of me- 
dicinal plants and 14 dyewoods. The re- 
port continues :— 

Vanilla, jalap and _ sarsaparilla root are 
shipped in large amounts to the United States, 
With the exception of vanilla none of the 
drugs are cultivated. They grow wild and 
are gathered where found by the natives and 
sold to commission merchants in small amounts, 
From this district jalap root and sarsaparilla 
root are regular articles of export. There is 
a scarcity of these roots at the present time. 
The earthquake of January 3, 1920, will be an 
important factor in reducing the exportation 
of these valuable medicinal roots, as the terri- 
tory from which the greater part of jalap 
root is collected is within the earthquake 
zone. In this locality whole towns have been 
destroyed and a number of extinct volcanoes 
have become active and are sending out gases, 
lava and ashes. Reports say that the gases 
and ashes are destroying plant and vegetable 
growth. Owing to the large amount of dam- 
age done in this district it will be months be- 
fore the natives will be able to gather jalap 
root. 

There are numerous medicinal plants in Mex- 
ico that are little known in the United States 
and up to this time may never have been,ex- 
ported. The following is a list of some that 
might be of interest to the drug trade and are 
only a few of the many roots, barks and gums 
that Mexico could supply :— 

Saffron—Known as Azafranillo (Carthamus 
tictorius.)—Cultivated in some parts (northern 
of the republic, but not extensively. Used 
oe in place of the Spanish saffron in cook 
ng. 

Tabaquillo Oloroso (Hedeoma piperita).—Con- 
tains an essential oil identical to English 


= containing about 50 per cent. of men- 
thol, 


Tronadora (Tecoma mollis).—Said to be a 
cure for diabetes. The leaves are used in 
making a decoction. Could be exported. 
Axocopaque (Gaultheria acuminata).—Grows 
in the State of Puebla, Mexico, and in Hidalgo. 
Has. never been exported. Contains an essen- 
tal oil that is a good substitute for oil of 
wintergreen. 

Melon Zapote, or the papaya, is known in the 
( nited States as the papaw.—Contains a milk- 
white juice; when dried is called vegetable 
Pepsin. The juice is said to have the property 
of making meats tender. Dried it is shipped 
to the United States, where it is used as a 
cure for dyspepsia and for making different 
Papoid preparations. Has been shipped in 
limited quantities only. 
, El Cuapinole (Hymenaca courbaril).—Grown 
in the warmer regions of Mexico, Contains 
&@ resin suitable for making varnishes. 

Le Hierba de la Cucaracha.—Used as an in- 
sect destroyer, 
Panatee.—Contains an active 
ilar in effect to iodine, 

La Raiz del Oso (Bear root).—Similar to Eu- 
ropean valerian. 
/ Los Cuajiotes (Green and Chinese) (Brusera 
aptera and Bursera trijuga).—Plant contains 
a large amount of juice.

Chinese Burn $150,000 Worth of 
Opium as Protest Against 


American Exports 


A copyrighted Pekin dispatch to the 
New York Times, dated February 24, 
tells of a $150,000 bonfire of opium that 
was staged by the Chinese Government 
as a protest against American exports 
of the narcotic. The cable follows :— 

Public attention is being directed to the 
importations of morphia from. America. These 
are in contravention of the American regula- 
tions, which forbid ships of American registry 
carrying opium. The exportation of morphia 
from England to China appears to be re- 
stricted, but it seems that America has not 
taken such action. 

Efforts are being made here to arouse the 
American people to the enormity of the mor- 
phia evil as it affects the Chinese people, and 
to prevent such exportations. Recently a 
stock of opium and morphia, which had been 
seized, was publicly burned outside the Tem- 
ple of Agriculture. Its vaiue was $150,000. 

President Hsu Shih-Chang has given $2,000 
to the International Anti-Opium Association, 
and Premier Chin Yun-Peng $1,000. Other 
members of the Cabinet are also contributing 
generously. 


PORTO RICO 


Permits Sale of Alcoholic Medicinals 
Under Volstead Act—No Special 
Certificates Needed 


The following letter in reference to the 
sale of medicinal preparations in Porto 
Rico, from C. B. Hodges, assistant to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
Washington, D. C., has been received by 
W. EF. McConnell, secretary of the Drug 
Trade Section of the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation :— 

With reference to previous correspondence 
in regard to the sale in the Island of Porto 
Rico of medicinal preparations containing 
more than 2% per cent. of alcohol, I beg to 
advise that the bureau is just in receipt of a 
communication from the executive secretary of 
Porto Rico containing the following statement 
issued by the acting treasurer of Porto Rico, 
which is quoted below for your information:— 

“Due to the applicability to Porto Rico of 
the Volstead act, by virtue of which the in- 
sular prohibition law has been superseded, 
the Department of Finance will not require 
the certificates of the Porto Rican Health De- 
partment, it being sufficient to comply with 
the provisions of the Federal act, as applied 
to the preparations now in this market, when 
sold in Continental United States.’’ 

From the above ruling you will note that 
certificates of the Porto Rican Health Depart- 
ment are no longer required, and that it will 
only be necessary for chemical and pharma- 
ceutical preparations sold in Porto Rico to 
conform with the regulations of the United 
States.

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The past week has seen little in the 
way of decisive action in the market 
for industrial chemicals. The demand 
for practically all items on the list 
is light compared with that of former 
years, but in spite of this fact all grades 


are very firm as regards prices and 
in many cases advances have been 


named during the week. This action 
of the market is due to the fact that 
practically all producers of chemicals 
are sold up as they have never been 


before on contracts, and supplies which 
are offered are not sufficient to take 
eare of the small lot demand which is 
coming through from the consumers. 
The export demand of a month or so 
ago is responsible for this unusual 
tightness of the market. In some cases 
the consumers on this side also took 
on heavy supplies on contract, but 
for the most part they held back un- 
til it was too late in the hope that 
prices would decline. Where this pol- 
icy was pursued, the consumers are 
finding that they have to pay very 
high prices for supplies, if indeed they 
are able to get them at all. Produc- 
tion is going on about as usual and 
only in one or two items can the short- 
age be laid to lack of manufacturing 
progress. Withdrawals on contract are 
said to be very heavy and this is the 
reason for the shortage. 

The tightness of the market is to be 
seen particularly in the group of alkali 
chemicals. There has been a steady 
eall for all grades of this class during 
the past week and the market con- 
tinues to be very tight at about the 
levels reported a week ago. There is 
not a manufacturer in the country with 
standard brand goods to offer in either 
bleach or caustic soda, and so far as 
could be learned during the week the 
same applies to soda ash. The export 
demand of a few weeks ago took up 
everything in sight and placed the pro- 
ducers in a position where they will 
be unable to offer anything prompt for 
some months to come. Dealers hold 
small contracts in one or two instances, 
but the amount of goods to be had in 
this is decidedly limited. Some out- 
side brand caustic soda is on the mar- 
ket, however, and even this material, 
which is usually held at slightly lower 
than the standard brand goods, is 
bringing high prices on spot. The 
dealers are offering some of this ma- 
terial, but will accept very little less 
than 5c. per pound for it. All the alkali 
chemicals remain in an almost nomi- 
nal position so far as prices go, and 
there are sales at a wide range of 
figures, depending on quantity, deliv- 
ery and brand of the goods in question, 
as well as on the holder of the spot 
material. 

The finer chemical list is hardly as 
strong as is that for the heavy chemi- 
cals. There has been a fairly good 
demand for most of the items during 
the period, and the producers state 
that they are well sold up on most 
items. The demand, however, does not 
present so many features of activity 
as does that for the alkali group. 
lrices, however, are very firm and ad- 
vances are being named regularly with 
the bulk of the business passing in 
small quantities for the very good rea- 
son that none seems to have any large 
quantities of any of the items to offer 
at present. Prices on the whole show 
a decided upward tendency, and while 
some factors predict that there will 
shortly be a break in the other di- 
rection, there really seems to be very 
little chance of any such action in the 
near future. 

As for the export demand, there is 
practically none ait present excepting 
for the alkali chemicals, which con- 
tinue to move when they are offered to 
South America and Japan. Trading in 
other items for export has been con- 
fined during the week to the shipment 
of goods purchased for forward, deliv- 
ery some time ago and none of the 
producers is doing anything very heavy 
in the way of prompt shipments for ex- 
port. This is due to the shortage noted 
in the domestic market, but is more 
particularly traceable to the exchange 
values. Present prices here, when 
translated into European currency of 
any kind, are so very high that the 
buyers there will take on only such 
supplies as are most urgently needed 
at once, South America continues to 
be a fair customer, but ‘the European 
business is practically dead.

On the whole, the market retains a 
very firm tone and prices are very 
Steady at about the same levels which 


prevailed a week ago. Detailed re- 
ports on the important items follow: 


CHEMICALS 


ALUM.—There has been no change 
in any grade of alum since last week. 
The makers report a very firm market. 
Prices on all grades are firm and the 
demand is steady, with supplies rather 
limited. The lump ammonia yrade is 
offered at 4c. per pound for car lots. 
Ground and powdered grades of this 
type are priced in the usual propor- 
tions. The potash lump is very firm at 
8c. per pound. Chrome ammonia is 
offered prompt by the makers at lic. 
per pound, and chrome potash is gen- 
erally quoted on the basis of 17c. per 
pound. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—The de- 
mand for this material is steady, but 
the makers are able to supply the usual 
quantities prompt. Prices hold steady 
at 2%c, per pound for the tron free. 
Offers of the commercial are siill 
heard at $1.60 per cwt., but some fac- 
tors would not take less than $1.80 per 
ewt. for spot goods, and reported « fair 
amount of business at this level. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—The mar- 
ket remains very firm on the light 
grade and prices are steady at the re- 
cent advance to 18c, per pound. The 
heavy grade is being offered in better 
volume in most directions and prices 
are slightly weaker, with offers of spot 
material on the basis of 9c. per pound 
during the period. 

AQUA AMMONIA. — All ammonia 
products are still very firm, not having 
recovered as yet from the coal diffi- 
culties. Prices are well maintained, 
and during the past week nothing 
lower than 8%4c. per pound could be 
done on the 26-degree material. The 
makers report heavy deliveries on 
contract as taking up about all of 
their production at present. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—There has been 
a heavy demand for the white granu- 
lar grade during the past week, and 
spot prices are almost nominal. Small 
offers at 15@16%c. per pound were re- 
ported, but there is very little availa- 
ble at any price. The car shortage is 
given as the reason for the failure of 
shipments to arrive. Gray goods are 
on the market in fair volume at l3c. 
per pound, while lump is steady at 25c. 
per pound. 

ANTIMONY.—The market has ap- 
parently settled down to the usual 
even basis and prices are again steady 
at lle. per pound for oxide and needle, 
in most directions. There has been 
no unusual feature to the trading dur- 
ing the period and prices are just 
steady at the levels quoted. 

ARGOLS. — The market remains 
quiet and steady, with spot material 
rather limited. Quotations of the lead- 
ing holders stand on the basis of 10c. 
per pound. 

ARSENIC.—White arsenic is very 
strong, and during the week there was 
very little of the material offered. It 
is said that shipping conditions from 
the West are a factor in holding the 
market up. Prices again moved for- 
ward fractionally during the week and 
closed very firm at 124%c. per pound. 
Red arsenic is quiet and easy, with 
ample supplies available to take care 
of the demands of the consumers. The 
quotations of the producers stand on 
the basis of 20c, per pound. Imported 
goods are offered at the same level. 

BAPIUM PRODUCTS.—The chloride 
is practically nominal, ane the only 
supplies available during th ast week 
were very strongly held. Off-color 
grades are practically out of the mar- 
ket, and prices are nominal at about 
$140 per ton. Nothing in the white 
crystalline grade could be had during 
the period at less than $150, and for 
some supplies $175 per ton was de- 
manded. Domestic makers are out of 
the market altogether. Barium car- 
bonate is offered in good volume and 
there is seemingly less interest in this 
product than in the chloride. Prices 
hold very steady on the basis of $75 
per ton. The binoxide is very firm, and 
one of the leading producers announced 
during the week that he was out of the 
market temporarily. Prices at once 
moved up to 23@25c. per pound, ac- 
cording to seller. Spot goods were 
hard to locate at the close of the 
period. 

BLEACHING POWDER. — Produ- 
cers are unable to offer, and the mar- 
ket is in the hands of dealers who are 
able to quote at $3.50 per cwt, for large 
drums, and reported sales at that level 
during the week. One of the large pro- 
ducers stated that he could supply the 
bleach all right, but that steel for 
drums was not forthcoming and that 
shipments could not be made until de- 
liveries of this steel were made. Others 
are doubtless in the same position. 
The export demand is good, and prices 
as high as 4c. per pound were reported 
on small drums, in some quarters. 

BRIMSTONE.—The market remains

gmall crystals are also moving well 
and in some directions are said to 
command the same price as the larger 
grade. 

BORDEAUX MIXTURE.—The usual 
demand was felt during the past week 
and the producers state that they are 
doing the usual amount of business at 
the level of 12c. per pound for the paste. 

CADMIUM SULPHIDE.—The demand 
is steady and supplies are none too 
arge to take care of it. Prices are 
well maintained at the recent advance, 
with quotations on the basis of $1.75 
per pound reported by the producers. 

CALCIUM CARBIDE. — Producers 
quote small spot supplies at 5c. per 
pound and prompt shipments from 
works at the same level. Contracts 


:. can be had fractionally below this price. 


The demand is steady and quotations 
are very firm at the levels reported. 
CALCIUM CHLORIDE.—There was 
some revival of the demand for this 
material during the past week and the 
producers state that they are doing 
all the business that they can take 
care of at present. The prices of the 
producers range all the way from $20 
to $25 per ton, depending on seller and 
amount available for immediate ship- 
ment, 
CALCIUM HYDRATE.—The usual de- 
mand has been experienced during the 
past week and the market remains 
steady at the repeated level of 3@4c. 
per pound, depending on quantity. 


CARBON BISULPHIDE.—The de- 
mand for this material is at about the 
same level as last week. Prices are 
well maintained and quotations stand 
at 6c. per pound for round quantities. 
CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.—There 
are still offers of this material in a 
small way on spot at 10c. per pound. 
The leading makers, however, are quot- 
ing on the basis of 10%4c. per pound for 
large quantities and state that they 
are doing a heavy business at this 
level. General advances to at least the 
10%4c. level are predicted by those in 
close touch with the market. 

CHLORINE.—Spot goods are quoted 
at 8@9c. per pound, depending on the 
number of cylinders required. Contract 
prices are said to be lower, but there 
is nothing in the way of contract busi- 


ness at the present, the season having 
passed. Business was confined to the 
matter of small additional lots during 
the past week. 

CHROME ACETATE.—The 20-de- 
gree test is offered on the basis of 6c. 
per pound for round quantities. The 
market is steady at this level, with a 
fair consuming demand reported. 


COPPER CARBONATE.—There has 
been no change in the situation and the 
market is quiet and steady at the re- 
peated level of 27c. per pound. 


COPPERAS.—There seems to be a 
very good demand for this material and 
prices are steady only on the say-so 
of the leading makers. One factor re- 
ported during the week that he was en- 
tirely sold out but that he could have 
done very heavy business for the past 
two weeks had he had goods to offer. 
Prices of the producers remain at $1.20 
per cwt. works and about 1\c. per 
pound f. 0. b. New York. 


ETHYL ACETATE.—The commer- 
cial grade is priced at not less than 
$1 per gallon and the demand is said 
to be heavy with supplies reaching a 
rather tight position at the close of 
the week. 


FERRIC CHLORIDE.—The usual 
consuming demand is being felt in spite 
of the recent advance in prices. Sales 
on the basis of 15c. per pound for the 
erystals were reported and the liquid 
is offered at 714c. per pound in car lots 
or better. 

FLUORSPAR.—The market is wholly 
nominal so far as spot goods of acid 
grade are concerned. Producers quote 
$52 per ton for No. 1 at the mines, but 
cannot ship during the present weather. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—The market has 
showed no signs of unusual activity 
during the past week, but is pursuing 
the usual steady course with prices 
rather firm at $1.15 per cwt. 

LEAD ACETATE.—The demand is 
good and prices are firmly maintained 
in the hands of the leading producers. 
Outside factors state that they believe 
an advance is coming, but up to the 
close of the week the largest produ- 
cers had made no move in this direc- 
tion. 

LEAD ARSENATE.—Makers of this 
chemical have in one or two cases again 
advanced their prices on the strength 
of the opening of the agricultural de- 
mand for the material. The quotations 
of other factors, however, are still 
firmly maintained at 14c. per pound 
for the paste and 28c. per pound for 
the powdered grades. Prices are well 
maintained at this level in most direc- 
tions. 

LEAD NITRATE.—The market is 
firm under the usual demand and prices 
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are strong at 80c. per pound inside 
for the chemically pure grade. 
LIMB ACETATE.—The usual de- 


mand is being experienced and prices 
are as yet unchanged from their for- 
mer levels of $2 per.cwt. for domestic 
consumers. There has been a fair de- 
mand for some time back and the pro- 
duction has not been very heavy. The 
producers state that they are doing all 
the business at present in spite of the 


light demand which they can take 
care of. 

LIME SULPHUR SOLUTION.— 
There has been no change in quota- 


tions, but the demand is good at pres- 
ent and prices look firmer than they 
have been in some weeks. Sales at 
18c. per gallon were made during the 
week, but some of the producers will 


not offer at less than 20@22c. per gal- 
lon, according to quantity. 
NICKEL OXIDE.—There has been 


no change in the prices named by the 
producers and business has been fairly 
steady on the basis of 57c. per pound. 
Heavy supplies could not be located in 
any direction during the period. 

NICKEL SALTS.—The demand for 
all grades of nickel sulphate, even to 
the low grade whose copper content 
makes it unsuitable for platers’ use, 
has been very heavy during the past 
week. There is very little of the ma- 
terial available and the producers are 
pretty well sold un in advance, with 
spot goods at a premium. Prices are 
unchanged, however, and are still quot- 
ed at 16c. per pound for the single and 
14c. per pound for the double. 

PHOSPHORUS.—tThe usual demand 
for this material is being felt and the 
producers are doing a fair amount of 
consuming business, with prices very 
well maintained on the basis of 60c. 
per pound for the red, 35c. per pound 
for the yellow and 421'4c. per pound for 
the sesquisulphide. 

POTASH CHLORATE.—The price 
is still 15c. per pound and the market 
is very firm at this level. The pro- 
ducers state that they are doing a 
heavy business, both domestic and ex- 
port, and that advances would not be 
a too remote prospect. 

POTASH CARBONATE.—The mar- 
ket remains rather easy and better 
supplies of the 80@85 per cent. grade 
are now offered than have been in the 
market for some months. Prices lower 
than 2lic. per pound, however, could 
not be located during the week, and 
higher grades of the material than the 
one named are still out of the market 
altogether. Hydrates material is of- 
fered at 33c. per pound, but is not at- 
tracting any great attention. 

POTASH CAUSTIC.—The producers 
continue to rule the market and quote 
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on the basis of 28@30c. per pound for 
the 88@92 per cent. and 23@25c. per 
pound for the 70@75 per cent. grades. 


There is a strong demand and spot 
goods are in no very large supply. 
Prices are very firm at the levels 
named. 


SALT CAKE.—The producers are a 
unit in reporting that the demand is 
out of the ordinary and that they are 
doing a heavy consuming business. 
Prices are well maintained at the levels 
reached by the advance of a week ago 
and the ground material in barrels is 
not offered at less than $21 per ton. 
Some factors quote considerably high- 
er levels on barreled goods. 

SALTPETER.—There has been the 
usual demand for this material during 
the past week and the prices of the 
producers are still held at their former 
levels of 14%4c. per pound for the pow- 
dered grade without difficulty. 

SODA ASH.—The market is oversold 
and the only spot lots available are in 
the hands of a few dealers who are 
able to get supplies occasionally. 
Prices on what business can be trans- 
acted range anywhere from 2%4c. per 
pound up. Dense ash is priced at the 
same levels as is the light grade. 

SODA BICARBONATE.—The_ de- 
mand is about as usual and the pro- 
ducers are still quoting on the basis of 
per pound works. The market 
for spot goods has been hampered dur- 
ing the past two weeks by car short- 
age and the general tie-up of traffic 
West. Prices, however, did not change 
and spot goods in barrels is offered at 


2%4c. 





$2.40 per cwt. for immediate delivery 
ex-store. 
SODA BISULPHATE.—There has 


been a heavier demand than usual for 
this material during the past two or 
three weeks. The market is rapidly ap- 
proaching the sold up position of many 
other products and makers state that 
they will not take less than $7 per ton 
and have sold at $7.50 per ton during 
the period. 

SODA BISULPHITE.—Business has 
not been over active during the week, 
but this is largely the fault of the po- 
sition of supplies. Spot goods are hard 
to get, and while makers are still of- 
fering they admit that they cannot 
supply very large quantities at their 
present prices. Sales on the basis of 
5e. per pound for the powdered and 
1%4c. per pound for the 35@38 per cent. 
liquid were reported during the period. 

SODA CAUSTIC.—There has been a 
strong demand for this material dur- 
ing the past week, and while at vari- 
ous times prices down to $4.75 per cwt. 
were quoted the general asking prices 
remained at the levels reported a week 
ago. Business was possible in a small 
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way late in the period at 5c. per pound 
for standard brands. It is said that 
outside factors had sold caustic for ex- 
ort at 5c. per pound without any at- 
tachment as regards brand. The mak- 
ers of standard brands are unable to 
offer anything and the market is very 
generally oversold. 

SODA CHLORATE.—The demand is 
very steady and prices are well main- 
tained at the manufacturers’ levels of 
10c. per pound. The undertone is gen- 
erally very firm at this level. } 

SODA CHLORIDE.—This material 
moves in the usual way, with prices on 
refined barrel goods quoted in general 
on the basis of 1%c. per pound. g 

SODA CYANIDE.—The market is 
still very easy and prices are rather 
weak at the levels reported a week ago. 
There were ample supplies available 
in the spot market on the basis of 25c. 
per pound and second hands are under- 
stood to have shaded this down con- 
siderably on spot business in one or 
two directions. as 

SODA FLUORIDE.—The market is 
practically bare and will be so until 
supplies of fluorspar begin to come 
through in the spring. The inside price 
at the close of the week was l6c. per 
pound and one factor quoted 18c. per 
pound, reporting business at that level. 

SODA NITRITE.—Spot goods are 
very hard to get, and while shipments 
from Norway are quoted at 14\%c. per 
pound by leading importers there was 
nothing on spot at less than l6c. per 
pound, and some factors quoted as high 
as 17c. on spot business. The market 
is very tight and the demand con- 
tinues to be steady. Higher prices 
abroad are expected, as it is known 
that Norway has been buying high 
priced soda ash in the domestic mar- 
ket for conversion. 

SODA SAL.—In spite of the strength 
of ash, the producers are still quoting 
at their old former levels of 14c. per 
pound, works. They are supplying the 
spot trade at $1.35 per cwt. Supplies, 
however, are said to be rather light 
and prices are very firm at the levels 
reported. 

SODA SILICATE.—The producers 
are at the mercy of second-hands at 
present and there is enough of the ma- 
terial available to make the market 
rather easy, in spite of the very good 
demand of the past two or three weeks. 
Prices hold at 3c. per pound for the 
60-degree and 1%4c. per pound for the 
40-degree, but competition between 
sellers is rather keen. 

SODA SULPHIDE.—tThere has been 
no change in prices, and the market 
continues firm at the former levels of 
5c. per pound for the 60 per cent. and 
2%c. per pound for the 30 per cent. 

SODA SULPHITE.—There has becn 
no change in prices, and quotations 
are steady under the usual demand at 
34%c. per pound. 

SULPHUR.—Commercial grades of 
refined sulphur remain very steady at 
the levels reported a week ago. Sales 
on the basis of $1.60 per pound were 
reported during the week, while the 
superfine commercial is offered at $2 
per pound. 

TIN BICHLORIDE.—There has been 
no change in prices and the producers 
offer at 20c. per pound, with a steady 
undertone to quotations. 

TIN OXIDE.—The makers quote at 
60c. per pound. Spot goods are limited 
in volume and it is stated that the 
makers are unable to supply even the 
moderate demand which is being felt 
at present. 

ZINC CARBONATE. — There has 
been a fair demand for this material 
during the past week and prices are 
steady at their former levels of 18@ 
20c. per pound, according to quantity. 

ZINC CHLORIDE.—There has been 
a steady call for this material during 
the past two or three weeks, and the 
producers are about sold up. The 
granular grade is priced at from 13c. 
per pound up, depending on seller, and 
it is stated that sales wer@g put 
through during the period fully 2e. 
above the reported inside price. The 
market is very firm at the levels re- 
ported. 

ZINC SULPHATE.—Producers offer 
g00ds in the usual volume and state 
that they are doing the usual amount 
of business, with prices well main- 
tained. Quotations for shipments 
were heard at 34c, per pound. Spot 
transactions usually went through at 
3% @4c. per pound, depending on quan- 


tity. 
ACIDS 


The acid list has, on the whole, been 
very steady during the week just past. 
There has been no unusual feature to 
the trading in any particular items, 
and the list as a whole has been rather 
quiet as far as the demand is con- 
cerned, Prices, however, as in the 
seneral chemical market, have re- 
Mained very firm and nothing in the 
way of a decline has been noted.

The mineral acid list has been steady 
throughout the period, and the bulk of 
the producers, while they offer some 
supplies, are so taken up with their 
contract obligations that they can do 
very little in the way of spot material. 
It is stated that sulphuric and muriatic 
are destined to remain in their present 
very firm position for some months to 
come. The export demand, coupled 
with the fact that the consumers took 
on very large contracts of these two 
grades at the outset of the year, has 
about taken all of the supplies which 
the producers are able to offer. The 
consumers are in the market for small 
additional lots of both of these acids, 
but they are finding that they have to 
pay considerably higher than _ the 
levels at which they could have bought 
the first of the year, if indeed they are 
able to fill their requirements at all. 
The market prices remain very firm, 
and goods are hard to locate. 

The finer acids have moved rather 
quietly during the period. There has 
been some increase in the demand for 
oxalic, but aside from that the market 
has been dead. Prices remain very 
firm, for there, is little available in 
most grades and costs are said to be 
at a very high point. Some factors 
predict that the spring will bring a 
break in the market, but it is hard to 
see what would be the cause of any 
such action.

BATTERY.—There has’ been no 
change in the demand for this mate- 
rial, and the spot market remains in a 
very tight position, with business im- 
possible at less than $1.50 per cwt.

BORIC.—The spot situation looked 
slightly easier at the close of the 
week, and while the producers had no 
very large quantity for prompt de- 
livery they are no longer so far behind 
as they were, and prices have returned 
to about the levels demanded by these 
factors.

per pound were reported during the 
past week. 

BUTYRIC.—There is the usual de- 
mand for this material and the pro- 
ducers state that they are doing a good 
consuming business at the levels set 
at the close of the former period. Trad- 
ing was more active in the lower than 
in the higher grade. Prices on the 60 
per cent. technical stand at 90c. per 
pound, while those on the 90 per cent. 
grade hold well up to the level of 
$1.45 per pound reported last week. 

CAMPHORIC.—The market is very 
tight and the only producer who has 
supplies is now quoting at $8.40 per 
pound for the crystals. 

CARBOLIC.—Spot business is pass- 
ing in the routine way at 12c. per 
pound. The exported demand, how- 
ever, is good and supplies for export 
are rather tight. Prices range from 
28e. per pound up for this class of the 
business. 

CHROMIC.—There has’ been no 
change in the quotations of the makers 
and they continue to quote on a fairly 
active market at 75c. per pound for 
the technical and 80c. per pound for 
the refined. Small parcels of the U. S.

Charging that the War Department, 
in selling its manufacturing plants, is 
disposing of an immense quantity of 
machinery and equipment for road 
building, etc., Representative Graham of 
Illinois, chairman of the Committee on 


War Expenditures investigating the gov-

Sulphate of ammonia is holding mar- 
elously well at the present abnormal 
prices, and this is because conditions 
are abnormal. Demand is very strong 
and supplies are very poor, that is sup- 
lies after the filling of standing con- 
racts. It will be some months before 
-s have caught up with their con- 
racts. Last year’s late deliveries are 
till being made. Every month shows 
he movement more rapid, but dealers 
ill hardly be up to date before the 
nd of June. So for the present, the 
quotations for sulphate for domestic 
delivery are more or less nominal. Ex- 
ort sulphate can be had by paying 
$7.50 for prompt delivery, but supplies

BLOOD TANKAGE. — The higher 


prices quoted for tankage this week re- 


flect the demand which makes it pos- 
sible to pass costs on to the consumer. 
Prices are varying considerably in 
tankage, some business being done at 
still higher figures than those quoted 
here. Dealers find it impossible to 
meet all the calls of their customers. 
A fair average of the prices charged is 
$8@8.25 for tankage, New York, and 
$8 for Chicago tankage. 

DRIED BLOOD.— Dried blood is 
holding now at $8.25, with some sales 
made at a higher figure. Supplies in 
New York are very scarce, and Chi- 
cago dealers are not able to satisfy all 
the requirements of customers. The 
demand from feeders is still proving 
to be the greatest bull argument. 

FISH SCRAP.—AIl grades of fish 
Scrap are nominal now, with the possi- 
ble exception of wet, acidulated, which 
has recorded occasional business in 
Second-hand lots at $5.50 and 50c.

Domestic demand is increasing as 
the time for the actual use of the fer- 
tilizer by the ultimate consumer is ap- 
proaching. A shortage is unavoidable, 
but producers are trying to make it as 
small as possible. The export demand 
from South America and from Japan is 
good, but from Europe there are few 
calls. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Prices of ni- 
trate of soda are ranging higher, and 
now stand at from $3.80 to $3.90 a hun- 
dred pounds. Prices are not likely to 
go much higher, in spite of the active 
demand, because there is a limit which 
consumers are willing to pay. But 
there would be little surprise if quota- 
tions soon ranged up to $4 or a little 
more. 

The continued pressure of demand 
is playing into the hands of the asso- 
ciation of Chilean producers which has 
the market in its grasp. Demand is 
naturally increasing with the nearing 
of the season when the farmer must 
apply his fertilizer, and the shortage of 
sulphate of ammonia is diverting a 
larger demand to the other great nitro- 
gen fertilizer, 

Demand for prompt delivery is very 
active, but dealers say that supplies 
are inadequate because of the lack of 
tonnage in the nitrate trade. And the 
congestion at Southern ports, caused 
by the scarcity of dock labor, is adding 
to the delays. 


Some resales are still being made, 
but most men who have over-bought 
have sold out already. So the likeli- 
hood of a still greater shortage in the 
near future is strong. 


PHOSPHATES 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—Production is 
showing better results week by week, 
though the improvement is necessarily 
slow. Dealers are now quoting slightly 
easier prices, the New York figure 
being $19 instead of $19@19.75. The 
demand is as strong as ever, hut the 
improving supply situation is tending 
to ease the price. Dealers say that 
the price figures could have been 
maintained or even strengthened, but 


that doing so would have created an 
unpleasant feeling in the trade, for 
prices were already well above pre- 


war prices. 

The near future will probably show 
little change in prices, and it is be- 
lieved that before the turning of the 
year there will be a material reduction, 
for by that time production will have 
greatly improved. Production depends 
on the rock supply now, more than on 
any other factor. and the rock supply 
is becoming better as more and more 
men return to the Florida fields, 

Export demand is still good from the 
Far East, though the exchange weak- 
ness has taken European buyers pretty 
well out of the market. Considerable 
shipments have also been made to 


Brazil, Argentine and Uruguay. Ef- 
forts to build up the South American 
market promise fair -success. It is 


realized that Europe may prove a poor 
customer till she has gone further on 
the road of reconstruction. 

ROCK PHOSPHATE. Rock phos- 
phate production is good, considering 
the monumental difficulties placed by 
labor shortage and irregular freight 
service. Some sixty per cent. of nor- 
mal production is being attained in the 
great Florida fields, where the effects 
of the six months’ strike are still felt. 
The labor that went away during the 
great strike went away to stay for the 
most part, but new forces are being 
built up slowly. A brisk advertising 
campaign is bringing men into the 
phosphate districts, and improved pay 
and living conditions are keeping most 
of these recruits on the job. 

The railroad car shortage is a serious 
handicap in both the Florida and the 
Tennessee fields. It is doubtful if sixty 
per cent. of the needed cars come to 
the Tennessee fields. Some producers 
place the percentage still lower. They 
admit that with an 800,000 car shortage 
the Railroad Administration must have 
difficulty in meeting the situation, but 
they argue that the fertilizer industry 
is important enough to merit a rela- 
tively larger share If adequate car 
service were provided the phosphate 
rock situation would be materially im- 
proved. It is aggravating, say produ- 
cers. to see the hungriest demand the 
trade has ever known, unsatisfied. and 
unsatisfied in part because the Rail- 
road Administration is not giving them 
the cars.

Sulphate of ammonia continues to 
go out to foreign countries in considerable 
quantities and the home consumers are left 
to get along with what happens to be left 
over, a state of affairs due to the fact that 
there is no interference with the rules of trade

POTASH.—Direct sales of foreign potash are 
stated to have come to a practical stop, there 
being no offers \ considerable business in 
the way of resales is being done on the basis 
of $3 for muriate and $2.50 for kainit and m:

fairly well ahead of the offerings. The receipts 
of foreign potash still fall far short of meet- 
ing the demand, with no prospect that the de- 
ficiency will be made up before long.

HYPERNIC.—While there is a con- 
siderable shortage of the raw product, 
the prices named by the makers of the 
extract have as yet failed to advance in 
proportion to the cost of the wood, This 
is probably due to the lack of heavy 
buying interest. Sales on the basis of 
IXc. per pound for the solid were re- 
ported and this seems to be the general 
level of the market quotations. 

INDIGO.—Crop forecasts published 
in the Reporter last week show that 
the crop will be about 15 per cent. 
smaller this year that it was last. This 
is due to the constantly increasing use 
of the synthetic product and will 
probably be accelerated by the close of 
the war and the establishment of 
synthetic industries in other countries 
than Germany. Prices on spot indigo 
are held at their former levels on ac- 
count of exchange values.

MANGROVE.—Supplies in heavy 
volume are offered in most directions 
and the producers state that they are 
doing very little business. Prices re- 
mained weak during the period just 
past with sales of small quantities of 
the 50 per cent. at 9c. per pound about 
the only business reported. 

MUSKEGON.—tThe producers of this 
material are doing a fair consuming 
business and state that their prices are 
all maintained on the demand and on 
the costs of production. Sales on the 
basis of 1%4c. per pound for the 25 per 
cent. grade were reported during the 
past week. 

MYRABOLANS.—Offerings of the 
nuts were reported in a fair way on the 
basis of $55 per ton. There has been 
no change in the quotations of the im- 
porters and the market remains very 
quiet and steady at the levels named.

Govern- 
ment agents have fixed the assessment 
at $152,000, only $25,000 of which has 
been paid. The Trapshooters Oil Co. 
has gone out of business. Its property 
was sold over a year ago to the Penn- 
sylvania-Kansas syndicate and the di- 
rectors are now facing the rather seri- 
ous proposition of pa,ing for a dead 
horse. Moreover, they claim the amount 
fixed by the government is entirely too 
high. Since the Trapshooters reigned 
during the days of flush production 
many of the stockholders who were then 
rolling in money have had a reversal of 
fortunes, and if the government col- 
lects the large amount it claims due for 
the taxes, the few men of means will 
be hard hit.

Land Leasing Bill Becomes Law 


With the signing on Wednesday by President 
Wilson of the land leasing bill, which in one form or 
another had been before Congress for twelve years, 
there comes an end to a period of uncertainty which 
had weighed with considerable effect on the petro- 
leum industry. Under the terms of the law put into 
being by the President’s signature there are approxi- 
mately 80,000,000 acres of hitherto useless land 
thrown open to the thrifty homesteader, business in- 
terest or other seeker after what benefits may be de- 
rivd from those acres. Of the total acreage thus 
thrown open to settlement and development, it is 
estimated over 6,000,000 acres may be termed 
oil lands. 

This vast acreage of oil land becomes open to 
development and the production that may be ob- 
tained from it is sorely needed, and it is safe to say 
that as fittle time as possible will be lost by the pro- 
ducing interests in getting production from these 
lands. Just what the potential production may be is 
not accurately known, but it is exceptionally large. 

It should be noted that there seems to have been 
much misinformation spread about the bill, and the 
consequence has been that there were thousands of 
prospective land owners waiting on the borders of 
the reserved territory for word that the bill had been 
signed, so that they could rush in and secure de- 
sirable Jand. 

The truth of the matter is that much, if not all, of 
the oil lands in these reserves has been claimed by 
private and corporate interests for years and is still 
m process of legal actions in the courts. Again, it 
should be remembered that under the provisions of 
the new law, all lands having oil or coal deposits 
must be leased at public auction by the Secretary of 
the Interior to the highest bidder. Thus the mere 
Ocating on a claim does not presuppose that the 
Claimant will get the land.

Field Reports Show Usual Activity 


Development activities are reported on about the 
usual scale throughout the several fields of the United 
tates and Canada and the reports from those regions 
within the last week have little of the unusual in them 
so far as this character of work is concerned. Prob- 
ably the most important item of interest in the do- 
mestic fields was the anpeuncement of an advance in 
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the posted prices for crude oil in the Gulf Coast re- 
gions. There the large companies advanced their 
quotations recently 25c. to a basis of $2 per barrel 
for all grades of coastal crude. This advance fol- 
lowed quickly after the announcement of a rise of 
15c. in the Pennsylvania crude, and reports followed 
that it would be soon followed by an advance in 
mid-continent prices, as well as prices in other por- 
tions of the country. 

Production for the week was fairly well main- 
tained throughout, with one or two of the fields show- 
ing some rather good increases. The total of the 
increases, however, are apparently not sufficient to 
offset the constant increase in consumption, and there 
continue to be rampant statements that there is an 
acute shortage facing the industry. That this may 
be so was indicated by the action of the largest pur- 
chasing agency of the Pennsylvania district announc- 
ing that hereafter it would not sell independent re- 
finers, leaving the refiners in a quandary. 

These latter have inaugurated a plan for the con- 
struction of a pipeline to the mid-continent fields, in 
the hope that they will be able to get their supplies 
in that region, and it is stated that they are going 
ahead with plans to push the project through as 
quickly as possible. That they may have some difh- 
culty in getting stocks even in the mid-continent field 
is seen when it is considered that the news of the 
week includes a statement that the Western refiners’ 
organization has put forward a plan for the con- 
struction of pipelines for the use of its members in 
getting satisfactory supplies of crude oil for their 
refineries, which are located in the mid-continent and 
adjacent fields. Thus it will be seen that the East- 
ern independents have but a small chance of getting 
much oil in the mid-continent region. However, 
there are others seeking for supplies in the same mar- 
ket and it is expected by observers that the result 
will be that there will be an era of active competi- 
tion for supplies in the open market. This can mean 
but one thing, namely, higher prices all around. The 
principal question to consider, therefore, would seem 
to be, how are the high prices going to be brought 
back to what has heretofore been termed a normal 
level? 

Eastern 


Though there were fewer wells finished last week 
than in the previous week in the high-grade Eastern 
fields, there was considerable more activity in the 
way of development work. The decrease in the 
amount of finished work was largely due to poor 
roads made impassable by recent bad weather. Op- 
erators have been unable to transport heavy materials 
on these roads and the finishing of some wells was 
delayed. This was especially true of the Kentucky 
regions, where there was a considerable amount of 
work ready for the final touches. One of the things 
which, it is stated, is hampering the work in West 
Kentucky is the lack of adequate transportation, par- 
ticularly in the matter of pipelines. There has been 
a big rush into Tennessee, where acreage is being 
bought or leased at fancy prices, and it is expected 
that as soon as fairly good open weather is assured 
there will be a sharp increase in the amount of test 
work undertaken in that State. It is believed that 
there are some excellent prospects in that State for 
good wells. The total weekly runs of oil from Ken- 
tucky last week aggregated 175,514 barrels. A 
resume of the week’s work shows that there was an 
aggregate of 2,148 barrels of new production ob- 
tained from 176 new wells. 





Arkansas 


There has set in a considerable amount of activity 
in the State of Arkansas, which is being gone over 
virtually with a fine tooth comb by oil prospectors 
seeking likely looking locations for test wells. These 
individuals, representing all kinds of interests, have 
swarmed over the entire State and it is doubtful if 
there is any part of the State which has not received 
or is not receiving the closest kind of scrutiny. ‘The 
exceptional interest is due to the fact that the State 
lies so close to the Homer field that there are expec- 
tations that a counterpart of the tiomer field may be 
uncovered in Arkansas. Much of the actual drilling 
in the State is centered in Columbia county, just over 
the State line from Louisiana.

Canada 


Reports of important oil seepages being found in 
a hitherto untested region in the Province of Mani- 
toba, Canada, has caused a stir among the petroleum 
industry in Canada and there has set in a rush of 
prospectors, lease speculators and others to the 
province. The discovery was made by a farmer 
digging a water well, and it is stated that several 
quarts of oil which seeped into the hole when he had 
dug down 37 feet have been analyzed and found to 
be oil of high grade qualifications. The well is lo- 
cated near Dauphin, Manitoba, and about 160 
miles northwest of Winnipeg. Leases in the vicinity 
of the well are being snapped up. It is stated that 
there has never been any indications previously found 
of oil in Manitoba, and the province has been re- 
garded as outside the zone of possibilities as an oil 
producer. Another venture of a wildcat nature 
which has been causing interest recently in the Cana- 
dian industry is a test being made by large interests 
in British Columbia on the Queen Charlotte islands. 
Test wells are in preparation and oil is expected to 
be found around 2,000 feet down, but the work 
will be carried down to 3,000 feet.

Gulf Coast 

Undoubtedly the most important recent develop- 
ment in the Gulf Coast oil fields has been the recent 
advance in the price of crude at the wells, the in- 
crease of 25c. per barrel bringing the price to the 
long predicted level of $2. Almost simultaneously 
with the announcement of the advance there came 
an improvement in the quantity of new work, a 
number of fresh tests being started in wildcat terri- 
tory, and it is stated that the volume of this class of 
work will be steadily augmented from now on. The 
latest advance, it is declared, has brought the quo- 
tation for crude to a point where it is once more 
profitable to drill for oil, allowing producers an op- 
portunity to meet the high costs of materials and 
labor on a more satisfactory basis. Production totals 
for the week show that the Gulf Coast regions had 
a daily average output of 62,525 barrels last week. 
The Hull field continued to show that it is one of 
the best producing areas in the group of fields by 
showing two big gushers in the extreme southwestern 
part of the field. There were a large number of 
near-completions reported in the West Columbia 
field, all having possibilities of qualifying for gusher 
classification. 





Kansas 

Production in the Kansas field took a big jump 
upward last week, the daily output gaining around 
10,000 barrels. There was the usual number of 
completions, but most of the wells were small. The 
volume of new production obtained, however, it is 
stated, will make a good showing when the fields 
are hooked up with the pipelines. One of the feat- 
ures of the week has been the fact that the Peabody- 
Elbing pools continue to be the leaders in the State 
and are maintaining their reputation for new exten- 
sions. The south end of the field in question has pro- 
duced the largest well of the region. The new well, 
it is stated, will greatly stimulate development work 
as well as production in that region. There has en- 


sued a large rush for acreage in the vicinity.

Mexico 


The latest report received from the Reporters’ cor- 
respondent in the Mexican oil fields in the Tampico 
and adjacent regions indicates that there is a sort of 
feverish haste among the bigger producing interests to 
get together adequate numbers of men and quantities 
of supplies for the renewal of drilling and other de- 
velopment work on a large scale, as a result of the 
granting of provisional drilling permits by the Mex- 
ican authorities. That the “big fellows” will do their 
bit to get out as much oil as possible is assured if 
the Mexican Government officials will but give them 
“half a show.” The operators realize that there is a 
shortage of petroleum and products and that there 
is a ready, waiting market for such oil as they can 
offer. They have been doing their best despite the 
handicaps and it is expected that with the slightest 
kind of assistance from the Mexican Government 


they will put forward their best efforts, with the re-

It is as follows :— 


CHAPTER I. 





Article 1. For the purposes of this law, the 
term hydrocarbon shall include all subsoil 
formations of mineral oils, such as petroleum 
of every kind, natural gases escaping from 
the said formations, bitumen, asphalt, fossil 
wax and rosin. The provisions of this law 
shall not be applicable to asphalt beds that 
are worked for the purpose of obtaining the 
substance for the manufacture of pastes to 
be consumed in the country. 

Exported asphalt shall pay a tax of 6, 4 
or 2 per cent., according to the zone from 
which it comes, in accordance with article 2. 

Art. 2. For the same purposes, the terri- 
tory of the Republic is divided into three 
zones, to wit:— 

1. Including beds or deposits lying at a 
distance of 200 kilometers or less from the 
sea coast, which will pay a minimum pro- 
duction tax of 10 per cent. of the gross 
output. 

2. Including deposits lying at a distance of 
more than 200 kilometers and not more than 
400 kilometers from .the sea coast, which will 
pay a minimum tax of 8 per cent. of the 
gross output. 

3. Including deposits lying at a distance 
of more than 400 kilometers from the sea 
coast, on whose gross output there shall be 
paid a minimum tax of 6 per cent. 

Contracts executed under this law will 
stipulate that the tax levied on the basis of 
the minimum fixed by this article shall be 
increased by one unit for every ten years 
of operation. 


Annual Rentals 


Art. 3. All contracts of lease of beds or

Oil Pipes to Be Public Utilities 


Art. 9. The operation of hydrocarbons and 
construction of oil pipes are declared to be 
public utilities. 

Art. 10. The provisions of chapters 12 and 
13 of the Mining Code shall apply insofar 
as they are consistent with the nature of 
the development of the beds and deposits 
mentioned in this law. 

In addition, and with a view to promoting 
the development of such beds and deposits, 
the right is hereby established to create 
easements for oil pipes, including the land 
necessary for the pumping stations and other 
appurtenances necessary for the proper oper- 
ation of the pipeline, and to build wharves, 
loading stations and submarine or subfluvial 
pipes, all this subject to permission to be 
granted by the government after a careful 
investigation of the circumstances and to 
any provisions that may later be enacted in 
the matter. 

Persons or entities entering into contracts 
with the government or obtaining its per- 
mission to lay oil pipes without conducting 
any special work of operating hydrocarbons 
shall enjoy the same rights. 

The tariffs of pipeline comcerns shall be 
subject to the approval and revision of the 


government. 
CHAPTER II. 


Leases and Contracts 


Article 11. Unclaimed land that may be 
adjudicated shall be open to free prospect- 
ing for the deposits dealt with in this law. 

Art. 12. In order to prospect unclaimed land 
that cannot be granted on account of reserva- 
tions made by the nation, and any other land 
referred to in article 3 of this law, a license 
from the government shall be necessary. Such 
license shall be issued to applicants, provided 
there be no special circumstances involving 
fraud or grave peril to the nation, and pro- 
vided, further, that the applicants shall bind 
themselves to deliver to the government the 
topographic plans and the reports on their 
potential wealth. 

The license to prospect may be withdrawn by 
the government at any time that it shall see 
fit, and does not vest the applicant with any 
right nor preferential right to the contract. 


Compensation to Landowner 


Art. 13. In order to prospect land adjudi- 
cated or ceded as unclaimed land later than 
October 28, 1873, if the operation is to be made 
by a person other than the owner of the land, 
he shall be required to give, in addition to the 
license which the government is to issue, pre- 
vious notice to the owner of the land or to the 
person in charge of it. 

The person so notified may not prevent the 
prospecting, but the owner will be entitled to 
compensation to be paid by the prospector for 
any damage that may be done. In the absence 
of an agreement, the amount shall be fixed by 
experts appointed by the parties and an umpire 
appointed by the judge, whose jurisdiction 
shall be determined by the value and by the 
location of the property. 

Art. 14. Any one wishing to lease for 
operation the deposits referred to in this law 
will submit his proposal in the form of a 
memorial addressed to the Ministry of Public 
Works and presented in person by the appli- 
cant or his attorney at the office of the said 
ministry or to the chief political or judicial 
authority of his place of residence. 

Proposals will be taken into account by the 
government in the order as to time in which 
they were filed. To that end there shall be 
kept in those offices a special book where 
entries will be made of the contract proposals 
precisely stating the day, hour and place of 
presentation. 


Memorial of Proposals 


Art. 15. The memorial proposals will be 
made in the following form and in accordance 
with the following requirements:— 


1. It shall state the municipal district and 
the spot or place where the beds or deposits 
are located. 

2. The prospecting zone shall be defined by 
clearly stated bounds, which shall be not more 
than 5,000 nor less than 1,000 hectares. To 
that end there shall be attached a plan giving 
a clear idea of that zone and the beds it is 
intended to operate. 

8. The names and nationality of every one of 
the persons for whom the lease is sought and 
the action which each proposes to take in the 
proposal will be stated. 
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This does not bar subsequent changes in the 
proposal in that respect through a declaration 
in writing addressed to the Mnistry of Public 
Works. But in order that such declarations 
may work their effects it is an indispensable 
condition that they shall be signed by all the 
parties in interest and presented by’ them in 
person as stated in article 14. 

4. If the contract is sought for a company 
the name of the company’s legal representative 
shall be given, as well as the domicile and 
residence of the said representative. 

5. When any one of the persons appearing 
in the proposal is not a Colombian or natural- 
ized in the republic the requirements set forth 
in paragraph 2 of article 2 shall have to be 
complied with. 

6. The memorial should state that the appli- 
cant abides by all the provisions of this law, 
especially with regard to government super- 
vision, payment of taxes, rate of lease and 
grounds of forfeiture, etc. 

7. The rental or rate of lease that the appli- 
cant agrees to pay and the other circumstances 
which may make the contract more advanta- 
geous to the nation over the general conditions 
of the law shall likewise be stated. 

Art. 16. If there should be put one appli- 
cant for deposit the contract will be entered 
into with that one unless the Ministry of Pub- 
lic Works should, upon a previous opinion of 
the Council of Ministers, find it disadvanta- 
geous for the country. 


Preference for Discoverers 


Art. 17. If there should be several appli- 
cants, preference, all conditions being equal 
for the conclusion of the contract, shall be 


given to him who can prove that he discovered 
the deposit. 

If there be no such discovery among the ap- 
plicants, preference, all other things being 
equal, shall be given to the persons or entities 
who give bond for their contractual obligations 
or are in a position to conduct the operation 
by themselves, and, among these, to those who, 
im the opinion of the government, offer the 
best guarantees of solvency, respectability or 
security. 

Landholders in lands adjudicated or granted 
as unclaimed later than Octboer 28, 1873, and 
before the coming into effect of the law 30 of 
1903, shall be preferred, all conditions being 
equal, for the term of two years counted from 
the day when this law goes into effect, for the 
execution of the lease contract. At the expi- 
ration of that term the provision in the first 
part of this article will rule with regard to 
such lands. 

The government will prescribe the necessary 
measures to ascertain that no beds of hydro- 
carbons lying in land which may by any title 
belong to the nation are operated as private 
property. 

All operators of petroleum deposits lying in 
lands other than those dealt with in article 3 
of this law shall bring before the respective 
department proof that the municipal, depart- 
ment or national taxes due on the land that 
has been operated have been paid by the owner 
of the land for the previous period of not less 
than ten years. 


Previous Rights Respected 


Art. 18. Rights lawfully acquired prior to 
the going into effect of this law shall not be 
affected by contracts entered into by virtue of 
that law, and the nation declines responsibility 
for such interference or limitation in the en- 
joyment of the property leased that may be 
caused by the lawful exercise of such rights. 
It is understood that the production tax shall 
a in all cases by the party operating the 

Art. 19. Upon receipt of the proposals, if th 
ministry should, before oneiinn —- thea, 
have doubts as to the authenticity, of the pa- 
pers or the accuracy of the plaris, or as to 
the reliability and solvency of the applicants 
or any other point that may properly be inves- 
tigated, an order will be issued to determine 
the facts, at the expense of the interested 
parties. 

Art. 20. Before passing upon the proposal 
the ministry will cause to be published fn the 
Diario Oficial an extract thereof, in which will 
be stated the district, the number of hectares, 
the rate of lease and such other particulars as 
may be proper. No proposal shall be passed 
upon until after the expiration of ninety days 
from the date of its original publication. 

The proposal shall be communicated to the 
municipal councils of the places where the 
beds are located and shall likewise be pub- 
lished in’ the official mewspapers of the de- 
partment concerned. The proposals shall not 
be passed upon without production of all avail- 
able data as to the degree of richness of the 
field, the quality of the products and other 
circumstances that may bear on the profits of 
the operation. 


Decision on Proposals 


Art. 21. When passed upon by the ministry 
the proposals as passed upon will be submitted 
or referred to the decision of the Board of 
Finance and the Council of Ministers and the 
contract will be entered into with the person 
preferred by those bodies jointly. 

Art. 22. If, within three months after the 
day on which the choice referred to in the 
previous article shall have been made, the 
person chosen by the Board of Finance and 
the Council of Ministers should not appear to 
perfect the contract, action will be taken to 
Pass upon the other proposals and those that 
may be submitted, taking them in their re- 
spective order and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the foregoing article. 


Terms of Contract 


Art. 23. The contract shall set forth:— 

1. The demarkation of the zone included in 
the lease with a statement of the azimuth of 
the lines forming the constitutive rectangle 
of the zone. 

2. The name and surname of the parties to 
the contract, their status and residence. If a 
company or judicial person is concerned the 
firm name shall be stated, as also the name 
and residence of its legal representative. 

3. A declaraton to the effect that the alien 
individuals or companies with which the lease 
is made or those that are partners theerin, if 
such be the case, have expressly stated their 
acceptance of law 145 of 1888 relative to alien- 
ship and naturalization, and others amending 
and supplementing it, and that they subject 
themselves to the jurisdiction of the authori- 
ties of the republic. 

4. The inhibition from transferring or sub- 
letting the contract to foreign governments or 
to admit them into partnerships under penalty 
of forfeiture ipso facto of the contract. Any 
other transfer or subletting can be effected 
with the government’s approval. 

5. A statement that the government reserves 
to itself the right to supervise in such manner 
as it may see fit the operations of the concern 
and the manner in which it complies with its 
obligations, including both the technical and 
revenue features and the right to take such 
measures as the defense of the rights of the 
nation may call for. 

6. A declaration that the lease is given for 
the term of twenty years, which may be ex- 
tended for ten years more at the government’s 
discretion, During the extended life of the 


contract it will be governed by the law then in 
force, 

7. A statement that at the expiration of the 
contract or of its extension and in any one 
of the cases of forfeiture specified in article 29 
of this law, the nation will acquire free of 
charge the ownership of the machinery and 
plant that may be found within the bounds of 
the concession and of which the government 
may take de facto possession without resorting 
to any judicial proceedings whatever. 


8. The declarations required by the Fiscal 
Code and law 53 of 190% relative to sureties 
and penal clauses. The amount of the bond 


shall be fixed by the government and shall not 
be less than 20,000 pesos. 


9. The clauses of forfeiture given in this 
law and in the Fiscal Code; and 

10. A statement that the contract in order 
to be valid must be approved by the President 
of the Republic upon the recommendation of 
the Board of Finance and the Council of Min- 
isters and be revised by the Council of State, 
as provided in article 37 of the Fiscal Code. 

Art, 24. No contract shall be made in one 
department or district, Intendencia or Com- 
misaria with one and the same person, nat- 


ural or judicial, covering more than three zones 
of 5,000 hectares each, 


CHAPTER III 


Operation 

Art, 25. The word operation shall be under- 
stood to mean the extraction of the mineral 
wealth or of the raw product of beds or de- 
posits; and a bed or deposit coming within 
the terms of this law shall be interpreted to be 
in operation when there shall have been in- 
stalled and in running order a plant with the 
machinery and other elements that may be 


deemed necessary for the working of the mat- 
ters referred to in the contract, provided that 
the extraction of the minerals shall have been 
already begun. 

Every oil deposit shall be operated in accord- 
ance with its capacity. The government shall 
supervise the adequacy of the development 
and is empowered to set a minimum output in 
every case, 

Art. 26. All work on beds and deposits of 
hydrocarbons performed within the territory 
of the republic shall be subject to the regu- 
lations that may be issued by the government 
to guarantee public and private safety, the 
health and life of the men employed thereon 
and the due assessment of all operations re- 
lating to wells, tanks, deposits, oil pipes, load- 
ing and refining plants. 


Data for Government 


Art. 27. Every operator is bound to furnish 
the government with such technical and finan- 
cial data as it may request in connection with 
the undertaking, to admit within his works 
graduates of public schools who wish to make 
a practical study of the industry dealt with in 
this law, and to employ in his work as far as 
possible Colombian workmen in the proportion 
of not less than 50 per cent. 

Art. 28. Beds and deposits lying in lands re- 
ferred to in the first paragraph of article 3 
shall not be operated without a notice thereof 
given to the Ministry concerned not less than 
sixty days in advance, and after the beginning 
of operations there shall be filed within the 
following year at the aforesaid Ministry a 
plan of the operated zone presenting the con- 
ditions set forth under section 1 of article 19. 

The plan shall be accompanied by a report 
on the conditions surrounding the exploitation, 
the work that has been done on the wells or 
galleries that may have been drilled, their 
depth, the kind and quality of the matter that 
may have been extracted therefrom and other 
statistical and illustrative data such as dia- 
grams of the geologic strata in operation. 

Infraction of a part of that portion of the 
provision referring to the notice shall be pun- 
ishable with a double rate of tax for a period 
of not less than one year, as to the other ob- 
ligations the government will determine the 
proper penalties. Other infractions committed 
by the operators of deposits referred to in this 
law will come under the common law bearing 
on the subject, 


Forfeitures 


Art. 29. These contracts will be adminis- 
tratively declared by the government to be for- 
feited in the following cases:— 

1. When they are transferred to foreign 
governments or when those governments are 
admitted in partnership into the operation of 
the leased bed. 

2. When the right of supervision reserved 
to the government under section 5 of article 
23 is ignored or in any way evaded, or when 
the measures taken by the government in the 
defense of the rights of the nations are not 
put into practice. 

3. When the taxes upon the deposits referred 
to in this law are not promptly paid in their 
entirety. It is understood that rentals and 
taxes are not promptly paid when the pay- 
ment is not made within the time prescribed 
in the articles of this law relating thereto. 

4. When five years from the date of the 
concession it is found that the -beds are not 
continuously operated in the meaning attached 
thereto by the terms made in article 25 or 
when found in such condition, work is sus- 
pended for a whole year, save in the cases of 
vis major or fortuitous cause, in accordance 
with the civil laws. 

In order to carry the declaration of forfeit- 
ure into effect it is necessary to give notice in 
person or as prescribed in articie 25 of law 
105 of 1890 to the lessee or his legal repre- 
sentative. The decision of forfeiture shall be 
published in the Diario Oficial or in the of- 
ficial newspaper of the proper department. 


CHAPTER IV 


Fiscal Provisions 


Art. 30. The government may demand the 
tax referred to in the foregoing article in kind 
or in cash at its option. 

In the former event the percentage will be 
delivered in the tanks or containers that the 
company may have at the shipping port, which 
it chooses for its own products and, in the 
latter event, the percentage value in money 
shall be fixed by the government, according to 
the quality and kind of products of the opera- 
tion, To that effect the government will cause 
to be taken samples and such other data as it 
may deem necessary at the points of shipping 
and will secure proper information as to the 
quotations, 

Art. 31. Petroleum fields to which title has 
been given while article 112 of law 110 of 1912 
is in force, will pay the annual rate referred 
to in article 3 from the day of the going into 
effect of this law, the area of the grant being 
taken into account, except those not operated 
that may be in dispute with the nation. They 
will also pay the percentage in accordance 
with the provisions of article 2 of this law. 

Operators of such fields will further lie under 
the obligations stated in article 28.

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F. T. C. Takes Testimony in 
Complaint Charging Viola- 
tion of Clayton Act 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1929. 
The question of lawfulness of the ac- 


quisition by | the Standard Oil Co. of 
New York of 70 per cent. ot the stock 
; Magnolia Petroleum Co. during 
1918 was argued before the 
Trade Commission last week. 
1918, the commission issued 
formal complaint against the Standard 
in this matter, charging that such a 
transaction was in absolute violation of 
of the Clayton act, which says 
in part "That no corporation engaged 
in commerce shall acquire, directly or 
indirectly, the whole or any part of the 
stock or other share capital of another 
corporation engaged also in commerce, 
where the effect of such acquisition may 
be to substantially lessen competition 
between the corporation whose stock is 
so acquired and the corporation making 
the acquisition, or to restrain such com- 
merece in any S¢é ection or community, or 
tend to create a monopoly of any line 
of commerce.” 
Judge Charles E. Hughes presented 
the Standard’s case, defending ‘its pur- 
chase of the Magnolia stock on the 
grounds that it did not constitute a vio- 
lation of this section of law for. several 
reasons which he proceeded to detail in 
support of his contention that the com- 
mission had no right of jurisdiction. in 
the case. In the first place, the wording 
of the section very plainly speaks of a 
transaction between two corporations, 
whereas, he said, the Magnolia Petro- 
leum Co, is not a corporation, but merely 
a stock association according to the laws 
of Texas, in conformity with which the 
company was formed. The control lies 
with 588 people, he stated, and Judge 
Williams of Texas is trustee for the ma- 
jority of the stock, including that pur- 
chased by the Standard Oil Co. He said 
the purchase did not give the Standard 
control of the Magnolia company as the 
shares purchased cannot be voted. He said 
the stock was bought in 1918 when war 
demands and various other conditions 
made it necessary for the Magnolia 
company to invest more money in its 
operations, not because the company was 
insolvent, but because it had to expand 
and needed capital to do it with. It 
was bought merely as an investment. He 
cited several cases decided by the United 
States Supreme Court involving the ques- 
tion whether a business concern was a 
corporation, association, or partnership, 
and drew lines of similarity to illustrate 
that the Magnolia Petroleum Co. is not 
in any sense a corporation. Upholding 
his assertion that the Standard had 
made this stock purchase simply as an 
investment, he said:—‘“If a purchase of 
shares incapable of being voted and 
which do not entitle the holder to par- 
ticipation in the management of the sell- 
ing company is not a perfect illustration 
of purchase solely as investment, I can- 
not possibly imagine a better one.” 


Operate in Different Fields 


Concerning the provision of the sec- 
tion of law referring to the substantial 
lessening of competition, Judge Hughes 
said that such was impossible in this 
case as the Standard and the Magnolia 
operate in entirely different fields and 
no competition exists between the two. 
He then cited two points advanced at the 
previous hearing by the complainant in 
support of the alleged existence of com- 
petition:—The fact that both the Stand- 
ard and the Magnolia purchase Mexican 
crude oil, and the fact that both com- 
panies sold oil to the government during 
the war. 

“We admit,” said the Judge, ‘that 
both of the companies have purchased 
Mexican crude and probably will pur- 
chase more of it if needed, but I fail to 
see any evidence of competition there.” 

As to the other point. he said:— 
“Doubtless both concerns did sell oil to 
the government, but what concern ‘did 
not, if the government wanted it?” 

“The acquisition of this stock in the 
Magnolia Petroleum Co. by the Standard 
Oil Co. of New York,” the judge con- 
cluded, “cannot be regarded as a trans- 
action between two corporations because 
one of the parties is not a corporation 
under the statutes; and it cannot he 
regarded as an effort to substantially 
lessen competition because there exists 
no competition to lessen, for the reason 
that the two companies operate in dis- 
tinctly different fields—the Standard 
operating in New York and New Eng- 
land, and the Magnolia Petroleum Co. 
operating in far-off Texas. Therefore I 
submit that no violation of section 7 of 
the Clayton act or of any other law has 
been committed, but a’ perfectly bona 
fide transaction has been entered into 
by mutual consent between two parties, 
aS an investment on the part of one, and 
as a business expedient on the part of 
the other. Therefore I respectfully re- 
pudiate the commission’s jurisdiction in 
this case.”

SPECIFICATIONS AND TOLERANCES 
FOR LIQUID MEASURING PUMPS 





Complete Schedule Adopted by Twelfth Annual Conference on 
Weights and Measures Presented 


The complete schedule of specifications 
and tolerances for liquid-measuring pumps 
which were drawn up and adopted tenta- 
tively by the twelfth annual Conference 
on Weights and Measures are of peculiar 
interest to the petroleum industry and 


they are herewith presented in full. They 
are as follows: 
1.—Definition 

A liquid-measuring pump is a pump, or a 
combination of a pump with other mechanism, 
adapted to the measurement of liquid in def 
inite quantities by volum« 

2.—Permanence 
. c - 

a. Liquid-measuring pumps shall be of such 
design, construction, and materials that the 
may reasonably be expected to withstand ordi- 
nary usage without impairment of the accuracy 
of their measurement, or the correct function 
ing of their operating or indicating parts 

b. The longitudinal axis of the measuring 
cylinder or chamber shall be accurately plumb, 
when the pump is in level and a two-way or 
a cireular level, or leveling lugs, or a plumb 


bob, shall be provided by means of which the 
level can be established. The installation shall 
be of such strength and rigidity as to main- 
tain this plumb and level condition 


3.—Indicating and Registering Parts 


a, Counters, meters, and graduated 
used on liquid-measuring pumps to tally scales 
and deliveries to individual purcha shall 
be so located and disposed that their readings 


scales 


will be visible to the customer as well as to 
the operator of the pump 

b. In the case of measuring pumps used for 
dispensing gasoline, the counters or graduated 
scales shall be of such size and style that 
they are clearly visible to, and readable by, 


the customer, from any position which he may 


reasonably be expected to assume 


4.—Units of Delivery 


Liquid-measuring pumps shall have the fol 
lowing discharge capacities per stroke or cycle, 
and these only:—One gallon; a multiple of the 
gallon; or a binary submultiple of the gallon 
that is, a quantity obtained by dividing the 
gallon by the number 2 or a power of the 
number 2: Provided, however, that a pump 
may be constructed to deliver other amounts 
than the above, corresponding to predeter- 
mined prices at a definite price per gallon, but 
in such cases the pump shall be so constructed 
that the price per gallon at which it is set at 
any time and also the amount actually de- 
livered must be clearly indicated 


5.—Closure of One Outlet 


When two discharge outlets for*the liquid 
are provided on a liquid-measuring pump, the 
pump shall be so designed and constructed 
that one outlet must automatically be tightly 
and completely closed off whenever the other 
is open, so that no liquid can be discharged 
except through that outlet which is in use at 
the time and for the purpose intended 


6.—Drainage of Discharge Piping 


a All liquid-measuring pumps used for the 
sale of gasoline shall be so constructed as to 
provide for the complete and rapid drainage, 
to a definite and uniform level, of the liquid 
contained in the hose or outlet pipe. This 
specification will be construed to require that 
hose, if used, shall be properly reinforced and 
shall be of such length and stiffness, and its 
inlet end at such height above the normal level 
of its discharge end, when used for the pur 
pose of delivery to an automobile fuel tank, 
that no movable portion of the hose will be 
disposed in such a way as to tend to retain 
liquid after the operation of the pump is com 
pleted 

b. All liquid-measuring pumps shall be so 
designed and constructed that they will not 
permit a siphoning or a continuous trickle of 
liquid from the discharge outlet after the oper- 
ation of the mechanism is discontinued. All 
liquid-measuring pumps, which under the fore 


going specification are required to be equipped 
with a standpipe, shall be furnished with a 
vacuum-breaker or equivalent device adapted 
to cause the definite, immediate and rapid 


drainage of the downcoming porttons of the 
hose or pipe. 

Note.—A_ standpipe shall be defined as any 
elevated pipe designed to connect with the 
upper end of a hose or other movable delivery 
tube, and intended to insure rapid and com 
plete drainage of such delivery tube into the 
tank or vessel into which liquid is being dis- 
charged. 


7.—Sensitiveness 


All liquid-measuring pumps of whatever type 
used in retail trade shall be so designed, con 
structed, and graduated that their indications 
can be read or their discharge readily deter- 
mined within an amount which is not greater 
than the value of the tolerance as hereinafter 
provided. 


8.—Completeness of Delivery Before 
Indication 


a On all defined-stroke, piston-type liquid- 
measuring pumps, the construction shall be 
such that a counter or indicator will indicate 
clearly and definitely such discharge and only 
such discharge as has actually been completed 
by the pump proper, that is, the indication of 
each unit of discharge shall take place only 
when such full discharge from the measuring 
cylinder has in fact occurred. 

b. Any such counter or tallying device as is 
required under the foregoing specification shall 
be so constructed that its dial or pointer is re- 
turnable readily to a definite and clear zero 
reading, before the next delivery is begun. 


9.—Pointers and Indicators 


All pointers and indicators used on counters 
or computing attachments or other registering 
parts shall be so shaped that a correct and 
accurate reading is given. Pointers are re- 
quired to be symmetrical about the gradua- 
tion lines at which they may stand, and 
blunt-ended types of pointers shall not be used. 


10.—Lettering, Graduations 


a. All markings, instructions and gradua- 
tions required under these specifications shall 
be of such size, design and location that they 
will not tend to become obliterated by dirt or

The use on a liquid-measuring pump of two 
graduated scales reading in opposite directions 
and referable to the same pointer or liquid 
surface shall not be permitted,

12.—Computing Charts 


The value graduations on all computing 
charts used on liquid-measuring pumps shall 
not exceed 1 cent at all prices per gallon up 
to and including 30 cents At any higher price 
per gallon the value graduation shall not ex- 


ceed 2 cents Provided, however, that nothing 
in the above shall be construed to prevent the 
placing of a special value graduation to repre- 
sent each 5-cent interval, These special grad- 
uations may take the form of dots, staggered 
graduations or similar forms. They shall be 
so placed that their meaning and value may 
be clearly understood, but they shall not be 
placed in the space between the regular grad- 
uations. 


13.—Exhaustion of Liquid Supply 


All measuring pumps, of which the accuracy 
of delivery is affected by the lowering of the 
liquid in the supply tank to a point at or near 
the intake end of the suction pipe, shall be 
provided with a device which will make the 
pump inoperable during the continuance of 
this condition, or shall be so constructed as 
to warn the purchaser and the operator in a 
conspicuous and distinct manner, that the level 
of the liquid supply is so low as to endanger 
the accuracy of the measurement, 


14.—Use Limited to Certain Liquids 


Liquid-measuring pumps which will not give 
correct results except when used with liquids 
having particular properties, as for example, 
high viscosity, shall be conspicuously, clearly 
and permanently marked to indicate this limi- 
tation Such wording may take the form, 
‘“‘Not suitable for gasoline or light oils,’’ ‘‘Use 
only for molasses and heavy oils,’’ or ‘‘For 
viscous liquids only.”’ 





15.—Provision for Sealing 


All devices, adapted to be ,altered for ad- 
justing or correcting the delivery of a liquid- 
measuring pump, shall be of such construction 
that they can be sealed, either separately or 
together, in such a manner that the position 
of none of them can be changed without de- 
stroying the seal or seals: Provided, however, 
that this shall not apply to such devices as 
alter the price and consequently the delivery 
of such a pump as is described in the process 
of specifications No. 4. 


16.—Stops to Be Positive 


When the stops or other stroke limiting de- 
vices on a liquid-measuring pump are subject 
to direct pressure or impact in the operation of 
the pump, such stops shall be of such con- 
struction that the permanence and security of 
their positions is not solely dependent upon 
friction; that is, under the conditions desig- 
nated, tt construction must provide for a 
positive, non-frictional engagement of the 
parts whose relative motions are to be pre- 
vented 


17.—Graduated Parts Secured 


When a liquid-measuring pump is provided 
with a scale of graduations to indicate or ad- 
just the amount to be delivered, this scale 
shall be riveted to its support or otherwise 
permanently fixed in position: Provided, how- 
ever, that in the case of measuring pumps of 
the gauge glass type, a sliding scale will be 
permitted when the displacement of such 
scale is by suitable mechanism automatically 
prevented at all times when liquid is being 
discharged from the delivery outlet. 


18.—Dyiversion of Measured Quantity 


There shall be no direct or continuous con- 
nection of device adapted to return any por- 
tion of the measured liquid from the discharge 
pipe or outlet of any liquid-measuring pump 
to the supply tank or pipe of the same. All 
valves in the suction line which are intended 
to prevent the reversal of flow of the liquid 
must be of such design that their closure is 
automatically effected in the use of the pump. 


19.—Only One Shutoff Cock Per- 
mitted in Discharge Line 


No more than one shutoff valve or cock in- 
tended to be operated by hand for the purpose 
of cutting off the flow of liquid shall be per- 
mitted in the discharge line of a liquid-meas- 
uring pump, and in the case of liquid-measur- 
ng pumps with which hose or other movable 
delivery tube is used, or which require the use 
of a vacuum breaking valve or equivalent 
device, any shutoff valve shall be located as 
near as possible to the pump itself, and not 
in the hose line or at the extremity of the 


hose. 


20.—Protection Against Corrosion 


In the case of liquid-measuring pumps which 
depend for the accuracy of their measurement 
upon the tightness or perfection of seating of 
a valve or valves, the material used for tanks, 
piping and all such auxiliary apparatus as may 
contain liquid, including the pump itself, shall 
be of such nature and properties as to be free 
from the likelihood of corrosion or rusting or 
the liberation of particles which will be likely 
to impair the tightness or correctness of seat- 
ing of such valves. 


21.—Limiting Height of Suction Lift 


No defined stroke, piston type lIquid-meas- 
uring pump shall be so installed as to work 
under a total suction head sufficient to cause 
vaporization of the liquid for which it Is used 
under the highest temperature and lowest baro- 
metric pressure likely to occur. 


22.—Use of Adjustments 


a. No adjustment of the delivery of a defined 















stroke liquid-measuring pump shall be per- 
mitted, except that intended to produce a 
piston displacement per cycle of 231 cubic 


inches per indicated gallon of delivery. 

b. Adjustments of piston displacement to 
correct for leaks, slippage, excessive length of 
pipeline or other defects of the installation 
shall not be permitted. 


23.—Stop Mechanism to Be Definitely 
Positioned 


All stops which define the delivery of a 
liquid-measuring pump shall be clearly and

discharge volume to which they correspond, 
ind any device intended to vary the discharge 
by bringing different stops into operation shall 
be so designed and constructed that it is 
brought to a definite and accurately defined 
position, and that inadvertent displacement 
from that position will be obstructed. 


24.—Position of Operating Handle 


In all defined stroke, piston type liquid- 
measuring pumps the initial or starting posi- 
tion of the operating crank or handle shall be 
defined by a latch or snap which will operate 
to hold the handle accurately in that position 
when the apparatus is not in use. 


b. The initial position of the handle on all 





types of defined stroke, piston type liquid- 
measuring pumps shall be vertically down- 
ward Handles which in their starting position 


are inclined to the vertical or stand vertically 
upward shall not be permitted. 


25.—Tolerances 


The tolerances to be allowed in excess of 
deficiency on all liquid-measuring pumps shall 
not be greater than 1.8 cubic inches per in- 
dicated gallon: Provided, however, that the 
manufacturers’ tolerances or the tolerances on 
all new liquid-measuring pumps shall not be 
greater than one-half of the values given 
above; and provided further, that these latter 
tolerances shall also be applied to all pumps 
which are being retested after being found in- 
correct and subsequently adjusted or repaired. 


26.—Constancy of Delivery 


The amounts delivered shall not vary by 
more than the tolerances provided above, irre- 
spective of the speed at which the apparatus 
is operated, and irrespective of the time elaps- 
ing between operations, provided that, for the 
purpose of test, the condition of the apparatus 
shall be such that a minimum period of non- 
use of twenty-four hours shall not result in 
an error of the first delivery of the pump after 
such period of non-use, greater than the toler- 
ance allowable. 

Note.—In applying the above specifications, 
errors due solely to a change in the volume 
of the contained liquid, resulting from tem- 
perature variations alone, are to be eliminated, 
since an error of this character is unavoidable 
in the case of volumetric measurements of 
this kind, when the apparatus is standing un- 
used. This change in volume due to tempera- 
ture variations is, however, small in amount 
for all ordinary variations of temperature, 
amounting to about 0.7 per cent. for each 10 
degrees EF. change of temperature (or about 
1.3 per cent. for each 10 degrees C. change of 
temperature). 

27. In all gauge glass or float gauge types 
of liquid-measuring pumps which have a grad- 
uated scale as the sole means of determining 
the amount of liquid discharged, the length 
on the scale equivalent to the tolerance at any 
point must be readily appreciable when the 
character of the indicator and normal distance 
from the observer's eye is taken into considera- 
tion, and in no case shall this length be less 
than 0.04 inch. 


28.—Fraudulent Construction Pro- 
hibited 


All liquid-measuring pumps shall be of such 
construction that they are not designed to and 
may not be used to facilitate the perpetration 


of fraud. 
29.—Metric System 


No specifications contained in the preceding 
pages shall be understood or construed to pro- 
hibit the sale or use of liquid-measuring de- 
vices constructed or graduated in units of the 
metric system. 


The tolerances to be allowed on any liquid- 
measuring device constructed or graduated in 
units of the metric system shall be the same 
as those specified on similar apparatus of any 
equivalent size or at an equivalent capacity in 
the customary system.

ducers. United States Senator Robert L. 
Owen of Oklahoma, a pioneer among the 
residents of that territory and a mem- 
ber of the United States Senate since 
1907, will be one of the orators.

Following Mr. Do- 
herty, Judge J. A. Veasey, counsel for 
the Mid-continent Oil and Gas Associa- 
tion, will speak on the subject of the 
supply and demand for petroleum prod- 
ucts.

Refiners’ Day, March 10 

Wednesday, March 10, will be Refin- 
ers’ Day, and Fred W. Lehman, general 
counsel of the Western Petroleum Refin- 
ers’ Association, will urge the refiners to 
speed up in preparation for the biggest 
demand for gasoline that has ever been 
made on the petroleum industry, which 
is predicted this summer, During the 
past year, the motor and petroleum in- 
dustries have been co-operating with a 
view of conservation, and also of devis- 
ing a means for utilizing some of the 


by-products of petroleum for motor fuel. 

Charles S. Kettering, president of the 
Automotive Engineers of America, in- 
ventor of the Delco engine, and recog- 
nized as the greatest authority on com- 
bustion engines in this country, will be 
the principal speaker on that day. He 
will discuss what has been accomplished 
between the two industries to prevent 
what now seems to be a certain famine. 

U. S. Jenkins, inventor of the Jenkins 
Process, will display a working plan of 
the Jenkins still on Wednesday morn- 
ing, in the Gold Room during the busi- 
ness meeting of the refiners. Mr. Jen- 
kins is an inventor of national reputa- 
tion, and will outline what his process 
has accomplished in the oil industry. 
This invention relates to apparatus for 
treating petroleum products, and has for 
an object the accomplishment of the 
method for treating heavier hydrocar- 
bons, such as petroleum oils, whereby 
the condensable light oil may _ be ob- 
tained from petroleum and its by-prod- 
ucts. 

There is a feeling in the industry that 
the present inspection laws, many oO 
which are relics of antiquity, should be 
repealed and allow the use of blended 
gasoline and other products for what 
some of the States now demand as the 
highest quality of gasoline. There is 
also a feeling that certain tax laws are 
burdensome to the industry, and Judge J. 
J. Shea, representing the oil producers in 


the mid-continent field, will discuss the 
present excess profit tax and a number 
of other burdens and measures which 
the oil industry feel should be removed. 
W. E. MacEwen, secretary of the Na- 
tional Refining Co. of Cleveland, will 
discuss some of the problems that are 


now confronting the refiners, and plans 
that should be made to eliminate them. 
Mr. MacEwen is well known among the 
petroleum industry, having been for a 
number of years general traffic manager 
for the National Refining Co., and one 
of the pioneers in securing fair freight 
rates for petroleum products. 


Fake Oil Stocks and Brokers 


Plans are now under way by oil men 
prominent in the industry, to rid the 
country of fake oil promoters and fake 
oil securities. and all forms of unworthy 
stocks and bond brokers, who have ap- 
parently picked out this industry to 
bring it into ill repute.

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SPECIFICATIONS 
FOR LUBRICANTS 


Technical Sub-Committee About 
Ready to Announce Fairly 
Complete Code 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 

Discussion of specifications for lubri- 
cants by the technical sub-committee on 
petroleum standards has resulted in a 
fairly complete code of specifications cov- 
ering the main forms of lubricants being 
drawn up, there remaining only two or 
three grades on which discussion was 
postponed because of insufficient data to 
guide the committee in their full consid- 
eration The necessary information will 
be gathered as speedily as possible, and 
copies of the complete proposed specifica- 





tions submitted to the members of the 
sub-committee for formal ratification. 
According to information obtained at 


the Bureau of Mines, there is little doubt 
that the sub-committee will pass on the 
question in short order; then the specifi- 
cations will be presented for considera- 
tion of the main Committee on Standard- 
ization of petroleum specifications, in 
Which body is vested authority for final 
indorsement and formal adoption. No of- 
ficial statement on the subject will be is- 
sued until this final step has been taken. 

There will be no further meeting of the 
sub-committee for the present, according 
to current plans. The matter will be han- 
dled by correspondence as far as possible 
to avoid further delay in disposing of the 
lubricant question. Next in line is the 
matter of specifications for fuel oil. This 
will be taken up by the sub-committee in 
about three months, it is said. 

The meetings just closed were in the 
nature of executive sessions behind closed 
doors, only members of the sub-committee 
participating. They are:—Dr. G. W 
Gray, chairman; Dr. H. Iu. Dickinson, of 
the Bureau of Standards; N. A. Smith, 
of the Bureau of Mines; Dr. R. G. Gris- 
wold, of the Shipping Board; Dr. M. E. 
McDonnell, of the Railroad Administra- 
tion; Commander H. A. Stuart, of the 
navy, and Capt. F. M. Sanderson, of the 
army.

Tank Car Specification For Inside 
Ladder Subject of Consideration 
for Owners and Shippers 


Refiners, owners and shippers of tank 
cars have been requested by the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute through Assist- 
ant Secretary C. C. Smith to give to the 
secretary any suggestions that they may 
have relative to the desirability of having 
a requirement that an inside ladder, lead- 
ing from the dome to the bottom of the 
tank, be embodied in the tank car speci- 
fications which are being drafted by the 
Tank Car Committee of the American 
Railroad Association. Inquiry has been 
made of the railroad association's com- 
mittee as to the advisability of having 
such a ladder as a matter of safety to 
maintenance of discharge valves, clean- 
ing of tanks and so forth, and it is de- 
sired by the A. P. I. to receive sugges- 
tions from refiners, owners and shippers 
before definite consideration is given to 
the subject by the Institute’s Committee 
on Tank Cars.

To Start Active Work 
Preparations on the part of the Lone Star 


Oil & Refining Co. to spend half a million 
dollars in developing its 110 acres of leases 
in the bed of Red River, south of the cen- 
ter of the stream, marks‘ one of the most 
interesting features for months in the de- 
velopment of the Wichita Falls district, and 
the completion of two wells of the size that 


brings back the early days of the Wag- 
goner pool, when gushers ran oil down all 
the gulleys into this Red River pool, gives 
cause for speculation as to whether the 
biggest production of the new pool will be 
found in the sandy stretches of Rio Roxo, 


which has been the scene of what promised 


to be a hot contest. 
The action of the Attorney General of 
the United States, A. Mitchell Palmer, in 


stepping into the preparation of Oklahoma 
to bring suit for the property, in which 
the Sooner State had the ass ance of As- 
sistant Attorney General Nebeka, and order- 
ing a cessation of all activities until such 
time as he could make a thorough investi- 
gation, has evidently been a justification to 








operators who hold leases under the Texas 
patents of the river bed to the center of 
the stream, to continue operations where 
they were already under action, and to 
commence new operations. 

The Lone Star Oil & Refining Co., which 
is Frank Bowman, Kansas City oil man, who 
was one of the original owners of the Pan- 
handle properties, and Frank Wilcox, Chi- 
cago business man and oil operator, is the 
largest single holder of acreage in the bed 
of Red River, south side, holding 110 acres 
in six tracts, and a derrick is now going up 


on each of these tracts. The property, which 











includes the much disputed Burk-Divide Oil 
Co.’s lease, lies in blocks 2, 3 and 4 of the 
Sam Sparks subdivision, twenty acres to the 
west of the General Oj] Co.’s well, which is 
in the bed of the river, this tract also being 
north of the Clois Green and Bob Waggoner 
well in biock 821; seventy acres in the sec- 
ond tract, north of the Burkburnett-Van 
Cleve wells, and a third tract of twenty 
acres to the east, in block 4, adjoining the 
T. H. Tass, trustee, properties. 

The Burk-Divide Oil Co.’s well, which has 
made several flows over the top of the der- 
rick, and the second well drilling, is in the 
hands of the Texas receiver. The Ranger 
force has been cut down considerably and 
all is quiet along the river front, as far as 
any trouble is concerned between the claim- 
ants of placer rights and the Texas lessees. 
There is still some legal warring in prog- 
ress, owners of the property along the bank 
of the river claiming some of the Sparks 
subdivision, the General well having been 
put in receivership several weeks ago by 
teese Allen, though the company imme- 
diately made bond and continued to operate 
the property. Allen is the owner of the 
land south of the State lease survey. 

No Producers Yet 

Though the Tillman county tests, which 
have been of much interest for several 
weeks, have failed to materialize into pro- 
ducers so far, there seems to be no shaking 
of the belief that there is oil across the 


river among many operators who have been 
playing Tillman county strongly. Whether 
the sands found in the Sheegog and Red 
River Development Co. tests in section 5-4-14 
make producers or not, they are taken to 
mean that there is oil in the neighborhood, 
and further testing is inevitable. Just how 
slow the routine testing of an oil sand in 
either a cable or a rotary hole is cannot 
be appreciated until one has waited, chafing 
at the unavoidable delays that come up, on 
a highly important test. 

The Curtis Mound test is an example, 
with the delays in receiving casing 
parts of the drilling rig, one month 
lapsed since the sand at 1,670 feet was 
struck before the sand was tested. This 
sand will make a small producer, accord- 
ing to the statement of C. E. Maple, one of 
the owneres of the test. The hole will be 
deepened on the belief that this structure, 
like that of Burkburnett and the new Red 
River pool, has a shallow sand a short dis- 
tance above the heavy pay. In fact, these 
structures are believed to be identical by 
those who study the geological side of the 
oil game. Though the developments so far 
have not come up to the expectations when

the sands were first struck, every 
evidence that someone is going to find oil 
in Tillman county, opposite the Wichita 
county pools, and the forecast for the next 
few weeks is that many new rigs will be 
up and that a Tillman county extension of 
the Red River pool will be already effected 


by tests drilling close to the river. 


Sand Not Productive 


The showrng made by the Green and Wag- 
goner well, the Burk-Divide and the Burk- 
burnett-Van Cleve wells, coupled with the 
fact that to the south and east the sand has 
failed to prove productive in several tests, 


points to a north and possibly northwest 
trend in this pool, as has been the case in 
the past. For a stretch of approximately 
two miles in the river bed and on either 
side there are now derricks up, there being 
sixty and seventy derricks, including wells 
drilling and derricks just erected. To the 


west the derricks are more or less scattered, 
growing thicker in the section north of the 
wells already producing. The further test 
is about three-quarters of a mile up the 
river bed from the General well, and there 
are tests going down on the Oklahoma half 
of the river bed, as well as on the prop- 
erties in Tillman county. 

Drilling in the bed of the river is not as 
difficult as one might think, and the der- 
ricks are practically all put directly on the 
sand. Here and there are pools of water, 
but as yet the drilling is not so thick but 
what moisture there is can be avoided and 
dry land found for the derrick. 

More new drilling operations are reported 
from the field for the past week or so than at 
any time for several weeks This is due to 
the improved weather conditions partially and 
partially to the increased interest in the south- 


west part of the Waggoner pool, on the 
George and Morgan tracts, by reason of new 
large wells that have recently been com- 


pleted on the George tract. There is also much 
interest in the ‘‘reclaiming’’ of portions of the 
Evans tract in Block 818 and the Michna and 
Holtzen tracts in Block 819, considered as 
condemned early in the development of the 
Waggoner and now the scene of several new 


a Eastland-Ranger Outlook 


The late wells in the Eastland-Ranger fleld for 
the week have been fair in numbers, but most 
of them have been comparatively small for the 
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field. One of the large late wells for the field 
was the Empire Gas & Fuel Co.'s No. 3 Allen 
tract south of the Pleasant Grove district. The 
bit went into the deep sand at 3,512 feet, and 
the sand continued for eleven feet and the 
well produced around 1,000 barrels, This well, 
which was started before the ruling of the 
Oil and Gas Department of the Railroad Com- 
mission went into effect, is no more than thirty 
feet north of the Royal Duke Oil Co.’s well 
on the Hanks tract, that came in about two 
months ago with an initial production of 1,500 





barrels. No. 2 of the Empire Gas & Fue] Co. 
on the Allen tract was completed the previous 
week, with a production of 250 barrels. 


The States Oil Corporation’s well on the 
jond tract, about five miles northwest of East- 




















land, that was drilled in some over a week 
ago following a shot of 320 quarts of high 
explosive with an initial production of 600 
barrels at from 3,545 to 3,680 feet, flowed 
through a 700-foot bridge. It is strong and 
accompanied by a heavy gas pressure which 
indicates a much greater production when the 
bridge is cleaned out and the flow is unhin- 
dered. This well found a 50-barrel pay in the 
upper sand and was heralded as a big step in 
new territory. This completion very grati 
fying to the operators in the vicinity, as it 
gives to the EBastland fleld an extension of a 
mile and one-half to the west 

Authentic reports received from scouts from 
Rising Star state that the well of Foster & 
Co., on the Hilborn tract, in the southwestern 
part of Eastland county, has been drilled to 
3,065 feet and is making better than 600 bar- 
rels a day. This well, which is in strictly 
Wildcat territory, caused quite a sensatior 
among oil men by coming in for about 125 
barrels about two weeks ago. Th well com 
menced to flow at about 3,050 feet and caught 
the driller with about 1,000 fee of open hole, 
Water came in and the enthusiasm abated for 
a while. However, as soon as the casing was 
set the water was shut off and the recent im- 
provement in the well has caused operators 
to feel much encouraged

Brown Tract Well Being Watched 











Some disappointment is being felt n oil 
circles on account of the unpromising be- 
havior of the two wells on the J \. Brown 
tract, a short distance south of the Hawk 
tract. The wells seem to have plenty of oil 
but no gas to flow them. The West’ Virg t 
Ranger Oil Co.’s well on this tract, that id 
a 40-barrel flow around 3,450 feet, has drilled 
to over 3,600 feet and was shot, but has not 
found enough gas to make it flow steadily. 
The Albers Oil Co, on the Brown tract is in 
about the same fix. Oil has been standing over 

















1,500 feet in the hole for the past few wee 
but has not made a flow This well is als 
down about 3,600 feet. Both wells probably 
will have to be put on the pump, or a little 
agitation might break a possible bridge where 
the fuel stops and cause the gas to come in 
such force that it might start them flowing. 
Such things have happened in the lime forma- 
tions in other fields, 

On the adjoining north tract to the E, Roper, 
where Chapman & Winkler found a small well 
some time ago, the Sun Co. on the Daniels 
tract has a well making between 50 and 75 
barrels from 3,510 feet The Cosden Oil & 
Gas Co.'s No. 1 on the Compton tract, in the 
southwestern part of Stephens county, is re- 
ported to be making about 25 barr t head 
and making four flows a day. This is a 
Stephens county wildcat and will probably 
Stimulate a big drilling campaign in that 
Vicinity Late in the week the Kanger-East- 
land-Stephens-Comanche fields were visited by 
a heavy rain, in the same manner that it has 
been receiving for the past month, and this 
has hampered to some extent the development 
in the fields mentioned However, dril 
contractors, in spite of the fact that they have 


made large plans to take care of the enormous 


amount of drilling that they were led to ex- 
pect, find themselves swamped with contracts 
Big companies who own their own tools are 
also making plans to make this year the ban- 
ner one for the Eastland field. 
. ll 
Greater Production Expected 


While the Wichita county district as a 






whole recorded a gain in production, with a 
daily average of around 93,000 barrels, it was 
at lowa Park and Electra that the increase 
was recorded, for the Burkburnett section re- 


mained almost stationary in production figures. 


Continued shallow sand development south of 
lowa Park brought up that district total to 
the new high mark of 800 barrels, while the 
Holliday field also showed a slight gain as the 











result f cleaning out some of the old wells 
in that field There is every indication of an 
increase in the district’s production within the 
next few weeks, particularly if good weather 
conditions continue One big factor in the 
situation is the ability to get pipe and tools 
shipped in, and with the railroad situation 
improving from day to day operators are ex 
periencing much less difficulty in this regard 
than for many weeks past. There are numer- 
ous wells that have been shut down for cas- 
ing for some weeks, and completion of these 
is expected to materially add to the production 
figures. 

In the Burkburnett district the excellent 






‘ge tract, where the Para-Texas 
750-barreler last week, has stim- 
ulated development in that section. Just north- 
west of the George tract well is Block S81‘, 
where there has been more than one dry hole 
drilled in days gone by, but where there is 
room for much development without getting 
into the condemned district. The George tract 
has been an unusualiy productive part of the 
Northwest extension, its wells holding up to 
initial production much better than in the 
Waggoner pool as a whole, The well of the 
Sioux Oil & Refining Co., just northwest of 
the George tract, is among the tests due for 
early completion, and a successful test there 
will doubtless result in much additional drill- 
ing on the Michna tract, in Block 819. Also 
in Block 819 on the Schnakenberg tract is the 
well of the United Southern Oil Co., now drill- 
ing around 600 feet. 


Outlying Districts 


Across the Red River, in Tillman county, 
and on the Oklahoma side, there is much ex- 
citement. On the promise of a well on Curtis 
Mound many speculators are planning to bene- 
fit by the boom at Grandfield. Some tracts 
close to the new town have been platted, with 
a view of opening them up to town-lot devel- 
opment, such as was witnessed at Burkbur- 
nett. Grandfield property has risen to unprece- 
dented values. Two new locations have been 
made near the town, being those of the Texas- 
Tillman Oil Co. No. 2 and the Sioux Oil Co. of 
Colorado. 

Nacona’s oil boom shows no appreciable 
diminution. Although the Lemon tract well is 
running the gamut of delays and mishaps that 
are largely to be expected in a test too far 
from a tool supply house, it continues to hold 
the confidence of many oil operators, who are 
refusing to avail themselves of the opportunity 
to sell their Montague county acreage at a 
profit. Another well in Montague county—that 
ot the Red River Oil Co. on the Jones tract, 


wel! on the G 
Oil Co. got a 
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north of Nacona—is expected to resume drilling 
shortly after a delay waiting for casing. Na- 
cona enthusiasts claim that both wells found 
practically the same formations that are en- 
countered in the Healdton field in Oklahoma, 
thirty miles to the northeast, and they con- 
sider this fact an important one. In the mean- 
time setting the packer in the Lemon tract 
well is occupying the attention of the drillers, 
with the task not yet successfully completed. 
Operators continue flocking into Nacona from 
numerous parts of the Southwest, and the little 
town in Montague county is taking on marked 
activity, with a heavy demand both for acre- 
age and for residence and business property 
within the town. Petrolia added another gasser 
to her list during the week, when the Texas 
Co. completed a small one on the Martin tract. 
Reports are coming in of a showing of gas in 
the Frizzell well on the Norton tract, in 
Hardeman county, in a section on which oil 


men are keeping a watchful eye. The well is 
around 1,400 feet deep Drilling has been re- 
sumed on the Nee-No-Shee well, on section 
241 in Hardeman, after a considerable delay,

NORTH CENTRAL TEXAS 
PRODUCTION 


The total daily average production of the 
North Central Texas field for the week amount- 
ed to 189,940 barrels, a decline of 8.840 barrels 
from the previous week's figures. The heaviest 
comes from the Eastland county field 
as well as from Comanche county. The Burk- 
burnett production for the week was 80,575 
barrels, against 79,995 barrels for the previous 
week, a gain of 580 barrels. Eastland county’s 
production was 42,440 barrels and for the pre- 
vious week was 51,735 barrels, a daily decrease 
of 9,295 barrels, which is a heavy falling off, 
and Cor 1che county’s decrease daily amount- 
ed to 2.195 barrels. Stephens county's increase 
is 500 barrels a day. The Electra field has an 
increase daily of 730 barrels. Iowa -ark field 
an increase of 425 barrels. The Strawn field 
increased 235 barrels a day, and the Petrolia 
field did exceptionally well with _a 65-barrel-a- 
dav inerease, along with the Holliday field, 
with an 80-barrel-a-day increase. Brown county 
decreased 10 barrels a day and Coleman county 
> barrels, making ‘a net decrease the greatest 
of any period for some weeks. During all this 
time of the decline in production large wells 
have been brought in, and it would look as 
though the wells declined very rapidly when 
allowed to flow to full capacity. This will no 
doubt continue until these wells are put on the 
pumps, where by agitation they may come back 
to steady producers.

the North Central Texas 
field was an active one, but far in excess‘of 
what the previous one was. Weather condi- 
tions are improving in some parts of the field, 
while in others the rain is still dropping, 
making the roads impassable even for the old 
s » of traffic, the horse and buggy. The 
Eastland-Stephens-Comanche districts are the 
ones that have been getting the heavy rains, 
while nice weather was experienced in the 
surkburnett field. Some good welis were fin- 
ished during the week in the deeper sand fields 
in the Ranger end of the field, while the new 
finished wells in the Burkburnett field indi- 
cate that the head is off the producing sand 
and the wells are small compared to what they 
were in the early stage of the development 
work in the northwest extension. 

The wells that were on top of the sand for 
a long period in the northwest Burkburnett 
extension are now being drilled in gradually 
and pipeline connections are being made to 
the entire field. Some of the refiners, accord- 
ing to reports, are paying as high as $3.50 a 
barrel for crude from the Wichita county field, 
which is a 50-cent premium over the posted 
price.

TWO MEN DIE IN FLAMES 


John Stout, a driller, and Orville Schram, 
tool dresser, aged 27, were burned to death in 
a fire which destroyed the rig at Slick & Jones’ 
well, in section 34-20-7, two and one-half miles 
from Oilton, in Creek county The well was 
drilled in about ten days ago and started 
lowing at the rate of 3,000 barrels a day. 
While engaged in drilling the hok deeper into 
the sand the men lost their lives. They were 
dressing a bit at a forge located some distance 
from the derrick, when the well made a sudden 
flow, and the gas and oil ignited from the fire 
at which the men were working. In a flash 
the air surrounding the rig was a mass of 
flame, and Stout and Schram were burned to 
death before they had a chance to escape 

The fire communicated to a  55,000-barrel 
tank, and its contents were consumed. The 
well continued to spout forth oil and gas for 
some time, making a most spectacular fire. 
Stout and Schram were both married and re- 
sided in Oilton

32-23-4. The rig for the test is going up, and 
the drilling operations will be attended with 
great interest The location appears to be 
directly in line with the Ferrier wells to the 
north, and is an extension of the field. 


Fox-Bush Field 


The Fox-Bush field is getting its full share 
of pay at the present time The Honey Bee 
Oil Co. on the Warner No. 2 in the south end 
of the field in section 5 is reported flow- 
ing at the rate of 100 barrels daily. The Elma 
Oil Co.'s No. 2 on the same lease is reported 
on top of the sand and showing for a producer. 
Kaufman & Craig on the Warner No. 2, same 
section, is showing for a well.

Three 
new tests have been spudded in during the 
past week and the drilling tests are running 
along smoothly. 


The Herington District 


The Herington district is still holding its 
place in the wildcat operations of the State. 
The Sinclair Oil Co. on the Stone in section 
$4-12-2, which had a showing a week ago and 
started a new rush to this section of the 
State, has kept the scouts in suspense since 
the showing was first had. It is now under- 
reaming twenty-six feet of open hole, and 
should be ready to drill in by the middle of 
the week. Scouts who have been watching 
the operations at the test are confident that 
it will prove a producer and are keeping close 
tab on the operations. 

The test of Clark, Titus and associates, 
which has been running under the name of 
Slim Jim in section 19-15-5, and which had a 
good showing in the shallow sand, is still 
holding the attention of scouts. The test is 
now underreaming to 2,180 feet, with the bot- 
tom of the hole at 2,235 feet. Scouts generally 
believe that the test will prove a producer, 
and it is the prediction that sand will be found 
between 2,400 and 2,500 feet, 
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a4 
Wildcat Test 


Another wildcat test that is getting into the 
limelight is that of Brooks and, associates on 
the Winters farm in _ section 28-25-2, twenty 
miles northwest of Wichita. Just what the 
test will prove to be no one has the least 


idea, but oil is showing on the tools and in 
the pond, with a cavey hole and over 100 feet 
open. The depth is around 2,087 feet. 

It is believed that the next thirty days will 
see a new pool opened in the wildcat territory, 
and the Herington district is looking excep- 
tionally good at this time. 
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Advance in Price of Crude Most Important Devel- 
opment of Week—Two Gushers Obtained 
in Hull Field 


HOUSTON, Tex., Feb. 24, 1920. 

The outstanding feature of the week 
in the coastal fields was another advance 
in crude of 25 cents per barrel. This 
and the bringing in of gushers at Hull 
and Damon Mound and a big gas well in 
Uvalde county were the most important 
developments in the Gulf Coast oil fields 
the past week. The inerease in the 
posted prices of crude petroleum at the 
wells had been expected for some time 
as there had been three advances of 
Pennsylvania oil since coastal crude was 
marked up 25 cents on January 6 from 
$1.50 to $1.75 a barrel. The advance 
in credit balance quotations the past 
week was first posted by the Humble Oil 
& Refining Co. and met by the Texas, 
Gulf and Sun pipelines on February 19. 
This brings the price in all coastal dis- 
tricts up to $2 a barrel. With the total 
daily production at 76,000 barrels, this 
would mean an increase of $15,000 more 
a day into the pockets of the producers. 


Daily Average Production 


This has been about the daily average until 
this year when it has been running from 65,000 
to 60,000 a day. The past week it averaged 
about 62,500 barrels While better prices in 
coastal crude has already resulted in increased 
activity in the coastal fields and many new 
tests are starting up, producers have not fallen 
over one another, so to speak, to get on the 
ground for new wells While coastal crude 
is advanced, North Texas crude has also ad- 
vanced proportionally, and almost all of the 
larger interests have rigs running in that 
part of the State as well as in the south. How- 
ever, coastal crude has advanced until drilling 
in these flelds is again profitable and the last 
increase of 25 cents is very welcome to the 
producer in these days of high cost of mate- 
rial and labor, 

Credit balances on Pennsylvania are now 
quoted at $5.65 per barrel, the last raise being 
only 15 cents per barrel, which is taken by 
some to mean that prices have about reached 
the limit, as preceding raises were 25 cents 
per barrel each time 

There are those who predict that the light 
grades of mid-continent crude will go to $4 and 
the heavy grades and coastal .crude will be 
posted at $2.50 before the end of 1920 unless 
the unexpected happens and a number of mar- 
ket-breaking new districts are discovered, 


1,000-Bbl. Well Comes In 


About a week ago the Sinclair Gulf Oil Co.'s 
No. 10 Jackson on the Wisdom land came in 
unexpectedly, blowing in with sand and water 
mixed with oil, For about two hours this was 
mostly oil, and after that it went to water 
and sand, sanding up about nine hours after 
it blew in. It is estimated that about 1,000 
barrels of oil can be saved from this mixture 
after it is treated. It has been cleaned out 
and a four and one-half-inch strainer set, and 
is now bailing. It has been nearly three years 
since Damon Mound came into the lime light 
by the completion of No. 3 Bryan, flowing 
about 8,000 barrels daily This well has pro- 
duced to date—for it is still making some oil 
as & pumper—as much oil as all the other 
wells in the field put together. It was the 
only really large gusher to be completed at 
Damon Mound Later tests drilled near it 
have failed to find big pay, and it has been the 
conviction of operators that either this was a 
freak well or, more likely, it was fed from a 
fissure, and that the main pool had not been 
located. 

The new well that so soon choked itself to 
death, which is located about a mile north of 
the old No. 3 Bryan, would indicate that there 
is plenty of gusher oil at Damon Mound if 
only the right spot is located As a result of 
the showing considerable drilling will follow 
in that locality. So far no deep tests have 
been drilled to the southeast of the dome, 
which has been pointed out as the most likely 
spot in the district for prolific production by 
no less an authority than William Kennedy, 
the geologist. ; 


Production Estimates 


The average daily production of the coastal 
fields for the past week is estimated as fol- 
lows West Co umbia, 17,100; Goose Creek, 
13,900; Hull, 6,900; Humble, 6,950; Sour Lake, 
6,000; Vinton, 3,950; Saratoga, 1,675; Somer- 
set, 200; Batson, 1,150; Damon Mound, 1,000; 
Spindletop, #50; Edgerly, 1,000; Jennings, 7: 
Barber's Hill, 350; Markham, 150, and miscel- 
laneous, 600; total, 5 barrels, 

The productive area of the Hull field was 
again demonstrated during the past week when 
two flowing wells in the gusher class were 
completed there, one in the northeastern part 
of the field and the other in the extreme south- 
western part, as it is now proven up, The 
narrow Palmer strip lies along the northern 
boundry of the S800-acre Dolbear tract. The 
Texas Co. had decided to abandon its No. 2 
Palmer on account of the bad condition of the 
hole when its field man reported the well in, 
flowing about 4,000 barrels pipeline oil from a 
depth around 2,500 feet, Not only is it a big 
well, free from salt water, but it said to test 
37 degrees on the Baume scale. A mile or 
more southwest of this the Gulf Production 
Co, got a well of 1,000 barrels or more in No. 
1 Wilson, south of the Sun Co.’s wells on the 
Carr tract It was completed around 2,000 
feet and is flowing pipeline oil testing 31 de 
grees Baume. The average coastal crude tests 
at from 19 to 24 degrees. 

Near its new well the Gulf Production Co. 
bailed No. 1 Baldwin dry at 2,620 feet. It has 
derricks up for No. 2 and No. 3 Baldwin in 
the same locality, and is drilling No. 4 Bald- 
win at 800 feet. Also south of the Carr wells 
the Empire Gas & Fuel Co. is still trying to 
get a well in No. 1 Barngrover. It has suc- 
ceeded in resetting screen at 2,730 feet and 
is arranging to pump with 1,500 feet of oil 
standing in the hole, according to report. The 
company is drilling No. 2 Barngrover at 1,930 
feet and has derricks up for Nos. 3, 4 and 5. 
In the same locality the Texas Co, is drilling 
No, 1 Barngrover at 2,775 feet and its No. 1 
Cantor around 2,800 feet. The company has 
derricks for Nos. 2 and 3 Cantor, 

Other tests drilling in the southwestern part 
of the field, where most of the new work is 
being done, includes the Humble Oil & Re- 
fining Co.'s No. 1 Guedry, drilling at 2,665 feet; 
its No. 1 Smith at 1,400 feet; Crown Oil & Re- 


‘fining Co.’s No. 1 Abel, drilling at 2,460 feet; 


Temas Oil Producers’ Co., No. 1 Devore, drill- 


ing at 2,400 feet; Higgins Oil & Fuel Co.’s No. 
8 Smith, drilling below 2,000 feet, and its No. 
2 Smith, drilling at 1,600 feet. The Yount 
Lee Oil Co. has set perforated pipe in No, 2 
Eight Acres and will test at 2,400 feet 

The Republic Production Co. had bad luck In 
the tests it drilled in this part of the field and 
has moved its rigs back onto the Dolbear, 
where i as begun drilling three new tests— 
Nos. 27, 28 and 29 Dolbear. South of the Dol- 
bear ¢ a little northeast of the Sun's Carr 
wells, the Gulf Production Co. is drilling No. 5 
Phoenix around 2,400 feet and is down a few 
hundred feet in No. 6 Phoenix Nos. 7 and 9 
are derricks, while No. 8 is rigging up. The 
company is also drilling No. 2 on its Thomas 
fee, in the same locality, at 1,200 feet. North 
of the Dolbear the company is drilling No. 2 
Scarborough at 2,760 feet. On the Hanacker 
the Big Four Oil Co. is arranging to pump No. 
6 around 2,100 feet, and the Crown Oil & Re- 
fining Co. is arranging to pump its No. 1 
Hanacker at 1,925 feet. 

Near the new well of the Gulf, in the South- 
w ern part of the field, the Monarch Oil & 
Refining Co. has set eight-inch in No. 1 Har- 
rison and is drilling around 2,500 feet. Its No. 
1 Cantor is down below 1,000 feet. The Hous- 
ton Production Co. is rigging up for No. 2 
Baldwin, and the Sun Co. has started drilling 
in No. 4 Carr. Its three producers are mak- 
ing about 450 barrels of oil a day The Re- 
public Production Co. has the largest daily pro- 
duction, running close to 3,400 barrels. The 
Gulf Production Co., since the completion of its 
new well, has about 2,700 barrels a day. The 
Texas Co., 3,000 barrels, and the Higgins Oil 
& Fuel Go., Big Four and Humble, some small 
production, making up the remainder of over 
7,000 barrels total. 


At West Columbia 


At the close of the week West Columbia had 
a number of near completions, any one of 
which held possibilities of qualifying for 
gusher classification In the northeastern part 
of the field the Humble Oil & Refining Co. 
bridged in the six-inch casing in No. 14 Jap- 
thet and is trying to mill through to get to 
bottom of the hole at 3,245 feet. The company 
has three other tests drilling on the Japthet 
and one rigging up, but none of them has yet 
arrived at interesting depths. On the Bashara 
the company is drilling No. 4 in shale at 3,250 
feet and its No. 4 Coon, at 3,130 feet, is fishing 
for drill stem. 

A little southeast of these tests the Texas Co. 
put its No. 30 Hogg on air, and it showed salt 
water and a little oil. This is the well that 
came in two weeks ago flowing 30,000 barrels 
a day After being put under control it flowed 
5,000 barrels a day through half-inch choker 
for a week until it sanded up. It is the far- 
thest east of any in the West Columbia field, 
being an offset to the Sun Co.'s No. 3 Robert- 
son, on the west. The Sun Co. is drilling No. 
5 Robertson, in the same locality, at 3,160 feet. 
The Texas Co. put its No. 28 Hogg on air 
durine the week and it is flowing 500 barrels 
pipeline oil at 3,005 feet. Its No. 31 Hogg i 
waiting on standard rig at 3,070 feet; No. 3: 
Hogg is drilling in hard sand at 5,210 feet, ¢ 
No. 13 Hogg is in gumbo at 3,050 feet. The 
Statex Oil Co. has succeeded in removing four- 
teen joints of two-inch drill stem in No. 1 
Mann, and is bailing at 2.800 feet. The Crown 
Oil & Refining Co.’s No. 2 Olschewski is show- 
ing considerable oil at 3,250 feet. It is rigging 
up No. 4 Marmion. These are in the heart of 
the original gushers. 


At Goose Creek 


At Goose Creek E. F. Simms & Co. have put. 


No. Smith on the pump, making 175 barrels 
a day. The company has abandoned No. 32 
Smith at 3,300 feet and is testing No. 30 Smth 
at 3,250 feet. Out in the bay Freeman et al. 
have abandoned No. 1 Freeman-State land. 

At Humble the Texas Co. is down below 2,500 
feet in No. 17 House, north of the river, where 
it is trying for deep pay The company is 
drilling No. 20 Koehler at 2,750 feet and No. 24 
Cc. O. & G. at 2.725 feet. It is rigging up for 
No. 15 on the Burt 100 acres and is drilling 
No. 243 Landslide at 2,350 feet. 

At Barber's Hill the Texas Co. is drilling 
three new tests. No. 1 E. Barrow is below 
1,000 feet; No. 1 F. Barrow has begun drilling, 
and No. 3 B. Fisher is rigging up The 
United Petroleum Co. is down around 2,750 
feet in No. 1 on the Fisher ten acres. East of 
the railroad station one of the RBenckenstein 
syndicates is reported to have had several 
showings at shallow depths. The Kavanaugh 
Petroleum Co. has temporarily abandoned No. 
1 Pyramid-Fisher on the south end of the 
Pyramid (A. J. Hazlett et al.), and will put 
down a test on the north end of the strip. 
There has been no completions at Barber's 
Hill for some time. 


At Saratoga 


There were no completions in any of the older 
fields during the past week. At Saratoga, in 
the eastern extension, the Sun Co. is drilling 
three tests and rigging up for another. The 
Kio Bravo is drilling one well and the Texas 
and Empire companies are drilling a joint test 
on the Nancy Fuller, which is to be a deep 
test, and is now feeling ahead with a five and 
seven-eighths inch bit at 2,765 feet in gumbo. 
The Sun Co. has a derrick up for a new test 
fifty feet east of its No. 144 Brice and fifty 
feet south of the Gulf's Tabor strip. The new 
test will be known as No. 145 Brice. Two of 
the tests drilling by the Sun Co. are old tests. 
No. 142 McShane is bailing, but shows nothing 
but salt water. No. 1388 M. & M. is flowing 
by heads, with the bailer in the hole at 1,985 
feet. No. 144 U. P. is drilling at 1,200 feet. 
Paggi Brothers are rigging up for a test south- 
east of the Herrington strip. The Rio Bravo 
Oil Co. is testing No. 26-C at 1,250 feet. 
Saratoga is showing more activity lately since 
crude has been advanced in price. 


At Spindletop 


At Spindletop the Texas Co. is drilling No. 2 
fee at 3,540 feet. The Gulf Production Co. is 
drilling No. 3 McFadden at 3,280 feet, and the 
Crown Oil & Refining Co. is fishing in No. 1 
McFadden at 2,875 feet. These are all the 
deep tests drilling in the eastern extension, and 
chances are diminishing as to further finds in 
this direction, as one after another deep tests 
are abandoned without getting oil. Wilson & 
Broach are testing No. 3 Greer, apparently for 
shallow pay, at 750 feet, 

At Batson the Humble Oil & Refining Co.'s 
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second deep test on the Lajarza land is in rock 
at 725 feet. 


At Markham the Texas Co. is drilling No. 6 
Hudson at 2,650 feet on the east side of pro- 
duction. Its joint test with the Clem Oil Co. 
on the Meyers ease is drilling at 1,750 feet. 
This is another old field beginning to show 
new life since the. price of coastal crude has 
advanced to a profitable basis for drilling. To 
the north and northwest of production two new 
companies are getting ready to start deep 
holes. The Acme Oil Co. has a location on the 
Hardy land, and the Markham Production Co. 
will drill on the Meyers tract, where its first 
test, known as No. 1 Hawk, is rigging up. 


At Blue Ridge the Gulf Production Co. is 
rigging up for No. 2 Bassett Blakely, and the 
Texas Co. has reamed to bottom at 3,150 feet 
in No. 1 Bassett Blakely, The Sinclair Gulf 
Oil Co. is down below 2,800 feet in No. 1 
Davidson. The Deep Blue Ridge Oil Co. is 


drilling around 2,500 feet in No. 1 West.

Uvalde County Well 


Completion of a monster gas well in Uvalde 
county, with an open tlow of 20,000,000 Cubic 
feet in a 24-hour period, was reported early 
in the week by the National Refining Co., of 
Cleveland, Ohio. ‘the well was driiled with 
cable tools and is only 1,100 feet deep. It is 
known as No. 38 Pryor, and is located on the 
Ike Pryor ranch, 15 miles west of Uvalde. In 
the northern part of the same county the 
Transcontinental Oil Co., of Pittsburgh, is re- 
ported to have a showing of oil and consider- 
able gas in No. 1 Peterson, at 3,100 feet. 


Southwestern Texas 


Southwestern Texas appears to be underlaid 
With a vast reservoir of natural gas, probably 
the largest gas wells in the world having 
been found at White Point, on the coast, 14 
miles north of Corpus Christi. They had such 


“a vast open flow volume and such a tremendous 


rock pressure that no instruments were strong 
enough to measure the quantity of gas escap 
ing or the pressure of the rock to the square 
inch. The pressure was so great that the fit- 
tings were broken and the pipe blown high 
into the air in all the wells save one, which 
spouted gas and water for several years until 
it was taken over the past year and Mr. M. 
Lerew, a Houston man, harnessed the monster 
and brought it under complete control. Oper- 
ating under the name of the Corpus Christi 
Oil & Gas Co., early last summer he succeeded 
in equipping the well with heavy fittings, but 
was afraid to shut it in completely, for fear 
it would wreck the pipe and leave nothing but 
a boiling, seething crater, like its predecessors 
in the same locality. 


As a result, millions of cubic feet of gas 
were escaping daily until, early this month, 
acting under orders from the State Railroad 
Commission, Mr. Lerew turned the gate vaive 
with his own hands to shut in the gas. J. W 
Wortham, State inspector, representing the 
rnilroad commission, stood gamely by his side 
when the valve was closed Had the fittings 
not held, both men would probably have been 
killed. The only effect was a slight trembling 
of the earth for a few minutes immediately 
after closing the well. At last accounts the 
connections were holding firmly, and there is 
now little fear of the well running wild again, 
as all the fittings are extra heavy, and the 
casing is anchored in twelve tons of concrete. 
Mr. Lerew is planning to pipe the gas to 
Corpus Christi for domestic consumption, and 
to install a casinghead gasoline plant at the 
edge of the town and burn the residue of gas 
for carbon black, in which mineral the gas is 
said to be particularly rich. The government 
has recently taken samples of the gas which 
is now being tested for helium, and if it 
should prove rich in this product, a plant at 
Corpus Christi will likely be installed similar 
to the one in Fort Worth. 


Gas in Kleberg County 


Only last week another big gas well was 
discovered in Kleberg county, seven miles 
southeast from Kingsville, and 40 miles south- 
west from Corpus Christi. It was brought in 
by the Kleberg Oil & Gas Co., and the gas 
will be piped to Kingsville for domestic and 
industrial consumption. The gas was found 
at 2,140 feet, and the well is rated at 6,500,000 
cubic feet open flow. It looks as if big gas 
wells would be found in a strip more than 100

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Oil Seepages Reported in Manitoba, Near Dau- 
phin, Causing Rush of Speculators for Leases 
—Wildcat Venture in British Columbia 


CHATHAM, Ont., Feb. 24, 1920. 


Considerable interest has been aroused 
by the reported discovery of important 
oil seepages in Manitoba near Dauphin, 
about 160 miles northwest of Winnipeg. 
The discovery was made _by Allan 
McKay, a farmer, while digging a well 
on his land, the southeast quarter of 
section 16-28-16, about 35 miles south- 
east of Dauphin and just across Lake 
Dauphin. The seepage does not seem to 
have been a large one, but quart sam- 
ples or more of the oil that filtered into 
the hole at 35 feet depth have been col- 
lected and analyzed, and are reported to 
be a fairly high-grade crude oil. There 
has been a rush for leases, all the sur- 
rounding territory for a distance of five 
miles has been taken up, and hundreds 
of speculators are waiting their turn at 
the Dauphin land office. 


Little Development in Manitoba 


There has been little 
done in Manitoba in the past, and the 
province has been regarded as a poor pros- 
pect for oil and gas. A few scattering holes 
have been put down, some of them to 1,800 
feet, but most of them _ shallow, but no 
commercial production of oil or gas has 
ever been encountered, and even seepages 
are rare. A wide belt extending across the 
province from the southeast to the north- 
west is composed of crystalline and meta- 
morphic pre-Cambrian formations; and the 
sedimentary formations are found in two 
areas, one to the northeast of this belt, ly- 
ing along the lower courses of the Churchill 
and Nelson rivers and extending along Hud- 
son Bay, and the other lying to the south- 
west of the pre-Cambrian belt and compris- 
ing the southwest corner of the province. 


In the latter, at various points, the Ordi- 

vician, Silurian, Devonian, Cretaceous and 
Tertiary formations have been found. The 
formations dip to the southwest at the rate 
of a few feet to the mile. In the territory 
east of Lake Dauphin, where the oil seepage 
is reported, the overlying formations are 
Devonian, but a short distance to the south- 
west the Dakota sandstone appears, and a 
little further the Benton shales. Little of 
the country has been thoroughly examined 
and the structures are practically unknown, 
though the Devonian strata have been found 
folded into low anticlines and in some places 
faulted, and some light anticlines have been 
detected in the Niagara rocks on the east 
shore of Lake Winnipegosis. At the south 
end of this lake, and north of Lake Dauphin, 
the geological disturbances become rather 
pronounced and there are dips up to 20 and 
30 degrees.

British Columbia Test 


Another wildcat venture is reported un- 
der way in British Columbia, where an Eng- 
lish syndicate headed by Henry Jory is ar- 
ranging to commence drilling at a point on 
the Queen Charlotte Islands. W. A. Lewth- 
waite and Andrew Wright of Victoria, B. C., 
are also associated with the venture and an 
outfit is being brought in from Alberta for 
the test. One test will be started this month 
and two more in the spring, the tests being 
located in a triangle and about four or five 
mation apart. No. 1 test has been located at 
vawn Hill, about fourteen miles from Skide- 
gate. The operators hope to strike oil at 
rd feet, but are prepared to drill 3,000.

It is 
reported that the D’Arcy Exploration Co., 
which last year applied for and was refused 
an exclusive concession in this territory, 
has renewed its application to the provincial 


government. 
Okotoks Field 


Production in the Okotoks field of Southern 
Alberta has been hampered this winter by 
weather conditions. The refined output of 
the local plants for January, according to 
figures of the inland revenue department 


at Calgary, amounted to 431 barrels of 
gasoline and 13 barrels of kerosene, com- 
pared with 745 barrels of gasoline and 64 
barrels of kerosene in January, 1919. 


The No. 3 Dingman, section 6-20-2-5, now 
drilling around 300 feet, is the only test in 
the Okotoks field showing much activity. A 
number of other tests, however, which shut 
down entirely for the winter are getting 
things in shape to resume as early as pos- 
sible in the spring. 


Practically all the work in the Okotoks field 
this coming year, outside of Dingman No. 3, 
will be the completion of tests already started, 
though it is reported that both the Southern 
Alberta Oil Co. and the Canada Southern Oil 
& Refining Co. are considering new drilling. 
Of the older tests there are a number which 
should be finished with a few hundred feet 
more drilling, and it is doubtful if any new 
work will be started till the results of these 
new tests are known. 


One of these is the Alberta Pacific Consol- 
idated No. 1, section 20-19-2-5. Last year this 
outfit was got in shape to resume work after 
a long spell of inactivity. The company has 
spent $46,903.09 in drilling and $363.24 in camp 
at this well and has carried the test to 3,160 
feet, at which depth there is a considerable oil 
seepage. Some fifty barrels were baled from 
the hole last fall. The company also has an 
outfit in the Battle River area near Edmon- 
ton and a test started on which $3,401.18 has 
been spent, but no further work will be done 
there till the Okotoks test is finished. The 
company also owns two drilling outfits and 
considerable equipment, representing an outiay 
of $36,570.19, and has the available funds to 
carry the No. 1 test to completion. 


Other unfinished tests which will resume in 
the spring are the Midwest Oil & Refining 
Co.’s No. 1, section 21-19-2-5, shut down at 
3,535 feet, with a good showing of oil; Mount 
Stephen Oil & Gas Co.’s No. 3, section 7-20- 


2-5, shut down at 1,100 feet, and Alberta 
Southern Co.’s No. 2, section 13-20-3-5, shut 
down at 1,200 feet. The Mount Stephen test 


is an offset to the Southern Alberta Oil Co.'s 
No. 1 flowing well, and should develop a good 
producer at about 3,750 feet, and the two other 
wells are in proven territory. In addition the 
Record Oil & Gas Co. has a test on section 
4-19-2-5 which has been fishing for a couple 
of years, having a set of tools at the bottom 
of a 4,200-foot hole. Soth oil and gas are 
seeping into the hole, but not in large quan- 
tities. 

There are several wells that may be regarded 
as proven, but are not in steady production. 
The Southern Alberta Oil Co.’s No. 2, section 
18-20-2-5, is down 3,900 feet and baling tests 
indicate a 10-barrel pumper or better. Diffi- 
culty has been experienced getting the well 
in shape to pump. ‘The Illinois-Alberta Oil & 
Refining Co. has what looks like a fair pro- 
ducer in No. 1 well, section 12-20-3-5, good 
for ten barrels a day or better at 2,300 feet. 
There are difficulties, however, Between the 
original promoter of the venture and a group 
of shareholders from East St. Louis and other 
points in the United States, and till these 
troubles are settled operations will likely be 
at a standstill. The Canada Southern Oil & 
Refining Co.’s well, section 1-20-3-5, a small 
pumper at 2,550 feet, had trouble with its 
pumping equipment after a year or more of 
production, as a result of which the well and 
topping plant have been inactive since early 
in 1919. The tubing and rods will have to be 
fished out and the well refitted before opera- 
tions can resume. The Alberta Petroleum 
Consolidated No. 2, section 1-20-3-5, has been 
shut down, but this is due to temporary in- 
ability of the Calgary Petroleum Products 
plant to handle the oil, and the well itself 
is in shape to resume and maintain its pro- 
duction. The Southern Alberta’ Refineries, 
Ltd., are finishing their new unit for the pro- 
duction of lubricants and wax from the resid- 
ual products of the Okotoks crude. 


Southern Alberta Gas 


Though greatly handicapped by the difficulty 
in obtaining and bringing in materials and 
supplies, the Canadian Western Natural Gas 
Co. is going ahead with its gas tests in South- 
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ern Alberta, and hopes by next spring or sum- 
mer to secure additional production. At Mon- 
arch the No. 1 test is down 1,200 feet without 
a show. In the Barnwell field No. 5 test has 
been located and the derrick is up; drilling 
will be started on this location as soon as 
one of the other tests in this field is finished. 
No. 2 test is down to 2,600 feet, which is 444 
feet below the level at which it was antici- 
pated gas would be struck, but the company 
is hopeful of securing production at a lower 
horizon than in No. 1 Barnwell. No. 3 has 
reached 1,900 feet and No. 4 is drilling at 


800 feet. 
Casinghead Gas Plant 


A project is being negotiated for the erection 
in the Viking gas fleld near Edmonton of a 
easinghead gas plant to handle the wet gas 
from the producing wells of the Northern 
Alberta Natural Gas Development Co. ‘This 
company has an approximate production of 
40,000,000 cubic reet a day from nine wells, 
and is drilling No. 19, and has extensive hold- 
ings in what may be regarded as proven terri- 
tory. In addition the Viking-Grattan Creek 
Oil Co. has a fair wet gas production in its 
No. 2 well on section 4-45-8-4. The Viking 
gas has been tested and found to possess a 
considerable gasoline content, so that as a 
side issue to the proposed piping of the gas 
to Edmonton the casinghead gas plant would 
be a good commercial proposition. The laying 
of the pipeline to Edmonton has been held up 
pending a proposed increase in the price to 
that city, but it is likely that work will be 
commenced this year. 


Saskatchewan Operations 


In addition to the tests for gas in the Rush 
Lake district, now being undertaken by the 
Great West Natural Gas Corporation, the prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan is likely to be tested for 
oil and gas at or near East End in the south- 
western part of the province. Imperial Oil, 
Ltd., has purchased a drilling outfit brought 
in some years ago by an East End syndicate, 
and will send a geological survey party in the 
spring to investigate the oil possibilities of the 
district, and if the prospects are favorable a 
test will be undertaken at once. It is also re- 
ported that Imperial Oil, Ltd., has filed on con- 
siderable territory in Western Saskatchewan, 
near Macklin and Fusilier. 

The Saskatchewan Legislature has formally 
ratified the agreements made last year for the 
supply of natural gas by the Great West 
Natural Gas Corporation to the cities of Moose 
Jaw, Regina and Swift Current, in Southern 
Saskatchewan. The company is undertaking to 
develop a gas supply in the Rush Lake dis- 


| Peace River Field 


Companies operating in the Peace River field 


of Northern Alberta are getting ready to re- 
sume work. The only company which has 
shown much activity through the winter has 


been the Three Creeks Oil Co., which has been 
working at its well on section 12-85-21-5, en- 
deavoring to shut off the water flow at 1,165 


feet. The same water difficulty has been en- 
countered in a number of other wells in the 
Peace River field at this depth, and actually 


compelled the abandonment of McArthur Nos. 
1 and 2. The Three Creeks Oil Co. is using 
the mudding-up process. The first attempt last 
summer blew the light pump to pieces, and a 
heavy mud hog brought in early in the fall 
had just been installed and got into operation 
when the October freeze-up stopped operations. 

Since then the pump and drilling plant have 
been boarded in and heating equipment in- 
stalled to keep the mud thawed out, and opera- 


tions have been resumed with the pump. Re- 
cently a big casting cracked, and there has 
been a temporary shut-down till this can be 


replaced. It has been widely reported that the 
water was actually shut off, but this is offi- 
cially denied. 

The water problem has been the big obstacle 
to deeper drilling in the Peace River field, and 
has so far rendered it impossible for operators 


to drill below the Cretaceous into the Devon- 
ian limestones. The Northern Pacific Oil Co., 
section 11-85-21-5 (Brady Island) is getting its 





plant in shape to resume work. This test has 
been shut down at about 900 feet, and did very 
little work in 1919. 


Ontario Drilling 


In the Dover field, Kent county, Ontario, the 
Petrol Oil & Gas Co.’s No. 2, on the Bagnell 
farm, is drilling around 1,100 feet. Union 
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Natural Gas Co.’s No. 11 is on the pump and 
making about 10 barrels a day. No. 10 is be- 
ing cleaned out and rimmed down. The Im- 
perial Oil, Ltd., deep test at Jeannette’s Creek 
is drilling 160 feet in the Trenton limestone 
without a show. 

In the old Tilbury gas field B, 
finished No. 2 well on lot 15, concession 13, 
Tilbury East tawnship, with a light gas pro- 
duction, about 150,000 cubic feet a day 

In Grey county the Ben Doran test on con- 
cession 7, St. Vincent township, is reported 
drilling in the Trenton limestone at 780 feet 
without any increase in production. This is 
about 70 feet below the oil and gas show 
encountered in the top of the Trenton 

It is reported that drilling operations will be 
taken in the Lake Simcoe district, in Ontario 
county, near Beaverton. Leases have been se- 
cured on considerable territory skirting the 
lake and for some distance inland, from 
Port Bolster, on the south, to near Brechin 
on the north. About six_years ago a lot of 
territory was leased in Eldon township, but 
the war led the operators to drop their project 
of putting down a test for oil.

Ontario Gas Decision 


A court decision having an important bear- 
ing on the problem of natural gas conservation 
in Ontario has just been handed down by the 
appellate division of the Supreme Court of 
Ontario, in the case of Dominion Sugar Co. vs. 
Northern Pipeline Co. This litigation involved 
the validity of the Natural Gas Act of 1918 
and of the orders of the Ontario Railway and 
Municipal Board issued under the authority of 
that act. Following the passage of the act 
the board prohibited the use of natural gas 
for industrial purposes, and subsequently re- 
laxed its order to permit the use of gas for 
these purposes where a special permit was 
eTanted. All gas, however, was to be paid 
for at the highest domestic rate, no matter 
for what purpose used, 

The Dominion Sugar Co, and the Dominion 
Glass Co, of Wallaceburg secured permits to 
use large quantities of gas in their plants, 
but they refused to pay the domestic rate of 
25 cents per 1,000, claiming that they were 
still entitled to their old contract rate of 12 
cents per 1,000. The Northern Pipeline Co. 
threatened to shut off the gas unless the higher 
price was paid, whereupon the Dominion Sugar 
Co, brought action and secured an interim 
injunction restraining this step. 

Pending the trial an agreement was reached 
whereby the Dominion Sugar Co, and the Do- 
minion Glass Co. paid the Northern Pipeline 
Co. at the 12-cent rate and paid into court 
the difference of 13 cents per 1,000 cubic feet 
for all gas used. At the trial Chief Justice 
Falconbridge held that the order of the On- 
tario Railway and Municipal Board was in- 
valid, being made without notice to or con- 
sent of the Dominion Sugar Company, and 
accordingly made permanent the injunction. 

The gas company appealed from this decision, 
and as a result the appellate division has now 
reversed the trial judgment and holds that the 
order of the board was lawful and regular and 
that the Dominion Sugar Co. was bound to 
either accept and obey it or to appeal against 


it in the manner prescribed by the Natural 
Gas Act of 1918. The injunction is accord- 
ingly quashed and judgment entered for the 


Northern Pipeline Co. for the amount in dis- 
pute, which now totals approximately $75,000. 


Natural Gas Investigation 


E. S. Estlin, Natural Gas Commissioner for 
Ontario, will hold a series of investigations 
into the natural gas situation as the basis for 
“ report to the provincial government, Hear- 
ings will be held in Sarnia on February 25, 
W indsor on March 2 and Chatham on March 8.

ly. All of the big companies are making 
feverish haste to assemble men and ma- 
terials and resume operations on holes 
which they were forced to abandon and 
to start drilling new tests. It is believed 
that within the next few months there 
will be upward of 50 rigs running, where- 
as recently there have been less than a 
dozen, and all of them belonging to the 
Mexican Eagle Petroleum Co.

Fuel Oil Demand 


The demand for fuel oil continues fair to 
good. The many industries which now use 
oil for fuel are all busily occupied, and the 
demand is being increased by shipping inter- 
ests, railroads and many new plants which 
have found oil such a perfect fuel that they 
are paying the price, in spite of the fact 
that today coals would be cheaper than oil. 
The local quotation is from $2.20 to $2.30 for 
Standard of Indiana territory, in_ private 
equipment. Santa Fe cars, if to be had, are 
quoted at 5 cents per barrel less. The price 
for Ohio delivery is 15 cents per barrel addi- 
tional, and for Western Pennsylvania is 25 
cents above the Chicago market price. 


Gas Oil Scarce 


Gas oil continues very scarce and firm as a 
rock at 7@7%c., with a demand that is glad 
to get goods, irrespective of whether the car 
is clean or dirty. In other words, the trade 
are learning rapidly that dark oil is just 
as good as the straw colored. The cause for 
this shortage in gas oil is patently the fact 
that during the coal shortage, when prices 
were at the high spot, gas oil was shipped 
for fuel oil and run into it at the refinery in 
some cases. All kinds of oil were burned 
during the crisis. They say that out at Ar- 
mour’s cold storage plant a switchman mis- 
read the car numbers and ran a tank of 
peanut oil up to the fuel oil tank, and in it 
went. It made a hot fire, so they say. 


Kerosene Dull 


Kerosene is dull, and if not weak, decid- 
edly neglected for the time being. Prices 
named are from 11% cents to 11% cents, with 
some offerings at 11 cents. There have been 
no prices named below 11 cents that the 
writer has heard of, but the prices at which 
kerosene is being offered are one-quarter of 
a cent below the late level. Special naphthas 
are selling fairly well, and that designed for 
the use of painters and varnish makers is in 
excellent demand, the paint industry being 


very busy. 
Gasoline Weaker 


Gasoline has rather surprised the marketing 
trade, for all expected that, with the approach 
of spring, the market would become more firm 
instead of showing weakness. The situation 
is not spectacular, it is simply a little slump 
that may or may not continue. The Standard 
Oil Co., the Texas Co., and other large buyers 
have stayed out of the market, and doubtless 
this has something to do with the feeling of 
surplus supplies pressing for market. There 
may be, as has been asserted previously, 
something of an attempt to bear the market, 
but these are but temporary and largely local 
conditions. Some of the refiners are doubtless 
glad to let a little gasoline go for the cash 
that it brings in, but that they can replace 
it for what they get for it is a question. 

With crude at the prevailing price, even if 
no premium be paid in addition to the posted 
rate, the refiner cannot make money on gaso- 
line at less than 19% cents. That must be 
his average price, and the bulk that comes 
over is commonly of the lower grade. There 
are certain contracts that run out the end 
of February, and the rates in these contracts 
are so low that the marketer could take the 
gasoline and sell it at prevailing prices and 
make a profit, and doubtless some of the 
numbers offered are on account of these con- 
tracts. Generally the market looks for higher 
prices in the near future. Prevailing quota- 
tions today in Chicago are:—56/58-450, 184%@ 
18%c.; 58/60-437, 18%@19c.; 60/62-400, 19%2@ 


ss Sdithiinee "Teaile Good 


The jobbing trade locally continues very 
good. One of the largest of the Chicago inde- 
pendent jobbers says that his company has 
never had a better winter that he can re- 
member without going back to his books for 
actual figures. This concern has a large gal- 
lonage and an exceptionally good contract 
for supplies, but the gentleman is not boast- 
ing about this fact. He knows how to keep 
his secrets. 


The trade certainly were disappointed that 
there was no change in the tank wagon 
price of gasoline and kerosene in this terri- 
tory on the first of the week. The office of the 
Standard Oil Co. (Ind.) in this city was closed 
that day, but the rumor got around that the 
change had been made, and the Reporter’s 
representative was besieged with telephone 
calls for information. In spite of positive de- 
nials that a change had been announced, some 
representatives of Western refiners insisted on 
wiring their home offices that there had been 
an advance. Tuesday morning the Standard, 
through its regular channels, announced that 
the tank wagon price was still 23 cents, and 
the filling station price 25 cents. Inquirers 
seemed to think that it would have been a 
particularly appropriate means of celebrating 
Washington’s Birthday to have the tank 
wagon prices moved up a notch, instead of 
which the tank car market weakened. 


Talking About Crudes 


The real oil man never wants to talk about 
anything but oil. Petroleum in its many 
sides and angles, with its human incidents, is 
the one thing that interests him. As a con- 
sequence there is a lot of talking going on in 
regard to some of the moves in the crude 
game. The market for Homer, La., crude is 
$1.50, and some of the Oklahoma refineries 
are finding that they can ship in Homer crude 
by tank cars and save 25 cents a barrel over 
the posted price of mid-continent crude. 

The great topic, and this interests most the 
men who have been in the Pennsylvania field, 
either in the producing or the refining end, is 
the announced intention of the Seep Agency 
not to buy for the independents. The practice 
in the distribution of the Pennsylvania grade 
oil which, by the way, does not come from 
Pennsylvania entirely but from the surround- 
ing States as well, if served by the pipeline 
companies is for the Seep Agency, which takes 
all of the pipeline oil to fill its contracts with 
the Standard companies, for which it acts as 
the purchasing agency and then to allocate 
the remaining crude among the independent 
companies on its list. A few years ago the 
rule used to be for the Agency to notify the 
refinery how much oil was allotted to it for 
each day. A check was sent for that much 
oil and the Agency then directed its nearest 
station to deliver the oil paid for to the re- 
finery. The recent announcement really seems 
to mean that this agency has no excess of 
crude above the requirements of its original 
Standard companies, for which it acts as a 
purchasing agency. 

Recently the 
in the Pennsylvania 


refining companies 
field or district have 
been pushing rather hard for crude. They 
have paid premiums as high as $1 a barrel 
for special crudes, and 50 cents premium has 
been common. The result has been that the 
surplus over the requirements of the Standard 
companies has been so reduced that the other 
independents, who were taking the crude from 
the Seep Agency, were forced out, and now 
they are all out for the stuff to run on. 

One of the practices is exampled in the 
new refinery that was building at Oilton. 
Producers were requested to buy stock in the 
refinery but only on condition that they con 
tracted their crude to the refinery It is sup- 
posed that a considerable amount of crude 
was signed up in this way, and that these 
producers have not been selling their crude. 
This does not necessarily take the crude out

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of use, for the oil is run, and instead of turp. 
ing in his ticket the producer holds his jj 
by holding his ticket. Storage is ‘hargeg 
against the oil until the time that thr ticket 
is turned in and the oil officially sold. It jg a 
way of holding for a higher market while the 
crude is delivered to the refiner.

If the de facto government 
of Mexico had a full treasury it is doubtful ¢ 
the foreigner would be allowed to drill a foot 
or to run a barrel. 


There is much truth to the report that some 
of the largest Mexican wells are running to 
water. There has always been a percentage of 
water in all the Mexican crudes, particularly 
those of the Casiano field, according to a many 
who served his time in Tampico, but this hag 
increased until the production of oil some 
districts has been apparently ruined It is 
said, however, that this may be due in par 
to bad management, and, with skillful hap. 
dling, some of the damaged wells may be re. 
stored

Directors Authorize Bureau to 
Gather All Public Data 
of Industry 


The American Petroleum Institute has 
taken steps toward the creation of a sta- 
tistical and publicity department for the 
purpose of collecting and publishing in- 
formation as to the production, transporta- 
tion, consumption, storage, exportation 
and importation of petroleum and prod- 
ucts, both domestic and foreign. Action 
in this regard was taken at the recent 
meeting of the Board of Directors, at 
which time it was also decided to author- 
ize the general secretary of the organ- 
ization to procure the services of assist- 
ants to help him in the general tax situa- 
tion and other legal matters, it being felt 
especially that the tax situation requires 
intensive study not alone on the part of 
the petroleum industry, but by the general 
public as well. The secretary was also 
althorized to select an engineering and 
scientific assistant for the purpose of cor- 
relating and co-ordinating the research 
work of the various individual companies. 

The tank car situation in this country 
has become acute. The tank car mileage 
has been decreasing to an alarming ex- 
tent in the last six months, in the face 
of a constantly increasing demand for 
transportation facilities. In order to ade- 
quately meet this demand during the com- 
ing year, it will be necessary to increase 
the average mileage of tank cars through- 
out the entire country to approximately 
45 miles a day. In order to accomplish 
this and to correlate and facilitate the 
movement of tank cars throughout the 
country, the Board of Directors author- 
ized the use of the machinery of the 
American Petroleum Institute for the pur- 
pose of organizing a traffic department, 
the expense of such an organization, how- 
ever, to be defrayed by tank car owners. 

The Board of Directors authorized the 
raising of sufficient funds to meet the re- 
quirements of the institute for the calen- 
dar year 1920, and a special Finance Com- 
mittee. composed of the following gentle- 
men, was appointed for this purpose :— 

Thomas A. O’Donnell, chairman; Sam- 
uel Messer, vice chairman; M. L. Requa, 
L. P. St. Clair, J. H. Markham, E. E. 
Schock, W. S. Farish, R. D. Benson, J. 
H. Pew and G. I. Sweney. 

It was also agreed that contributions 
be asked for on the following basis :—An 
annual sum of $50 plus 35 cents for each 
$1,000 of gross receipts less payments for 
petroleum and petroleum products, from 
companies desiring to contribute; except 
that when subscriptions are asked for the 
committee shall state that where the basis 
does not apply to the operators of par- 
ticular companies, that such companies 
be requested to make such contribution as 
they think fair under the circumstances. 
A resolution was adopted reducing the 
membership dues in the institute from $25 
to $10 per year. 

Henry L. Doherty submitted reports 
covering the activities of the committees 
of which he is chairman, namely, Com- 
mittee on Establishment of Bureaus and 
the Joint Committee on Motor Fuel. J. 
Howard Pew, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Welfare Work, submitted a written 
report on this subject. It was the sense 
of the meeting that a further investiga- 
tion of welfare matters be made and that 
a report covering the same be submitted 
at the next meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors. 


Lower California and Mexican Pacific 
Coast Oil Deposits to Be 
Exploited 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 14, 
Permission has been granted by the 
Secretary of Commerce, Industry and 
Labor to Fernando Macias to exploit 
provisionally the petroleum deposits sup- 
posed to exist on the Pacific coust, on 
the shores of the Gulf of California and 
in the Territory of Lower California. 
Permission has been granted to Norberto 
Rochin and Ricardo Carrascosa to ex- 
plore for petroleum in the Departments 
of Palenque and Mezcalapa, in the State 
of Chiapas. It is in the former depart- 
ment that the famous prehistorical ruins 
are located and it is believed that de- 
posits of petroleum will be found beneath 
them or in that vicinity.

J. P. Guffey Gets Mexican Oil Lands, 
Declared to Belong to Other 


Americans 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 

Information has been received from 
Mexico City that Joseph P. Guffey of 
Pennsylvania has obtained possession of 
five oil properties in Mexico that are 
described as ‘‘Listed with the Mexican 
Government as belonging to American 
companies.” The properties referred to 
include producing oil wells and are_be- 
ing operated by the Guffey Co., which 
is also drilling new wells on some of 
the properties. 

The State Department has been ad- 
vised that Mr. Guffey obtained the prop- 
erties in question by taking advantage 
of Mexican legislation and decrees of 
President Carranza regulating the oil 
industry in Mexico. The governments of 
the United States, Great Britain, France 
and Holland have protested against this 
legislation and these decrees as confis- 
catory. The controversy over this prop- 
osition remains unsettled, although it has 
been temporarily suspended practically 
under an agreement between Carranza 
and American oil companies whereby 
they are permitted to drill without pre- 
judice to the rights of either party to 
the controversy. 


Meanwhile it is stated that suit has 
been filed in the Mexican courts to re- 
gain possession of the ate verties said to 
haye been secured by Guffey. Guffey is 
understood to be en route from Mexico 
to the United States.

Right to Examine Books 


Art. 33. In order that the government may 
ascertain the accuracy of the assessment of the 
exploitation tax, it will have the right at any 
time to inspect and examine the account books, 
balance sheets, copy books and in general all 
the accounts of the concern in question and of 
the vouchers relating thereto, through such 
employe or employes as the government may 
designate for the purpose. 

The company shall keep its accounts within 
the country and in the Spanish language and 
in accordance with the commercial code of the 
republic, 

Art. 34. The proceeds from the tax on hydro- 
carbon development shall be distributed ac- 
cording to the beds or deposits that are found 
within their respective territories, as follows:— 
30 per cent. to the department, 5 per cent. to 
the municipal government and the remaining 
65 per cent. to the Federal government. 

Every half year the office of the Treasurer- 
General of the Republic will make a settlement 
and deliver to the department and municipal 
authorities the quotas pertaining to each. 

Art. 35. The prospecting and working of the 
beds of the departments referred to in this 
law, transportation of products, machinery and 
implements required for its use and for the 
construction and conservation of pipelines shall 
be exempt from any kind of department or city 
tax, direct or indirect, that may be imposed 
upon them. 

Art. 36. Hydrocarbons extracted from the 
deposits referred to in this law shall not be 
subjected to any department or municipal tax. 


CHAPTER V 


Final Provisions 


Article 37. In the contracts of a lease exe- 
cuted within the following zone:— 

“From a point 18 kilometers east of Punta 
Arboletes a straight line ending at Cape 
Tiburen; to the east and west two parallel 
lines running south from the two points above 
specified in the same direction until they reach 
a distance of 60 kilometers north of the inmost 
part of the Gulf of Uraba; at the south the 
two parallels above described shall be con- 
nected by a line drawn from the east to the 
west.’’ The general provisions of this law 
will govern in so far as they are not incon- 
sistent with the following:— 

(a) In the said zone there shall be no 
preferential right by reason of discovery. 

(b) The production tax will be 20 per cent. 
at least of the raw product. 

(c) No one person or entity will be allowed 
in that zone a lease covering more than 5,000 
hectares, save that a contract relative thereto 
may comprise fiscal operations such as ar 
authorized by the laws in force, and yield re- 
sources to the treasury aggregating not less 
than 20,000,000 pesos. In that case the zone 
leased for the development of hydrocarbon de- 
posits may reach as high as 100,000 hectares in 
continuous zone. 

If, after the fiscal operation relative to the 
flotation of the loans for the amount above 
stated, it should become necessary to pledge 
as a security or guarantee a percentage of the 
exploitation which belongs to the nation in the 
part that is leased, the government may 
grant it.

Fixing Production Tax 


In such cases the production tax fixed on 
the basis of the minimum in this article will 
be apportioned also in the form determined by 
article 34 hereof. 

The provisions of this article will also apply 
to the following zone with regard to lands of 
the nation:— 

From a point between Cocalito and La Ardita 


up to the border with Ecuador, a strip twenty 
kilometers wide, besides the territorial waters 
zone, 

No contract whatever shall be entered into 
with regard to the deposits existing in the 
zone dealt with in this article without a survey 
having been made by the government and con- 
ducted through competent geologists as to the 
richness of these beds. 

Article 38. The nation reserves the right to 
exploit beds that are lying under territorial 
waters, lakes and navigable rivers. Therefore, 
in order to operate these beds it will be neces- 
sary to obtain the approval of Congress to the 
contracts authorizing such operation. 

Art. 39. The Bureau of Mines of the Minis- 
try of Public Works shall consist of two sec- 
tions—one charged with the administrative and 
legal matters of mining; and another that will 
have charge of the engineering and geological 
aspects of the same branch. The first section 
shall consist of a chief, an expert in mining 
legislation and jurisprudence and three sub- 
ordinate employes. 

The second shall consist of a chief, who 
shall be a mining engineer or a geologist, an 
assistant engineer and three other geologists, 
petroleum experts. 

For the salaries of the personnel and the 
material and the installation of the laboratory, 
mineralogical and paleontological museum, the 
monthly publication of a bulletin of mines, 
library, ete., there is hereby appropriated in 
the national budget of expenditures from the 
next fiscal year a sum of 100,000 pesos a year. 

The geologists above referred to will be 
chosen in the country or abroad by the agents 
of the government so as to afford the best 
guarantees of impartiality and efficiency. 

Art. 40. The government is empowered to 
proceed with the appointment of the force of 
the office hereinabove referred to as fast as 
the requirements of the industry may demand, 
to fix the salaries of the employes, and to enter 
into the necessary contracts with the technical 
experts, without any need of further approval 
by Congress. 


Making Contracts 


Art. 41. Contracts for the operation of oil 
fields made by the Ministry of Public Works 
and submitted to Congress for its approval 
that shall not have been approved by a spe- 
cial law before the present law goes into ef- 
fect will be considered as disapproved. 

Art. 42. The leases referred to in this law 
do not require further approval by Congress, 
except in so far as article 38 provides. 

Art. 43. The government is granted full 
powers to draw up regulations for this law. 

Art. 44. There shall be a special edition of 
this law made in such languages as the gov- 
ernment may deem necessary to give it exten- 
sive circulation within the country and abroad; 
and in the said publication there shall be 
inserted the provisions of law on the subject 
of alienship and naturalization. 


Radio Active Substances 


Art. 45. The nation reserves to itself the 
development of radio active substances, such 
as radium and helio-radium. 

Art. 46. All provisions of law inconsistent 
with this present law are hereby repealed.

Chambers of Commerce in Car- 
ranza Capital Plan Discussion 
of Industry 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 14, 1920.

5. Exact interpretation of the petroleum 
legislation of Mexico in order to promote the 
greatest development of the industry without 
detriment to the interests of the nation, of 
the private parties interested or the manu- 
facturers. 

6. Facilities for exploitation. 

7. Markets for combustibles. 

8. General questions affecting the petroleum 
industry. 


GASOLINE IMPORT DUTY 


Lifted by Mexican Government— 
Native Producers Protest Without 
Effect 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 14, 1920. 

On the first of January President Car- 
ranza issued a decree regarding taxation 
on oil, in which was a sentence exempt- 
ing imported gasoline from the payment 
of any import duty. The producers and 
wholesalers of gasoline in this country 
soon after filed a protest against such 
exemption on the ground that they could 
not compete with foreign gasoline if al- 
lowed to come in free. The duty on 
gasoline that has prevailed for_ several 
years has been five centavos Mexican 
money per kilo. One gallon weighs 
3.572 kilos, so that the amount of the 
duty thereon is a fraction less than 18 
centavos Mexican money, or nine cents 
American money. 

A table of gasoline prices in various 
portions of the United States shows that 
it sells there for from 23 to 32 cents 
per gallon. In this city the average 
price is 25 cents per liter. or the equiv- 


alent practically of $1 Mexican money, 
50 cents American, per gallon. The 
average price in the United States ac- 
cording to the table noted is 25 cents per 
gallon, so that the rate in this city is 
just twice as much, while in other por- 
tions of the republic it is considerably 
higher. It is doubtless for this reason 
that the appeal of the gasoline monopo- 
lists has as yet not produced any effect 
upon the government and it is not be- 
lieved any heed will be paid to their 
appeal. 


GASOLINE RECOVERY 


Absorption Process and Its Use Dis- 
cussed in Bureau of Mines’ 


Paper 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27, 1920. 

A paper dealing directly with the re- 
covery of gasoline, by means of the ab- 
sorption process, from the residual gas in 
plants where motor fuel is obtained from 
natural gas by mechanical compression 
and cooling has just been issued by the 
Bureau of Mines, Department of the In- 
terior, as Technical Paper 232, W. P. 
Dykema and Roy O. Neal, authors. In 
the absorption process the gasoline present 
in the natural gas is absorbed by oil and 
subsequently separated from the oil by 
distillation or is absorbed in naphtha and 
marketed without any further treatment. 

The purpose of the paper is to point 
out more efficient methods of production 
of gasoline and motor fuel. This paper 
deals directly with one method which may 
be used for obtaining a greater extraction 
of gasoline from our natural gas. 

The investigation was carried on by 
actual field demonstrations and from the 
30 plants tested throughout the mid-con- 
tinent field it was ascertained that there 
still remained in the gas after it has 
been subjected to final treatment in the 
plant an average of .337 gallons of gaso- 
line for every thousand cubic feet. The 
cost of auxiliary equipment necessary to 
treat this residual gas is justified, for it 
has been proven already by practical 
demonstrations that such equipment is 
soon paid for by the general increase in 
efficiency of the entire plant. Recom- 
mendations regarding the installation of 
equipment are made in this paper which 
will prove of interest to anyone contem- 
plating such construction work.
